In addition to its 
champions, PACE also honored Suzu- 
ki's Larry Ward with its 100 Percent 
Award; Jimmy Button with the C.E. Alt- 
man Privateer Award; and Scott's Bevo 
Forti with its Lifetime Achievement 
Award. Those racers who won the 900- 
PRO-RACE Holeshot Awards through- 
out the season were also presented with 
their checks during the year-end cele- 
bration.

made available by the A.C. Nielsen Com- 
pany according to a press release from 
Seals Communications. 

A comprehensive report outlining 
national television market share for 
ABC's 5 p.m. Eastern time slot revealed a 
3.5 rating and eight share for the one- 
hour special presentation. The final rating 
represents an impressive 33-percent rise 
in household viewership from overnight 
predictions, and shows the AMA Super- 
cross to have performed admirably 
against Michael Jordan's Bulls and the 
PGA's Greater Greenboro Open. 

^We were extremely pleased with the 
rating and performance of the Dallas 
Supercross on ABC," said Tim Pernetti, 
manager of programming for ABC Sports. 
"The broadcast grabbed our audience 
coming out of the Talladega NASCAR 
race and held on to them with great 
action and compelling stories." 

The Dallas Supercross, a joint produc- 
tion of Seals Communications Corpora- 
tion (Sealsco) and PACE Motor Sports, 
was the first national broadcast network

HyperCycle owner suspended 


chief Carry Andrew for the rest of the 1998 season after 

they alleged that he had used an illegal windscreen on the 
Suzuki GSXR750 that HyperCycle's Nicky Hayden rode to victo- 
ry in the Teamline 750cc Supersport race at Willow Springs Inter- 
national Raceway on April 25. 

The windscreen was found to be about 1.1/2 inches too tall. 
The AMA allowed Hayden to keep the win, but deducted five 
championship points from his tally. The move was just the latest 
punishment for the team, which has been under intense scrutiny 
this year since Daytona, where its riders, Jason Pridmore and 
Hayden, were disqualified after finishing first and second. A 
post-race technical inspection found that metal had been 
removed from the cases on both machines, an automatic infrac- 
tion, even though the cases remained within legal specifications 
for the class. At the third round of the championship, at Laguna 
Seca Raceway, the team's wiring harnesses and fuel-injection 
throttle bodies were closely scrutinized, but found to be legal. 

Andrew will not be allowed at the race track for the remain- 
der of the this season and, according to a Suzuki news release, 
the AMA has rejected Andrew's request for an appeal. 

HyperCycle Suzuki team managergkance Holst said that 
Andrew's absence was not severely impacting the team, though 
Pridmore disagreed. 

^We're definitely in a delicate position," Pridmore said. "The 
AMA put us in that position. But I’m pleased with the morale of 
the team. I’m happy with the attitude." 

Holst said that Andrew made jetting decisions on the team's 
fleet of Suzukis. 

“Right now the engines are running fine,” Holst said. “And 
we're able to communicate with him by phone. He's up here in a 
hotel room." 

Much was made of the absence of Carl Steyrer, the Canadian 
who helps HyperCycle with its suspension adjustments. But 
Holst said that Steyrer had been absent for the last two races, and 
the team's results weren't suffering. Others in the team, includ- 
ing Holst himself, took up the slack during round five of the 
series at Sears Point Raceway. 

"We're a little behind the eightball on qualifying,” Holst said. 
"| gave Nicky (Hayden) a suggestion for this next session." 

"We've been without our suspension technician for the last 
three weeks, and that's really hurt me a lot,” Pridmore said. 
"We've been lucky to pick up (someone) who's a friend of 
Nicky's, and he's done a really good job with Nicky. But Гуе 
been struggling a little bit in that area. But we called Carl (Steyr- 
er) today up in Canada, and he straightened our stuff out a bit." 

Both Hayden and Pridmore addressed the team's recent pun- 
ishment by the AMA during the Teamline 750cc Supersport post- 
race press conference at Sears Point. 

“I think it's to the point where we're going to start putting 
stock OEM stickers on all of our parts so that everybody knows 
that we are legal," Pridmore said. "We're a smaller team than a 
lot of people give us credit for, so I think maybe we get pushed 
around a little bit more than some. There's a lot of questions in 
my mind about a lot of things. I think the state of AMA racing

right now is at its highest because we've got a lot of young talent 
coming. I think we need to take care of that young talent, and I 
don’t think they need to keep on being brought into the political 
aspects of things. To attack one team I think’s a little unfair, but 
we're going to get through this regardless of what they do to us, 
and we're going to keep putting them up on the podium." 

“Tm just really happy for the whole HyperCycle Suzuki team 
for what's been going on the whole year actually," Hayden said. 
“I just hope it's all over with now. It should be. AMA, they got 
what they want, so hopefully they lay off of us a little bit." 

Both Hayden's and Andrew's penalties were unprecedented, 
something which was not lost on Muzzy Kawasaki's Rob Muzzy. 

“Once again, I question the AMA's action and how they do 
things, Muzzy said. "It's the inconsistency of how they adminis- 
ter the rules. I was told when I got here that Cary Andrew was 
suspended. Not taking Cary's position, but I’ve been racing 
AMA for a hell of a lot of years, and I fail to understand how 
they can punish Cary Andrew for an infraction on Nicky Hay- 
den's motorcycle. The rulebook clearly states that the rider will 
be penalized for anything found illegal on the motorcycle. I don't 
understand what they can tell the other competitors who have 
been penalized over the years." 

Muzzy cited the example of Jay Springsteen's suspension sev- 
eral years ago. According to Muzzy, Springsteen had his license 
revoked for racing an illegal motorcycle, one that he'd never seen 
before, at Daytona. The suspension was appealed, and shortened. 
Twice, Muzzy says, he's lost championships because his riders 
have been penalized. Scott Russell was penalized for riding back- 
ward on the course, and Wayne Rainey was penalized for a rid- 
ing infraction. 

"Trust me, I'd rather they evicted me for Russell riding back- 
wards when we lost the championship or when Wayne Rainey 
passed on a waving yellow and we lost thé championship," 
Muzzy said. "Nowhere in the rule book does it say the team 
owner or mechanic will be penalized. It clearly states that a rider 
will be penalized." 

In this specific case, Muzzy said that if the bike was illegal, to 
be fully consistent, the rider should have been disqualified. 

“If they want to change the rules, they need to notify us so we 
know what the rules are,” Muzzy said. "Cary Andrew has a very 
strong case against the AMA. That's pathetic. It's only because of 
what they've done." 

When contacted on Monday, May 4, AMA Pro Racing's Mer- 
rill Vanderslice explained his position on only taking points 
away from Hayden. 

“If there's a performance advantage, then basically you get 
disqualified," Vanderslice said. "It's hard to prove 100 percent 
that he (Hayden) had a performance advantage. We didn't want 
to disqualify Nicky (Hayden). The next best thing was to take 
points and we decided on five. Although we've never done this 
before, we've always had that option. This is a unique case and 
we had to get to the root of the problem on who is responsible. 
We also have a responsibility to the rest of the field and that's 
why we took away some of his championship points."

Jeremy McGrath capped off the 1998 AMA 
Supercross Series with his seventh win at 
Las Vegas. For winning the title, McGrath 

left Las Vegas $100,000 richer.

LAS VEGAS, NV, MAY 2 
omeone must have forgotten to tell 
біле; McGrath that һе had 
already clinched the 1998 AMA 
Supercross Series title, because he rode 
as though everything was on the line at 
the Sam Boyd Silver Bowl in Las Vegas. 

In front of 39,277 spectators (a record 
crowd for the Silver Bowl), McGrath 
first rode his Randy Lawrence-tuned 
Chaparral/1-800-COLLECT/Mazda 
Yamaha YZ250 around Honda of Troy’s 
Mike Craig for third, then fought his 
way around Team Suzuki's Mickael 
Pichon for second, then battled back and 
forth with last year's Las Vegas winner, 
Team Yamaha's Doug Henry, before 
getting around the four-stroke pilot for 
good and closing out the "98 supercross 
season with his seventh victory of the 
year. 

For McGrath, winning never gets old, 

“I felt really good in my heat race, 
really fast and smooth, and I knew I 
could go good in the main," said 
McGrath, who seemed to downplay his 
win. "I was being mellow. On this kind 
of track, hard-packed and really, really 
slick, you have to be kind of mellow. I 
felt good all day; it was just a matter of 
being smooth. I didn't get a good start, 
but I had good throttle control tonight, I 
thought, and that helped." 

Finishing second was perhaps the 
happiest man at Vegas, Pichon. The 
French Team Suzuki rider struggled 
through the first half of the season but 
as of late has been showing signs of the 
Pichon of old, the Pichon who won two 
125cc supercross championships in 1995 
and '96. At Las Vegas, Pichon finally put 
everything together and was rewarded 
with his first podium finish of the year 
and sixth place in the series point stand- 
ings. Pichon and Henry were only sepa- 
rated by a point going into the final race 
of the year, but Pichon fended off the 
hard-charging Henry on the last lap of 
the main. 

“I told everyone before the race that 1 
was going to get the holeshot and that I 
really needed that podium, and that I’m 
going to do it,” Pichon said. "The track 
was pretty good and I liked it a lot. 
Tonight my Suzuki was working very 
good, and everything was perfect. 
Henry and I were one point difference 
in the championship; Henry was behind 
me one point, and when І saw him 
down, "Whooa, okay, I got sixth in the 
championships." 

"The best thing was for me to get a 
second tonight. I’ve been waiting for it 
all year, and they (Team Suzuki) have 
been waiting for it, too," Pichon added. 
“1 know I have the speed to do this 
every weekend." 

If there was a crowd favorite at Las 
Vegas, it was Henry. The Yamaha rider 
shot his four-stroke into the lead at the 
start of the 20-lap main and kept it there 
for 11 laps, until he ran into the back of 
a lapped rider after having just been 
passed by McGrath. Henry quickly got 
back up, refired his Yamaha, and got 
going again in fourth. In the remaining 
nine laps, Henry closed the gap on a 
Mike Craig /Pichon battle for second 
and slipped by Craig just before taking 
the white flag. He then charged after 
Pichon but couldn't attempt the pass 
before the checkered flag came out. 

“I had a lot of fun out there the first 
half,” Henry said. “The second half was 
a little rough." 

Craig, on the Honda of Troy CR250; 
finished fourth for one of his best finish- 
es of the season. 


But perhaps the ride of the night 
belonged to fifth-placed Jimmy Button. 
While everyone was paying close atten- 
tion to McGrath, Henry, Pichon and 
Craig, Button was almost invisibly pass- 
ing riders left and right after getting 
taken out in the first turn. Button, who 
had already knocked himself out in an 
earlier heat-race crash, rounded the first 
lap in 19th place, and from there steadi- 
ly worked his way up through the pack, 
passing Team Suzuki’s Larry Ward on 
the last lap to take fifth. 

Even though the 1998 Supercross 
Series had. already been wrapped up at 
the previous round in Texas, there were 
still some races left in the series stand- 
ings, and one of those involved Ward, 
who was looking to pass the injured 
Kevin Windham for the all-important 
third place in the final standings. Ward 
had his eye on seventh - or better - in the 
main to achieve his goal, and he did that 
with a conservative sixth-place perfor- 
mance, overtaking Windham by three 
points. 

^] was just riding around really cau- 
tious," Ward said. "I had to get seventh 
or better to get third in the champi- 
onship. That was pretty important for 
me; my first year with Team Suzuki, I 
wanted to finish in the top three. I know 
some guys got hurt (during the course 
of the 16-race series), but I was consis- 
tent and tried as hard as I could every 
weekend. I struggled the first half of the 
year getting the bike set up and once we 
got it good, then I rode consistent and 
had a lot of top-five finishes this year." 

Finishing a career-high seventh was 
Kawasaki of Mexico/Tecate Beer's 
Pedro Gonzalez, who was the last rider 
to finish on the lead lap. Gonzalez got 
off to an 11th-place start and had actual- 
ly worked his way up to sixth before 
being passed by Button on the 14th lap. 
After sitting out most of the year with 
an injury, Gonzalez finished out the 
series in 15th. 

Closing out the '98 supercross series 
on a flat note was Mike LaRocco on the 
Factory Connection/Jack in the 
Box/O'Neal Honda. LaRocco flipped 
his Honda in the whoops while running 
fourth on the fourth lap and spent the 
entire race making up for it. Later on, 
LaRocco was the center of attention for a 
brief moment, as he was the lapped 
rider who Henry slammed into, and 
even McGrath nearly got a piece of 
LaRocco, too. LaRocco wasn't a popular 
man in the Yamaha pits. 

"| thought I had given Henry enough 
room," LaRocco said. "I guess it 
wasn't." 

LaRocco finished out the series in 
fifth, eight points behind Windham. 

Canadian Jean-Sebastien Roy put his 
Two Wheel Kawasaki/MSR Kawasaki 
into the top 10 for the third time this 
Season with his second ninth-place ride, 
and he was followed across the finish 
line by YSA/Noleen Yamaha's Shaun 
Kalos. 

Arenacross Champion Buddy 
Antunez rode his Answer-backed, Pri- 





mal Impulse/Bill's Pipes/Suzuki Rac- 
ing's RM250 to an 11th-place showing, 
followed by Kawasaki of Carrollton's 
Cliff | Palmer апа ESE/J&M 
Racing/Desert Only Yamaha's Jeff 
Dement. 

Heath Voss piloted his Great Lakes 
Airlines' Honda to 14th, while SMP's 
Mike Jones, Streits Motorsports' Jason 
Thomas and Carrollton Kawasaki's 
Grayson Goodman filled out the 
remaining 17 finishers. 

Honda of Troy's Mike Brown, 
Tecate's Jeff Matiasevich and Team 
Honda's Steve Lamson did not finish 
the race. 


HEATS 


The first 250cc heat race proved to be 
one of the most exciting of the night, as 
four riders battled back and forth for the 
win. Craig, Pichon, Lamson and Henry 
provided all the action as they broke 
away from the rest of the pack. 

Lamson took control early on, while 
Pichon, Craig and Henry mixed it up for 
several laps. Craig moved into second 
when he passed Pichon through a 
whoop section. Then Henry came up 
and also got around Pichon. 

Henry was the rider on the move, as 
he started challenging Craig for second. 
About three laps went by before Henry 
cut to the inside and passed Craig's 
Honda. The four-stroke rider wasn't 
through yet, as Henry set his sights on 
Lamson and began challenging him for 
the lead. A lap later, Lamson bobbled 
over a series of jumps and Henry was 
close enough to pounce. Once into the 
lead, Henry took off and led the pack to 
the checkered flag. But the race for sec- 
ond was not over, at least not yet. 

After slipping back to fourth, Pichon 
turned things around and worked his 
way back up, passing Craig on the sec- 
ond-to-last lap to take second for good. 
Craig held on for third, while Lamson 
slipped all the way back to fourth before 
it was all over. Finishing a distant fifth 
was Kalos. 

Most of the racing action took place 
on the first lap in the second heat race, 
as Brown took the holeshot ahead of 
Ward, Antunez, McGrath and Button. 

While negotiating a whoop section, 
Ward swapped out, slowing the 
momentum of the riders behind him - 
including Button, who crashed. 
McGrath, however, pinned the throttle 
and passed them all, including the 
leader, Brown. 

By the second lap, McGrath opened 
up a comfortable lead, stretched it out 
and scored the win. Brown ran second 
for about half the race before Ward got 
him, while Antunez followed in fourth 
and LaRocco in fifth. 

Meanwhile, Button was on the move 
and setting a torrid pace after crashing 
on the first lap. He had caught all the 
way up to sixth and started challenging 
Antunez, who had been passed by 
LaRocco moments earlier. With two laps 
to go, Antunez bobbled over a double 
jump and Button landed on top of

Antunez and slammed body-first into 
the face of another jump. Canadian Jean- 
Sebastien Roy, who was right behind 
Button, drilled the downed Button and 
hit the dirt, as well. Button was slow 
getting to his feet but eventually got on 
the bike and finished the race. 

“He (Antunez) hit some wet ground 
and spun,” Button said. “It kind of 
knocked me out.” 

When it was all over, Ward finished 
second to McGrath, while Brown fin- 
ished third, just ahead of LaRocco. 
Antunez took fifth. 


SEMIS 


The first 250cc semi featured close 
racing but was otherwise an uneventful 
race. Mike Jones, Shaun Kalos, Grayson 
Goodman, Jeff Matiasevich, Cliff Palmer 
and Pedro Gonzalez followed each other 
around the track all six laps, but no one 
made an attempt to pass until the last 
lap, when Gonzalez tried diving to the 
inside of Palmer and Matiasevich 
through the last turn. The three riders 
came together three abreast, but Gonza- 
lez couldn’t quite pull off the pass. Jones 
took the win, followed by Kalos, Good- 
man, Matiasevich, Palmer and Gonza- 
lez. 

The second semi was a Button run- 
away. He put his Chaparral Yamaha 
into the lead right off the start and 
pulled away to a seemingly easy win. 

Roy held second for a while; then 
both Antunez and Yamaha rider Jeff 
Dement got by him. 

At this point, the race leaders started 
to spread out and the race was all but 
over. When the checkered flag came out, 
it was Button taking the win far ahead 
of Dement, Antunez, Roy, and Honda 
rider Heath Voss in the final transfer 
position. 


LAST-CHANCE QUALIFIER 


In the LCQ, it was the battle of all 
battles, but not for the win. Gonzalez 
did that quite handily after passing Las 
Vegas’ own Jason Partridge on the sec- 
ond lap. From there on, the race was all 
the Kawasaki of Mexico rider’s, but the 
real race was for second and the final 
transfer of the night. Partridge, Jason 
Thomas, Tony Amaradio and Takeshi 
Koikeda fought back and forth all race 
long. At one point, Partridge had 
dropped back to fifth but climbed back 
up to second on the penultimate lap. 
Unfortunately for him, the race was one 





lap too long, as both Thomas and Ama- 
radio passed him on the last lap, with 
Thomas taking the final transfer of the 
evening. 


MAIN EVENT 


As he has done so often lately, 
Pichon put his Suzuki to the front of the 
pack at the start of the 20-lap 250cc 
main. Pichon nailed the holeshot, ahead 
of Henry, Craig, Jones and McGrath, 
while a huge mound of bikes and bodies 
were left behind. Those involved in the 
first-turn heap were Lamson, Button, 
Goodman, Brown, Matiasevich and 
Dement. Matiasevich, Lamson and 


' Brown all called it a night right there, 


with Lamson pulling off with a finger 
injury and Brown with a hand injury. 

“I know I had the holeshot, and all of 
a sudden I’m going in and wham, he 
(Lamson) did not even try to slow down 
for the first corner," Button explained. "I 
just went cartwheeling." 

“Т came into the corner with kind of a 
bad start, and Brown was in front of 
me," said McGrath, giving his view of 
the pileup. “I hit him and he went into 
everyone. I came out of it nice." 

Meanwhile, up front, Henry had 
taken over the lead from Pichon before 
the first lap was over, while Craig held 
on to third. McGrath had jumped into 
fourth, followed by Jones, Ward, Roy, 
Antunez and LaRocco. 

The top positions went unchanged 
for a couple of laps, and then McGrath 


charged past Craig through the whoops 


and set his sights on second-placed 
Pichon. Two laps later, McGrath pulled 
off a slick inside jump-pass on Pichon 
going into a turn. It was also at about 
this point that LaRocco went down. 

“I dropped the front end into а big 
set of whoops and cartwheeled," LaRoc- 
co said. 

The top four riders - Henry, 
McGrath, Pichon and Craig - were all 
still very close, chased by Ward a few 
seconds back. McGrath started hammer- 
ing on Henry and was obviously look- 
ing to pass, which he did just after the 
halfway point by executing a picture- 
perfect block-pass. 

At this point, the leaders were 
approaching a group of lapped riders 
and, on the exit of a tight left-hand turn, 
both McGrath and Henry encountered 
LaRocco. McGrath just barely missed 
hitting LaRocco, but Henry wasn't as 
lucky. He slammed into the back of 
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LaRocco and went down in a heap. The 
motor of Henry's Yamaha stalled, but he 
was quick to get it going again, though 
not quick enough to keep both Pichon 
and Craig from passing him and losing 
a ton of ground on McGrath. 

^We were coming up on lappers, and 
LaRocco was one of them, and he was 
kind of in the way," Henry said. “Jere- 
my and I were real tight; there wasn't 
much room. The three of us were side 
by side, and Ijust ended up getting the 
worst of it. My bike got hooked on his 
(LaRocco's) and he dragged my bike out 
from underneath me. It stalled, but I got 
it going kind of quick. I’ve learned to 
take my time and do things right." 

In the crash, Henry lost the use of his 
front brake when the lever broke off. 

“We went into the whoops,” 
McGrath said. “We made a couple of 
passes back and forth, then I went to the 
inside and he (LaRocco) went to the out- 
side. I was up on him, too, but I just 
didn’t go down.” 

“Jeremy went inside of me, no prob- 
lem,” LaRocco said. “I went wide, and 
Doug, for some reason - I think his front 
tire got hooked on my footpeg or some- 
thing. I just pulled away and wasn't 
looking, so I don't know what he did. I 
saw him there, and I just went high. I 
thought I gave him enough room - I was 
way up there." 

At this point, the race was McGrath's 
to lose, as he suddenly found himself 
with a lot of breathing room over Pichon 
and Craig, who were still arguing over 
second. 

Their battle for second got hot and 
heavy when Pichon bobbled in a whoop 
section and Craig ran into the back of 
him. Craig lost momentum and some 
time on Pichon; however, over the next 
few laps, Craig reeled Pichon back in 
again, and, again, Pichon bobbled. This 
time, Craig passed Pichon, only to make 
his own mistake, letting Pichon right 
back into second. 

Then came Henry. 

After crashing, Henry caught back 
up and found himself on the tail end of 
the Pichon/Craig duel but with little 
time left. He got around Craig right

away but couldn't quite 
catch Pichon before the 
checkered flag fell, mak- 
ing the top four McGrath, 
Pichon, Henry and Craig. 

“Losing my front 
brake messed me up ina 
couple of spots,” Henry 
said. “But the rest of it 
wasn’t so bad.” 

“1 stayed behind 
Pichon, and here comes 
Henry,” said Craig. “He 
nabbed me and things 
kind of fell apart after 
that. I knew I was faster 
than Pichon; I was all 
over him. But fourth’s 
good; I rode good.” 

Button’s incredible 
ride ended in fifth after 
hepassed Ward on the 
last lap; then came Gon- 
zalez, LaRocco, Roy and 
Kalos. 

“I'm pumped,” 
McGrath said. "It's nice 
to go out with a win, and it's nice to get 
some momentum going into Glen 
Helen.” €N

all it what you will - East vs. West, 

youth vs. the well-versed, champ 

vs. champ - the East/West 125cc 
Shootout at Las Vegas was, for all intents 
and purposes, a preview of things to 
come. With the AMA National MX Series 
just around the corner, 125cc Eastern 
Regional Champion Ricky Carmichael 
and 125cc Western Regional Champion 
John Dowd each wanted to see just how 
fast the other guy goes. After all, they 
haven't competed against each other this 
year, so you might say that the 18-year- 
old Carmichael and the 32-year-old 
Dowd were sizing each other up. 

Going into Las Vegas, Carmichael 
was heavily favored to win the $25,000 
East/West 125cc Shootout, and he did 
not disappoint. After winning all eight 
Eastern rounds, Carmichael made it 
nine straight with his Shootout win at 
the Sam Boyd Silver Bowl. 











But it wasn't easy, and Carmichael 
was the first to admit that. 

“That was the toughest supercross 
race of my life,” Carmichael said after- 
ward. 

It was tough because Dowd got out 
in front early and Carmichael had to 
chase him down. By the third lap, Dowd 
and Carmichael were running one-two - 
just as everyone had hoped - and many 
were predicting that Carmichael would 
quickly run down the “old dog” - and, 
although that’s pretty much what 
Carmichael did, Dowd put up a much 
stronger fight than many people were 
expecting, but not Carmichael. 

“I knew he would be tough," 
Carmichael said. 

Near the midway point of the 15-lap 
race, Carmichael flew his Kawasaki past 
Dowd's Yamaha over a triple jump, а 
jump that Dowd doubled, and 
Carmichael rode on to victory. But he 
could never relax, as Dowd kept him 
honest all the way to the finish. 
Carmichael took the win with only a 
few seconds to spare over Dowd. 

“He is a great rider,” Carmichael said 
of Dowd. “That guy gave me a run for 
my money. І thought I was in shape, but 
that guy’s really in shape, too. There 
was no room for error out there. The 
Nationals are going to be tough.” 

Even though Dowd did not win the 
race, he was happy to keep the defend- 
ing 125сс outdoor National Champion 
within sight.and perhaps give 
Carmichael something to worry about in 
the upcoming Nationals. 

“For me, not winning is not really 
that big of a deal,” Dowd said. “I’m 
more happy to see where I’m at with 
him. This showed that I can.run the pace 
with him. Maybe for the outdoor races, 
where they’re a lot longer, this is good 
for me. I just didn’t know what to expect 
going into tonight. Watching Ricky on 
the East Coast, man, it looked like he 
was going so fast, so it was kind of hard 
to know where I was. I’m pretty happy I 
can keep it that close. I think maybe in a 
longer race - you never know. If I can 
start picking up my pace later in the 
race - like I’ve been known to do - I 
think it'll be good for me.” 

Finishing third but somewhat off the 
lead pace was Honda of Troy’s Stephane 
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Бой аб. who finished паса to Dowd E 


and David Vuillemin (who did not race 
in Las Vegas) in the West Coast Series. 
Roncada did not get the start he wanted 
if he had any hopes of hanging with 
Carmichael and Dowd; instead, Ronca- 
da made the best of a midpack getaway 
to finish third ahead of SplitFire/Pro 
Circuit/Kawasaki's Nathan Ramsey and 
Stiffie Suzuki's Shaun Perolio. Rounding 
out the top 10 were Primal Impulse 
Suzuki's Ryan Huffman, SplitFire/Pro 
Circuit/Kawasaki's Nick Wey, 
Motoworld of El Cajon’s Greg Schnell, 
F&S Suzuki’s Tom Clowers and Moto 
XXX/Pro-Grip’s Brian Deegan.

In the first heat race, consisting of the 
East Coast Series regulars, the top nine 
riders transferred directly to the main, 
and Carmichael got through that first 
125сс heat just fine, winning it with 
ease. Seemingly unaffected by his earlier 
practice-session crashes, he put his 
Chad Watts-tuned KX125 into the lead 
right off the start and never looked back. 

Sellards positioned his FMF/Honda 
CR125 into second and opened up a 
comfortable advantage on third-placed 
Robbie Skaggs on the Tom Morgan Rac- 
ing/Lemonds Yamaha YZ125. Skaggs, 
however, had Moto XXX/Pro-Grip’s 
Paul Currie to contend with for a while, 
until Currie suddenly dropped back, 
handing fourth over to GRP/Munn Rac- 
ing’s Cory Keeney. Keeney, however, 
was passed on the last lap by Honda of 
Troy’s Casey Lytle, making the top-five 
finishing order Carmichael, Sellards, 
Skaggs, Lytle and Keeney. 

Tommy Clowers put his F&S Suzuki 
into sixth, followed by Wey, Currie and 
Suzuki support rider Charlie Bogard. 

In the West Coast riders’ heat, it was 
Roncada taking the win. He shot his 
СК125 into the lead and never looked 
back, but had he done so, he would 
have seen Dowd running just a little too 
close for comfort. Dowd gave Roncada a 
close look early on before backing off 
slightly, being content with second. 

Ryan Huffman, who actually 
grabbed the holeshot in the race, settled 
into a distant third, and then he had 
SplitFire/Pro Circuit/Kawasaki's Casey 
Johnson breathing down his neck. Two 
laps from the finish, Johnson passed 
Huffman for third. 

Fifth place went to Perolio, who ran 
in that position all race long. He was fol- 
lowed across the finish line by Kawasaki 
rider Isaiah Johnson, Greg Schnell, 
FMF/Honda's David Pingree and Brian 
Deegan.

Two LCOs were run at Las Vegas, 
one for the East and one for the West, 
and the top two riders from each trans- 
ferred to the main. 

Team Green Kawasaki's Shae Bentley 
led every lap of the first Eastern LCQ to 
score the win, and Kawasaki of Mexico's 
Ryan Clark looked to have the final 
transfer spot in the bag until he crashed 
all alone on the last lap, handing the 
number-two slot over to James Povolny 
Jr. on his Dennis Medsker/The Cycle 
Shed KTM. 

In the Western LCQ, Team Stiffie's 
Jeff Willoh grabbed the holeshot, fol- 
lowed by Ramsey and FMF/Honda's 
Jason McCormick, who passed Ramsey 
early on.

NATIONAL CHAMPIONSHIP

SONOMA, CA, MAY 3 

m е have seen this before. 

We have seen American 
Honda’s Miguel DuHamel 
back himself into a corner with 
an injudicious crash - last year 

it was at Loudon, this year Daytona - 
then emerge furiously, winning races 
nonstop, four in a row last year, and 
three so far this year after easily han- 
dling the field in the MBNA Superbike 
race at Sears Point Raceway. 

The win, the 20th of the Superbike 
career, ties him with three-time Super- 
bike champion Fred Merkel for most 
career victories. It was also DuHamel's 
fourth win at Sears Point, and he did it 
in record-setting style. He completed the 


. 25-lap, 63-mile race in 42 minutes, 31.130 


seconds, at an average speed of 88.902 
mph. His margin of victory was 1.8 sec- 
onds. 

We have also seen Muzzy Kawasaki's 
Doug Chandler chase DuHamel to the 
very end, and come up just short, most 
recently two weeks ago at his home 


track of Laguna Seca Raceway. In that | 


race, DuHamel led flag to flag. Here he 
had to run down Chandler and the 
slightly off ZX-7 to take the lead just past 
the halfway flags. 

And we have also seen Yoshimura 
Suzuki's Mat Mladin struggling with a 
Suzuki GSXR750 which is clearly not the 
equal of its peers, and finishing third. He 
has done it at all three races of the Cali- 
fornia trio, Laguna Seca, Willow Springs, 
and Sears Point. 

What this adds up to is something we 
haven't seen for a few years, a logjam at 
the top of the MBNA Superbike champi- 
onship point standings deep in the sea- 
son. After five of 14 races, Chandler and 
Mladin are tied with 150, and DuHamel, 
after throwing away a bundle of points

in the chicane at Daytona, is closing fast 
with 134. 

He leap-frogged his teammate Ben 
Bostrom, fourth in the points and fourth 
on the track today after running down 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Steve Crevier on the 
final lap. In the end, Crevier's TL-1000R 
V-twin was no match for the V-four 
power of the Honda RC45. 

Fast by Ferracci Ducati's Tom Kipp 
was a lone sixth, his best finish of the 
year after rethinking the way he has to 
adapt to the Italian V-twin, and listening 
to old master Eraldo Ferracci. 

Then came Harley-Davidson's Pascal 
Picotte, the French-Canadian caught out 
more than the others by a lack of track 
time due to rain early in the race week- 
end. Picotte said the frame on the 
VR1000 was too stiff for the bumpy 2.52- 
mile, 11-turn Sears Point Raceway, and 
that it was causing the VR to move 
around a lot. 

Just before the start of the final lap, 
Picotte passed Vance & Hines Ducati's 
Steve Rapp, who was filling in for the 
second, and final time, for the injured 
Thomas Stevens. Rapp passed him back, 
then it was Picotte again a turn later and 
to the flag. Rapp rode three different 
motorcycles in three different classes 
and was mentally tired as the race wore 
on. He nearly high-sided three times 
when he whacked the Ducati's throttle 
open as if it was a Supersport machine. 

Behind Picotte/Rapp came another 
duo, Harley-Davidson's Thomas Wil- 
son, finishing ahead of Team Yamaha's 
Rich Oliver on a visibly ill-handling 


YZF750, his teammate Jamie Hacking 
further back in 11th, well in front of 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Larry Pegram. а 

Mike Hale continued to struggle with 
the front end on the Fast by Ferracci 
Ducati and finished 13th. 

Vance & Hines Ducati’s Anthony 
Gobert was a factor early on before a 
misfire forced him into the pits on the 
ninth lap. The team gave the machine a 
once over, then sent him back out where 
he soldiered on to a 30th-place finish and 
a single championship point. The prob- 
lem was later diagnosed as a faulty 
throttle-position sensor. Once the sensor 
failed, it gave faulty information to the 
on-bike computer, effectively ruining the 
computer’s mapping. 

When the green light flashed, on an 
intermittently sunny afternoon in the 
Sonoma Valley, the entire front row of 
qualifiers got away quickly. Chandler 
led DuHamel, Gobert, and pole-sitter for 
the third race in a row, Mladin, with 
Crevier and Bostrom just behind them. 


The top four set off quickly with 
Mladin passing Gobert on the third lap, 
and then Crevier dropping him a lap 
later. Gobert’s problems had already 
begun and he'd have to pit in a few 
more laps. 

“1 was real comfortable at the front,” 
the currently red-haired Australian said. 
" was there. I was just going to see how 
the race panned out. 1 was looking for- 
ward to a rehearsal of Willow Springs," 
where he and DuHamel battled to the 
flag and he finished a shadow second. 

With Gobert dropping back it became 
a three-rider race, and there wasn't a lot 
of movement. Chandler led DuHamel 
and Mladin until the 14th lap when 
DuHamel made the pass, with Chan- 
dler's assent, in the turn-six carousel. 

"I didn't want to put myself and 
Doug at risk doing a stupid pass," 
DuHamel said. "I tried to put pressure 
on him, showing him a wheel here and 
there, and measured him up in a couple 
of places and bided my time. But when 





halfway came, I said if I had any chance 
of getting that extra point I needed to 
pass him now and that’s what I did.” 

It came a lap too late, and Chandler 
earned the extra point for leading the 
most laps. 

DuHamel said he made the pass in 
the carousel because that was one of the 
places where he was a bit stronger than 
Chandler. 

“There were a few other places I 
knew I could pass him, but I didn’t want 
to show it to him just in case І couldn’t 
get by him there,” DuHamel said. “It 
was no use to push any more, I could 
pass him somewhere else. There were 
only like three places where I thought I 
could pass him. The carousel, for some 
reason, seemed to be a good place. And 
when I came up the inside of Doug 
again, actually the outside and that led 
to the inside on that halfway lap, I got a 
good drive and he saw it and he gave 
me a little way there and decided to get 
behind me I guess. And from there on in 
I just put my head down and started 
cracking off some pretty fast laps." 

Good enough that he had a two-sec- 
ond lead on the 19th lap and was able to 
stretch it a bit to the end before backing 
off slightly. 

Once DuHamel got away, Chandler 
had his hands full with Mladin. In 
DuHamel's words, Mladin has "got a big 
heart, (he's a) pit-bull kind of guy. You 
can't let him get a sniff of you because 
he'll just bite you and stay on you.” 
That's exactly what he did to Chandler. 

The gap between the two was elastic, 
but never much, and whenever traffic 
got in the way and the gap widened,

Mladin was able to reel him in. But not 
enough to make a pass that would stick. 

^When I was behind them I sort of sat 
there half a second back and just had a 
bit of a look and I figured that if I got in 
front I wasn't going to be able to pull 
away or anything," Mladin said. "So I 
thought five laps from the end maybe if I 
could do something to try and get past, 
put me head down, and just balls-out for 
five laps and I might be able to hold onto 
it, but it didn't happen. 

"Like I said on the podium, we're 
lacking acceleration really bad," Mladin 
said. “I just can't get off the turns, espe- 
cially the important ones like out of the 
carousel and out of turn 10. I just strug- 
gled to get anywhere even close to off 
the turns with them. And once you do 
that here, the only place to overtake peo- 
ple here is on the brakes. I wasn't close 
enough to do that. Normally I'm one of 
the harder brakers, and І can sort of get 
most people if I have to. Today I wasn't 
close enough to even attempt it. That's 
what cost us the race. I’ve been bitching 
about that all year, acceleration, and 
that's how I feel. I just don't think we've 
got the acceleration that it takes at the 
moment. And that's it, you know. When 
I was behind Doug and Miguel, Miguel's 
bike is a rocket and Doug's is just about 
as close and ours is a slug, so that's 
about how it is. And that's not taking 
anything away from Doug or Miguel; 





they rode a great race, there's no doubt 
about it. 

"I'm a little bit pissed that I haven't 
won a race yet, I'm really pissed, but I've 
been trying," Mladin continued. 
"There's no doubt about it. Everyone's 
saying I'm playing the points game and 
stuff, and yeah, I am, when it gets to five 
laps to go and I don't think I'm going to 
do it, then yeah, I'll play the points 
game. Up until then I'm trying to win, I 
want to win, that's all there is to it." 

Chandler's race was simple. He said 
the leaders were running pretty much on 
the limit and he wanted to see how it 
would pan out. 

"At mid-distance it got tougher and 
tougher for me to hold the pace, and I 
just couldn't do it any more," Chandler 
said. "I tried to stick at the pace, but he 
(DuHamel) just kept his head down and 
kept going and I had a few little 
moments, and it just was one of those 





decisions where it was like if you try to 
run with him you're taking a good 
chance of not even finishing, so you take 
what you can get and move on. 

“I think I was a little off on my set- 
up," Chandler said. "I was having trou- 
ble getting through the middle of the 
corners starting my drive. The bike just 
kind of broke away pretty easily for me, 
and it's something that our bike normal- 
ly is pretty good in that spot of the cor- 
ner, and it's one of the places we need to 
improve on." 

With his problems at Willow Springs 
behind him, Chandler still has a piece of 
the championship lead, instead of lead- 
ing it outright, as he has at this point for 
the last two years. 

“It’s pretty impressive that to have 
five races behind us and have us as close 
as we are," Chandler said. "It shows 
how tough the series and how many 
good riders we have out there. It's very 


Mladin four for 
five 


With Friday's qualifying session being rained out, it all came 
down to the single 50-minute session on Saturday afternoon. 
The wind was blowing, the sun was in and out, and the air was 
pregnant with the threat of rain. There was a sense of urgency, 
and the rider who felt it most was Yoshimura Suzuki's Mat 
Mladin. 

For the third race in a row, and fourth time in five races this 
year, Mladin took the pole position and the single champi- 
onship point which comes with it. The 26-year-old Australian 
lowered Miguel Duhamel's 1997 lap record (1:40.633) with 
around 14 minutes to go in the session, then dropped nearly 
another second with a blistering lap of 1:39.426 with about six 
minutes remaining. For a rider who only had one pole position 
prior to this season - Phoenix in 1997 - Mladin's sudden speed 
spurt is something of a revelation, and it has a significant pay- 
off. 

"The last two years I haven't even thought about qualifying 
too much because I was struggling a lot to get the motorcycle 
set up," Mladin said. “This year Гуе got a guy with me who I 
worked with in Australia with the Superbike all the time when I 
raced Superbike in Australia, and since then we've been able to 
juggle the qualifying sort of effort and the race effort, and, as of 
now, we're looking at the championship." 

Mladin was speaking of Wayne Smith, the tuner who came 
over to work with fellow Aussie Reg O'Rourke, who's been 
with Mladin since he arrived in the United States. for the 1996 
season. 

"With him coming over, it's really helped out the program a 
lot," Mladin said. "Just been able to take my mind a little bit off 
of what I have to do to the bike. Just have to tell him what's 
wrong with it and he can sort of sort it out for me a little. So it's 
made things a lot better. 

"|'m taking a little bit different approach this year to what 
I've had in the last couple of years, and I'm riding to try and 
‘maintain a points lead and do the best I can," he added. “This 
year we put a little bit more effort in qualifying and made those 
extra points up whereas last year we might have won a race and 
this year we might come second. That's just the way it goes. Гуе 

‘got to concentrate on the championship, and that's my main 
focus at the moment. We've been here for two years and Гуе 
finished fourth and last year we had a good year but we had a 
„couple problems. I’m still a little bit pissed about not winning a 
_bit more championshipwise, so this year I’m just going to con- 
„centrate on the championship.” 


As for the key to the 11-turn Sears Point Raceway, Mladin 
said that "if you're a little bit aggressive here and brake hard 
and that sort of stuff, there's so many corners here where you 
brake really, really hard and I think that sort of stuff can help 
me." 

Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug Chandler moved up to second on 
his final lap, taking the checkered flag with a time of 1:40.334 
after going out for the final time with less than two minutes to 


go. 

“I gave it everything I had - good, clear laps,” Chandler said. 
“Т had good laps and came up a little short. I think it's pretty 
important to get a good starting position here at Sears. The 
track's fairly tight and you can get kind of stuck if you don't 
take off with the front guys. 

"We're a bit behind Mat, but we just have to wait and see. I 
feel a lot better this week than I did last week. Our bike's work- 
ing good so I feel pretty good for tomorrow." 

After setting a new lap record halfway into the session, 
Vance & Hines’ Anthony Gobert spent 20 minutes in the pits 
working on a gearing change and ended up a slightly disap- 
pointed third. He knew there was more in it and went out with 
about four minutes to go, but he didn't improve his time. 

“When Mat went quicker, I went out there," Gobert said, 
adding that the threat of rain had impelled him to go quick 
early. "I wanted to risk it all, but I couldn't bring myself to risk 
it all. I just feel I’ve got a little bit older, a little bit wiser, and I 
don’t think that it was worth risking everything. I felt that, I 
suppose, that Mat's time, а 39.5, to be honest, I thought it was 
going to take maybe a 39.” 

Because of the nature of the track, tight and twisty, with very 
little runoff in a few places, Gobert said: “I didn’t feel it was 
really worthwhile to hang out there and go round and round. I 
put in what I could. I really sort of risked it at the start to do a 
good time, and I was hoping that was going to be good enough 
so the other guys wouldn't be able to do better, as it turned out. 
And my gearing was a little bit out as well, so they wanted to 
try some gearing, so that takes a bit of time. Basically, we've just 
been trying different gearing everywhere we go because we 
can't really seem to get a good setup for gearing. Hopefully, 
tomorrow we just might have to just hold it to the limiter a little 
bit here and there, and hopefully the Ducati will stand it." 

Like Gobert, American Honda's Miguel Duhamel didn’t 
think it was worth the risk to turn in a fast qualifying lap. 

“I went out there and these guys are hanging it out pretty 
hard, and 1 just can't bring myself to go in that hard," the win- 
ner of the past two MBNA Superbike races said. "But as a con- 
solation, on race rubber I think that we're definitely one of the 
fastest out there, and I already put race distance on what I think 
is going to be race rubber, and my last laps were the fastest." 

The fifth-fastest rider was Steve Rapp, the Lafayette, Califor- 
nia resident who was standing in for the injured Thomas 
Stevens on the Vance & Hines Ducati. Rapp considers Sears 


Point his home track, so he expected to do well here. What sur- 
prised him a bit was that he was able to lap the 11-turn, 2.52- 
mile circuit over five seconds faster than he ever had. 

“When I went out on the last qualifier. І knew that Anthony 
just did a 40 point something," Rapp said. "And I came around 
and I saw that I did a 40 point whatever, seven or eight, 
(1:40.791) and I’ve been riding so many bikes today, and laps, 
and I looked at it and I thought, if I wasn't riding all these bikes 
I would have gone for it, I would've gone another lap. But I 
looked at it and I said, hey it's not going to change it, if I go out 
there, front row or second row, it's not going to matter to me. 

"Seriously, when I knew they were doing 40s around here, 1 
thought, the fastest I've ever gone around here is like a 45 or 46. 
And I said, ‘Six seconds faster, I don't know how.’ Then when I 
saw my lap time, I'm like, ‘Wow!’ I was surprised.” 

Sixth fastest was Yoshimura Suzuki's Steve Crevier. The 
Suzuki TL1000R-mounted Canadian veteran said that the track 
suited his style. 

"]t's a good track for me," Crevier said. "I like to blow my 
own horn and say it's a technical track and I’m a good technical 
rider. I kind of do all right at Sears. But the TL's coming. We got 
things for the last three races, for Laguna and Willow, but we 
really haven't gotten anything new. There are a few things we'd 
like to test, but those are in the works and maybe we'll get them 
for Atlanta, maybe we'll get the bike set up a little bit better and 
maybe we can get on that front row. One good thing is that the 
motors aren't strung right out yet and they're very reliable, and 
I'm just trying not to lay down for any reason because it seems 
that every time I crash now I get hurt." 

Then came American Honda's Ben Bostrom, still on crutches 
from a motocross accident prior to Laguna Seca, two weeks ago, 
but nearly healed. | 

Bostrom said that what he needed most was time on the 
track. He chose not to go out in on Friday afternoon, when he 
thought the track might be a little dodgy, but saw that riders 
were turning respectable times. He was suited up and ready to 
go for the next session, but it was rained out. 

"This is my worst track of the year," Bostrom said. "I've 
always done poorly here. I wanted to do better." 

In addition to lack of track time, Bostrom said he was still 
adjusting to the Honda RC45, trying to make up for the experi- 
ence which the other riders have. 

“I feel I сап go quicker, but I can't go quicker,” he said. “It’s 
getting easier to do it. By halfway into the season I should be up 
with the boys." 

Rich Oliver put the first of the Yamahas at the end of the sec- 
ond row, having dropped a spot from his seventh-fastest spot in 
the mornings free practice session. 

The third row was all twins, the Fast by Ferracci Ducati of 
Tom Kipp followed by the Harley-Davidsons of Pascal Picotte 
and Thomas Wilson Jr., with Yoshimura Suzuki's Larry Pegram 
on the second TL1000R 12th fastest of the 39 qualifiers. 
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tough and something that most of the 
riders like to see so much, but I think in 
turn it’s making us all better riders.” 

Crevier looked like he was having a 
Sunday afternoon ride on the Suzuki V- 
twin for most of the day. The leaders 
were gone and Ben Bostrom was behind, 
but not making any progress. Until the 
last few laps, that is. That’s when 
Bostrom decided he’d been babying the 
rear tire long enough and it was time to 
make a move. 

"I said, Tve got to put my head down 
and catch him," Bostrom said. “I saw һе 
had a decent little gap on me, so I eased 
off. I was riding real hard. I think I start-

ed to use up my tires a bit. I thought, 
‘Man, I'm really sliding around, I better 
back down.’ I think I backed down too 
much. Then I saw my board saying there 
was five laps to go, I was like, ‘Screw the 
tire, just go.' So I just put my head down 
and thought I better catch him. I ran him 
down, I followed him the last lap of the 
track and just decided I don't care what it 
takes, I’m going to go by him going into 
11, on the inside." 

Crevier knew it was coming, and he 
also knew there was nothing he could 
do. After all, he'd ridden the Honda 
RC45’s last year and knew there was по 
match for its brutal power.

“At the end I sort of slipped up a bit 
because of tire wear and the same old 
complaint; when the bike starts straight- 
ening up and starts to get loose on me, it 
wobbles a lot," Crevier said. “I just tried 
to hang on and I knew somebody was 
there. I got a pit-board signal and I read 
it wrong. I thought I had plus five sec- 
onds, I didn't have plus five, I had plus 
half a second. He was on me, and І had 
like four lappers on the back straight- 
away alone and lapped traffic just 
wasn't in my favor. And Ben just horse- 
powered me. We aren't competitive to 
that kind of power yet. What we are is 
railing corners pretty good. We're just 
not competitive to that horsepower. We 
just got blown away on the straight- 
away. He waited it out. Heck, if I was on 
something that quick, I wouldn't be 
where I was. It's just the way it was." 

The next position went to Kipp, who 
rode by himself almost from start to fin- 
ish to finish sixth, his best so far by one 
position this year. Both he and Mike 
Hale have been struggling this year with 
the Ducati. Ferracci imposed some order 
on the team at this race and Kipp, 
though wary at first, was willing to do 
anything to get going. What they did 
worked and there's more in it, Kipp 
believes. 










“I think I just accepted that the bike 
doesn't do things the way I'm used to,” 
Kipp said. ^I just kind of rode around it 
instead of waiting for the perfect pitch. 
Instead of coming and making a bunch 
of changes to make the thing feel the 


“way I thought it should feel, I asked 


Eraldo, based on his experience, where 
he thought that bike would like to be. I 
said, "Man, let's do that,” and I'm just 
going to learn how to ride it. 

41 really thought I was going to track 
Bostrom down, and I was chipping away 
at him until about halfway, and then I 
had like three laps in a row that weren't 
so hot and had maybe a couple of 
lapped guys or whatever the reason was, 
but I slowed down and I just couldn't 
catch him." 

Behind Kipp there was a trio contest- 
ing seventh, H-D's Picotte, Rapp on the 
Vance & Hines Ducati and, early on, 
Yamaha's Rich Oliver. Oliver, who was 
fighting a wobbling motorcycle, was 
dropped by Rapp on lap 10 and fell off 
the back of the pack and into the clutch- 
es of Harley's Thomas Wilson, who 
made his way by the four-time AMA 
250cc GP champion on the 20th lap. 
Oliver would finish 10th behind Wilson. 

Rapp passed Picotte on the 11th lap 
and with Picotte waiting until the final 
lap to take it back. 

“1 looked back the last lap and I saw 
him," Rapp said. “I thought I could hold 
him off. He passed me going into 11. I 
passed him back coming out, and then 
he passed me through the chicane."

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Vance & Hines Ducati's Anthony Gobert wanted to clear 
something up he said at the previous round of the MBNA Super- 
bike Championship at, Willow Springs. Gobert was quoted as say- 
ing, “To:be honest, | would be better off a lot of times with Ferrac- 
ci, because they do have that (track) experience everywhere."

American Honda's Miguel DuHamel wondered out loud at the 
front-row press conference why the Superbike purse wasn't 
higher, a/cause that Anthony Gobert quickly took up. “No they're 
not listening real good," DuHamel said of his request for a higher 
purse. The total purse was up. $8000 over 1997, but the Super- 
bike winner's share, $4500, wouldn't increase. "It's a very healthy 
event," DuHamel said. "It's growing. Hopefully, it keeps on going 
that way. Hopefully, there's: more prize money. It's definitely a lit- 
tle good for the top riders, but it's also good if the prize money is 
higher and it pays the privateers, and in the long run that's the 
only really way of helping these privateers: keep going to the 
races, and adding more money.”

At the last of the California hat trick, Laguna Seca, Willow 
| Springs, and Sears Point, the consensus among the top Super- 
bike riders was that it was an idea worth repeating. “1 think 


there's nothing wrong with it," Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug Chandler 
said. "We've done it a number of places: When 1-ууаз in Europe 
we'd do the same thing, and dirt track, it was like nonstop. It's 
great to have a little series going, consecütive races." Yoshimura 
Suzuki's Mat Mladin added, "We just jump in the car and drive to 
three races." 


Rain.was the first order of the day at Sears Point and kept motor- 
cycles off the track until almost 4 p.m. on Friday. The biggest prob- 
lem area is the front straight, which doubles as the starting area for 
the drag strip. The combination of rubber and traction-enhancing 
compound made the area completely unridable. The riders were 
able to get oné 15-minute session in late on Friday afternoon, with 
Yamaha's Rich Oliver the fastest. "Right after it rains, and it's cool, 
parts of the sealer are slick," Oliver said.. "When the sun comes 
out it's all right." Oliver was seventh after Saturday's morning 
practice session.. "We could've gone a little faster this morning. 
Everyone was spooked by the track. By the time! figured it out, it 
was over." The four-time 250cc GP champion said the key to the 
race was getting a good start and. stay. "out front for five or 10 
minutes. Get everyone strung out behind you: The chicanes put 
everyone in a long line." The rain delayed practice again on Satur- 
day morning with all of the classes getting through a shortened 
practice schedule, except the Superbikes. Just as the Superbikes 
were going out the rain started again sending everyone to an early. 
lunch. And just as quickly the sun came out, About half an hour 
into the 50-minute session the session was red-flagged when 
Dean Mizdal crashed in turn 11. The red flag only lasted a few min- 
utes and the session ended with Vance & Hines' Ducati's Anthony 
Gobert turning the fast lap of 1:42.641, well off American Honda's 
Miguel DuHamel lap record of 1:40.663/90.122 mph. The session 
ended with a red flag, seconds before the clock ran out, with a 
crash in the turn-six carousel. Later in the day, DuHamel was able 
to lower Pascal Picotte's 600cc Supersport lap record of 1:45.083 
by qualifying on the pole with a time of 1:44.786 in the lone. 600cc 
Supersport qualifying session. 


Despite not. qualifying on the pole position - he was second - 
Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug Chandler didn't have anything negative 
to say about the constantly changing track. “| don't have no 
problem with the track," Chandler said. "It's nice to see them 
making improvements. | think once it gets repaved it's going to be 
really nice then. It's a good race track. It's tough. It's got a little bit 
of everything and a lot of bumps, so it's a tough track to get the 
bike set up and working tight for." Sixth-fastest Steve Crevier, of 
the Yoshimura Suzuki team, said, "Everybody complains how dan- 
gerous it is, but when you. compare it to Phoenix and Loudon and 
Daytona and, let's see, about every other race track, it's no more 
dangerous. It's just-that it's challenging, it's rough asphalt in a lot 
of spots and it's technical. | don't think people like that. | don't 
really have a lot of problem with it, | like it." Anthony Gobert, who 
qualified the Vance & Hines Ducati third, said it reminded him of 
some of the tight and twisty racetracks he raced on in his native 
Australia. "Fortunately we have been here testing in January as 
well, so | got a chance to see where it went," Gobert said. "But 


Aside from dealing with Picotte, 


we didn't have the back section, it was just the short course as 
well. Still, | mean I know where it goes, it's nothing. ! did the best | 
could’ today and ended up second. ."It reminds me a lot of Lake- 
side in Queensland at home really. Probably a bit-of a cross 
between Oran Park-and probably Lakeside, І think. Maybe a little 
bit of Baskerville-às well. It's really nothing sort.out of the ordinary 
for us really. We've ridden on tracks like this before. It's. really 
enjoyable. It's a little bit scary in some of the corners, ‘with the 
barriers pretty close. If you do tuck the front you're going to go in 
there. You do have to be a bit careful out there really." 


АМА Road Race Manager Ron Barrick said the biggest problem 
was the VHT compound used in the drag-strip launch area, He 
described the traction-enhancing compound as an "opaque, sticky 
goo, like cola syrup.” When it rains, the МНТ. mixes with water 
and spreads itself out. Once the track dries, it's.just.a matter of 
running bikes across it. After the Saturday morning. rain, a track 
sweeper and course vehicles were used to dry the front straight. 
Barrick said that the АМА had used VHT as a traction enhancer 
the first year the AMA ran at Las Vegas Motor Speedway. There 
was а paintéd line across the track where the bikes turned. into 
the infield from. the back straight. A two-foot wide, 10-foot-long 
mist of VHT was sprayed down, and there were no problems. 


NASCAR's influence was evident in a new section of race- 
track at Sears Point and, for a change, it benefited the motorcy- 
cles. A section of track was added from turns four to seven, elimi- 
nating the Carousel, and giving the spectators more chances to 
see the cars. Turn four was also slightly reconfigured. In making 
the changes, the track was repaved in those areas and runoff was 
improved considerably. “Riders are scraping their pegs in the 
apex of four where they never used to touch anything,” the 
AMA's Ron Barrick said. "It's a lot better," Yoshimura Suzuki's 
Mat Mladin said. “It'll be even better once it's finished." American 
Honda's Ben Bostrom agreed. “You.can.throw it in there so 
good. Even when the rest of the track is. cold. and. slippery you 
could.rail through four and seven,” he said. 





Bostrom's American Honda teammate Miguel DuHamel 
described the track as “а bit of motocross, it's up and down, a lot 
of timing and rhythm going into it. If your bike's working good, like 
my ВС45:5 working good, my team's working good, it's a good 
race track. But even if your bike's a little down or inferior, | think 
you can compensate because there are a lot of places here where 
if you just set up the corners right you can really. make time on 
some people. For myself it's been a track that | really-enjoyed. It's 
really tough, it's real hard, | enjoy because I'm winning, from day 
one to the end it's pretty exhausting event to be at Sears Point." 


One of the. odder sights at Sears Point was longtime Harley- 
Davidson rider Chris Carr in Kawasaki leathers. The former 
Grand National Champion: made his: 600cc Supersport debut. at 
Sears Point on a ZX-6 backed Бу Team Green, with engines by 
Tom Wirth of Mountain Performance in Longmont, Colorado. Carr 
was only able to put seven laps in the rain-shorténed Friday pro- 





Rapp’s race was eventful. He said he 
was nearly high-sided in the turn two 
right hander three times, all because of 
grabbing too much throttle. “The hardest 
thing today was getting off the Super- 
sport bike and getting on a Superbike,” 
the Northern Californian said. “You’ve 
got to be so sensitive with the throttle. It 
takes a while. These things (Supersport 
bikes), you can come out of the corner 
and have CV carbs, no power, you just 
hold them wide open. And then I get on 
that bike and it's fine when I'm thinking 
about it, but when I'm in a race and I’m 
in with a group of people, you forget, 
and you hit the gas." 

Picotte enjoyed the race and the com- 
pany, and had a sense of déjà vu when 
he passed Rapp for seventh. "Actually it 
was kind of fun because without him I 
would have been really lonely," he said. 
"I didn't really have anything for him. It 
was just like last lap, last corner, and 
E him and get that position. If I would 

ave shown him a wheel early on or 
passed him, he would've gotten me 
back, because I couldn't carry any drive 
out of the carousel. That was really hurt- 
ing me on lap time. I didn't really have 
anything for him - just wait, being 
patient, just got to be there, last lap at the 
end and try to squeeze him there, like I 
did two years (ago). Actually, I did the 
same move on him last year on the 600. I 
went inside of him and I kind of ran 
wide a little bit, and it was like whoever 
was going to roll off first before the chi- 
cane. Actually, it's been twice in a row 
that I’ve won. 





“It's a really, really bumpy track. The 
VR1000, it's a great bike. At some race- 
tracks it's going to work really good. 
Here at Sears Point our chassis is way too 
stiff for that. And the things move 
around a lot - I mean a lot. And we didn't 
really have much track time with the 
weather, so we couldn't really try all the 
stuff we wanted to try. Still we managed 
to bring it back home safe in seventh. 
We're just looking for the future." ‹х

DuHamel 
prevails

SONOMA, CA, MAY 3 

t took five races, but American 
i Honda’s Miguel DuHamel finally 

won his first Pro Honda Oils 600cc 
Supersport race late on a cloudy, bright 
Sunday morning at Sears Point Race- 
way. For the three-time defending cham- 
pion to go this deep into the season 


without a win is unheard of, and 
DuHamel had grown tired of hearing 
how tired his Honda CBR600F3 was. 

So the French Canadian ran down 
early leader Eric Bostrom, of the Erion 
Racing team, and took control just past 
the halfway point, heading a pack of 
seven nose to tail in the early going. As 
the race wore down he came under 
attack by HyperCycle Suzuki's Nicky 
Hayden, who made his way to the front, 
then got dropped back, before crashing 
out on the final lap while trying to pass 
for the lead. 

That handed the win, the 35th of his 
career, to DuHamel, and it couldn’t have 
come at a better time. Muzzy Kawasaki's 
Doug Chandler, who led the champi- 
onship coming in, had a valve failure on 
his ZX-6 and didn finish, dropping to 
third in the points and vaulting 
DuHamel to his customary spot at the 
front. 

DuHamel moved into the points lead 
with 155 after five of 13 races. Yoshimu- 
ra Suzuki's Steve Crevier, second today, 
is second at 140, four better than Chan- 
ет, now back to third. 

“Some people seem to think that 
we're out of it, but not by a long shot,” 
DuHamel said. “The CBR F3’s really 
working well. We were fastest since we 
got here and we ended the day winning 
it. Sears Point is such a tough and techni- 
cal track I think it should definitely 
pump up my confidence and the team, 
and we're ready for the rest of the sea- 
son.” 

The pace was so quick that 


gram and another 17 on Saturday morning. His first impression: 
"They're slow, just because it's a smaller bike and it doesn't have 
the same torque as the bigger bikes. The last bike | rode was the 
Muzzy Raptor. Getting on one of these is quite a bit different. I'm 
not wheelying off the corners. I'm trying to stretch the throttle 
cables off the corners. All my experience from the past | can 
throw out." Carr said that, because it was so bumpy, Sears Point 
was a difficult place to make a judgment on handling. “The chas- 
sis's pretty solid," Carr said. He qualified 11th in the 600cc 
Supersport class and finished 10th. In the 750cc Supersport 
class, Carr qualified ninth and finished seventh. Carr was being 
helped-at Sears Point by American Supercamp's Danny Walker. 


Yoshimura Suzuki's Aaron Yates returned to the AMA circuit at 
Sears Point, but only as an interested spectator. "I'm just hanging 
out," Yates said, his damaged wrist still in bandages. "I'm just 
here to make sure that everyone doesn't forget about me." The 
wrist, which he hurt їй а motocross training acciderit, is "coming 
along pretty good. We're going to stop on the way back to Atlanta 
and look at some X-rays. | don't want to push it. | want to ride bad, 

| but even Don (Sakakura) doesn't want me to be.on it if I'm not 
ready. | just need.to wait and see." Yates said the accident hap- 

| pened when he was "just screwing off. | was just kind of bored 
with riding. | was just doing something | shouldn't have been 
doing." Yates said he was'riding the track backward and was try- 
іпо {о make a double jump. "It just kicked me up and landed on the 
face of a small kicker," Yates said. “I wasn't really expecting to hit 
so hard. | just busted it. | couldn't believe it." The Georgian, who 
has completely recovered from the broken jaw he suffered in Day- 
tona, confirmed that, before the accident, he was scheduled to 
test the Suzuki 500cc Grand Prix machine at an IRTA-sponsored 
test.at Jarama the week after Sears Point. “1 was supposed to get 
to run one until this,” Yates said. "| was going to leave after this 
and go to Jarama for a test. l'Il get my chance." 


After watching his riders struggle for the first four races, Eraldo 
Ferracci decided to change his tactics at Sears Point and asked 
his riders to try his approach to setup. "It's very simple," Ferracci 
replied when asked what the problem with the team was this year, 
"['tried to make the guys comfortable to ride the bike, up to last 
week, then | stop. Last week | said we've got to go the way | go. | 
tried to accommodate them and let them work with what they 
think works." Now, Ferracci, under pressure from his son Larry, 
said, "Let's go racing. No more bullshit. Now we. regroup. | told 
the riders you're not using the line. We set it up here like we nor- 
mally do. We'll see this week if it's апу better. He (Tom Kipp) lis- 
tens. He said, ‘The way | did it doesn't work.’ The other guy (Mike 
Hale) listens, but he has to get his confidence back.” Kipp agreed 
with Ferracci's assessment. "He was letting me set the bike up 
the way | wanted to: | couldn't feel the front end. | was making 
adjustments because | couldn't feel it. і felt more confident and in 
| control. There's a high consequence to doing it that way. I've 
gone back to the. way he (Ferracci) thinks ‘it should be set up." 
| When he first went out at Sears Point, Kipp. said that “had | not 
| known this was the right way, | would have come in. | stayed out 





and told myself to learn to ride the machine how it likes to be set 
up. It's totally different than the way: it was set up. | wouldn't say | 
changed my style. It's more of a little different approach: | had to 
rethink the way | was using the motorcycle." Kipp said that he's 
always used the front end hard, but had changed his corner entry 
a little with the new setup: "| have to physically ride the motorcy- 
cle at a higher level. It's almost more of a level of anticipating 
what's going to happen. | need to be able to anticipate more in 
advance, instead of waiting for the front end to pitch. | know that's 
not going to happen. I'm extremely hopeful and confident and this 
weekend is a new beginning for the rest of the season." 


Fást by Ferracci Ducati's Mike Hale said that the team had 
"been working on the front-end geometry to make the front end 
real stable to try to get some confidence back. We started on 
Thursday to get my confidence back in the front because Гуе 
been losing the front and crashing a lot with no warning, like Day- 
tona, Phoenix. Willow | was losing the front, plowing the front at 
Laguna. This is all in corner entries. We just made the bike real 
steady, it was real heavy getting back and forth and sluggish, then 
we slowly started moving it out. We tried to get the bike raceable 
again, but the front erid is definitely less planted. So it's trying to 
back up to go forward and | think it's working. This morning | went 
about a second quicker than I'd qualified, so it's like another step. 
But I've been having a lot of problems. with the rear shock all 
weekend, so that's what we changed. It's hard to race whenever 
the front end is sketchy and you're crashing. You go out and you 
lose the. front. At Willow we tested and then Phoenix we were 
right on pace for the pole of last year and then | crashed at 
Phoneix“and totaled that bike and the bike hasn't seemed to be 
the same since. The bike that | crashed on and totaled didn't do 
anything a lot better, it just did a lot of subtle things better and | 
could get on the bike апа ааа a second. It was a second on my 
other bike. Now maybe there's a lack of confidence in the front, 
but | don't have a good feel for what the front's going to do and 
the bike hasn't been doing what the bike did in testing, and that's 
really hard." 


Yoshimura Suzuki's Steve Crevier was unintentionally blinded 
by Erion Racing's Eric Bostrom as he gave chase in the 600cc 
Supersport race. "He threw his tearoff off with some pus all over 
it and it hit me square right in the face," Crevier said, "and then I 
couldn't see, and | was trying to get (гіа of) my tearoff, but I'd 
taped it on so tight." Bostrom said that he had a huge bug hit his 
third tearoff. "So | pulled that (which hit Crevier), and then halfway 
after that | had another bug just cover my faceshield,”. Bostrom 
said: “1 couldn't even see the last three or four laps." 


Yoshimura Suzuki's Mat Miladin said that his earning the pole 
position the past three races was deceiving and wasn't an accu- 
rate barometer of the state of his machinery. "Everyone was all 
over the place. We were trying hard, but you know everyone sees 
a qualifying lap-and how fast you went," Mladin said. "Every time 
you put a qualifying tire in.it, it just covers ир а lot of problems. 
Because acceleration and stuff. doesn't come into it so much 





because you just turn the throttle to the end and that's it. But you 
know we're. happy with the race, we had a good race and at the 
top of the championship, but we're.going to have to do something 
because Miguel's coming and we know what Miguel's like once 
he gets going. He can keep winning, he has a good team with him 
and a very good motorcycle and that's Miguel, that's what he 
does.They're going to have to make the engine better, and that's 
it. I've been complaining about it all year. The motorcycle is slow, 
and like | said, I'm not taking anything away: from Miguel or Doug 
and their riding, but that motorcycle is slow. Coming out of the 
carousel they lead me 20 bike lengths by the time | get to the next 
corner. It's just way too much to try to keep making it ир. You.get 
into turn seven on the brakes and the back end's flying every- 
where and the front tire's hopping and trying to catch up and just 
can't do it. The motorcycle feels like the best motorcycle I've ever 
ridden when | put a qualifying tire on it, it just feels good. As soon 
as | put a race tire on, we can do the times, but it's too tough to 
keep doing them all race." 


Even though he tied Fred Merkel's record of 20 career 
Superbike wins, Miguel DuHamel wasn't thinking much of the 
next step. "Breaking the record's not really a priority, to be hon- 
est. | was going to say my chances of being competitive. and 
maybe go for another win are really good because we've got the 
RC45-dialed right now and the thing's working so. good right out 
of the box we didn't even touch like two clicks, we just went out 
and rode it. So, yeah, I'm feeling so confident that when | get to 
Atlanta, that again, out of the box, the bike's going to.be fast. It's 
got plenty of power, the suspension's working, good. l'm looking 
forward to all the next races because everything's going good. It 
takes a lot of performance, talent, and luck to do what l've been 
able to do, and I'm just.so very fortunate to have all of ет and 
to do it in this time, I'm extremely fortunate." 


Anticipating that American Honda's Miguel DuHamel might tie-the 
record of 20 Superbike wins held by former three-time AMA 
Superbike champion Fred Merkel, Larry Lawrence, the former 
AMA communications manager who now works for the AMA оп a 
free-lance basis, and was his usual invaluable self in the Sears 
Point press room, phoned Merkel at his home in New Zealand. 
Merkel returned the call to the Sears Point press room a day later 
to comment on the passing of his record. "It sounds like those 
guys are really having a great battle over there," said Merkel, who 
retired at the end of 1995 after suffering.a serious injury at the 
final round of the championship in Phoenix. "I guess it's a cliché, 
but records are made to be broken. At least it took someone 12 
years to tie mine." Merkel added that he earned his 20 wins in the 
span of just four seasons (1983-86). The former Californian won 
the AMA Superbike championship three straight years, 1984-86, 
before moving on to win World Superbike titles in 1988 and 1989, 
all aboard Hondas. He still holds the record for the most Super- 
bike wins їп а single season, with 10 victories in 1984. “I'm just 
glad Fred's retired," DuHamel said. “Не is a good friend and опе 
of the greatest motorcycle racers ever. It's an honor to have my 





-пате alongside his:in the record books." 
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DuHamel's average speed of 86.408 mph 
was faster than the time Yoshimura 
Suzuki's Pascal Picotte had qualified to 
earn the pole last year. DuHamel com- 
pleted the 15-lap, 37.8-mile race in a new 
race record of 26 minutes, 14.860 sec- 
onds. He won the race by 1.41 seconds. 

Crevier steadily moved his way 
through the pack, taking advantage of 
attrition, to earn second when Hayden 
crashed out on the final lap. The spill 
handed third to early leader Eric 
Bostrom. It was the best finish of the 
year for both Crevier and Bostrom. 

“I got second, I got handed second, I 
was in third, but I’m happy {о аке my 
second," Crevier said. "I'm quite happy 
to do it for Suzuki, but I’ve got to win 
one of these dang things." 

Crevier added that the team was 
beginning to heed his suggestions about 
setup, and they were paying off. 

HyperCycle's Jason Pridmore was 
fourth just behind Bostrom, the pair well 
in front of Brian Parriott. Parriott was 
disqualified after his Honda CBR600 was 
found to have a number of illegal engine 
modifications. Parriott said he knew the 
bike wouldn't pass the post-race tear- 
down, but wanted to race anyhow. 

His disqualification moved San 
Gabriel Mountain Spring Water's Steve 
Rapp, the busiest rider this weekend 
after racing in three classes, up to fifth. 
Rapp crashed in turn seven early in the 
race, remounted then ran down the lead- 
ers. 

The last rider he passed was Barnett 
Tool & Engineering's Richard Alexander 
Jr., who finished sixth, well in front of 
HRC Japan's Takahito Mori. 

With two laps to go, American 
Honda's Ben Bostrom moved in front of 
class newcomer Chris Carr to take 
eighth, Carr ninth, and Erion Racing's 
Kurtis Roberts was 10th. 

When the race began, Eric Bostrom 
led the 42-rider field out of the chute, up 
the dragstrip, then up the hill, DuHamel, 
Crevier, and Chandler in pursuit, with 
another handful of riders right there. 

The order of the top four moved 
around and they were soon joined by 
both of the HyperCycle bikes, Hayden 
and Pridmore, Brian Parriott just off the 
back, then Richard Alexander Jr. By now 
Steve Rapp had already crashed, drop- 
ping to about 18th, and had begun mak- 
ing his way forward. 

Two riders were most noticeably on 
the move, DuHamel and Hayden, and 
they would soon take over the race and 
make it their own. DuHamel was in the 
lead on the eighth lap and Hayden went 
by a lap later. Bostrom tried to fight 
back, but realized it was fruitless. 

“I got off to a really good start, and I 
could feel these guys breathing down 
my neck the whole time," Bostrom said. 
"Every time I'd throw it into the turns I 
could hear bikes behind me. I was like, 
‘Come on Eric, go harder, go harder.’ 
Then, I don't know, maybe around the 
halfway point Miguel put it past me. He 
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made a real clean pass, and then I kind 
of berserked it back by him and Miguel's 
probably mumbling words under his 
helmet. He got me right back. 

"Then, man, mentally, I just couldn't 
keep up with those риу,” Bostrom said. 
“1 really wanted to be there and I was 
riding hard, but I wasn't riding as well 
as I needed to be," Bostrom said. 

DuHamel and Crevier were soon 
joined by Chandler, but the Muzzy 
Kawasaki rider knew a win wasn't on 
the cards today almost from the start. 

"| was suspect from the start when I 
couldn't run with those guys up the 
straight," Chandler said. "The thing was 
soft. It was working good, but the motor 
was soft. It started making noise. I tried 
to milk it." 

But it didn't work. The engine 
dropped a valve on the 12th lap, and 
Chandler dropped out of the points lead. 

"So now we get to come from 
behind," he said philosphically. 

Hayden first took the lead by going 
under DuHamel in turn nine, a very fast 
right, on the 12th lap. DuHamel took the 
lead back on the 14th lap and was in the 
lead when Hayden made his move on 
the final lap. Yoshimura Suzuki's Crevi- 
er saw it all. 

“I guess Nicky went in (to turn seven) 
and the back end stepped out a little 
bit," Crevier said. “I think he just 
touched the throttle a little bit and his 
back end come around. He might have 
something different to say. Nicky was 
about five feet in the air.” 

“Т got in too hot," Hayden said. "I 
was trying too hard. Like I said yester- 
day, once you get used to winning you 
don't want to get second. It’s just all my 
fault. I was stupid. I just got in too hot 
and, actually, I don't really know what 
happened. I kind of had it backed in and 
then I don't know if I was rubbing 
Miguel or what happened, but I just 
went down. I rang my bell a little bit but 
not too bad. I should have just stayed 
behind him and waited for him to make 
a mistake." 

"Nicky was doing a good job," 
DuHamel said. "(I was) going to try to 
get by him and hopefully he'll make a 
bit of mistake. He did going into one, he 
went in there too hard, lost his drive 
going up the hill, so I was able to put it 
underneath him going up the hill and I 
wasn't going to get that many chances to 
get by him. He's good on the brakes, and 
his bike seemed to be working good, and 
he's cutting good corners. So when he 
did that I put it underneath him, and 
then after that it was just trying to keep 
him honest on the brakes and going in 
there pretty good. 

“Going into seven I went a little bit 
wide, went through the middle, which is 
normal race tactic, but I went there deep, 
I maybe braked early like six inches," 
DuHamel continued. “But I went in 
there pretty hard, and Nicky went in 
there harder. He was trying to go for the 
inside and, everything was okay until

we got to the apex, where it's the slowest 
part of the corner where you try and 
turn the bike, and I heard a whoop and 
crash. There was a guy that was out 
there that was a lapped rider, he was 
really out there. Thank God he overshot 
the corner because he could have come 
into play. I thought maybe that guy 
crashed trying to come back on the track. 
I wasn't sure it was Nicky. And then I 
was trying to ride good, and that's why I 
gave it a look coming off the last corner, 
10. Gave a look back to make sure if it 
was Nicky or not. I had a gap and then I 
took it easy through 11. I looked back, I 
heard it when I was down there, and 
then when I looked back obviously I 
didn't see anybody. I saw somebody 
back there, but it was Jason." 

DuHamel said he owed much of his 
success to the diligence of his team. The 
Honda hasn't been handling as well as 
he'd like all season, but it seems to b 
coming around. - 

“I think it’s a combination of suspen- 
sion in the rear and Dunlop, they came 
up with some new tires, and it took us a 
while to adjust the bike to work with 
those tires,” he said. “The bike is steering 
pretty well because of the new front tire, 
the rear tires are gripping good. 

“To me, I think the suspension was 
the biggest thing. We had quite a bit of 
chatter the years past. Showa was able to 
calm that down. We were able to carry 
just a bit more corner speed, not as much 
as Га like, but at least we're able to get 
in there and get out of there with the 
competition.” 

Like DuHamel, Crevier said that the 
improvement of the GSXR600 was an 
evolutionary process which was coming 
to fruition. 

“To me, one of the things with racing, 
a big part of my racing,.is being comfort- 
able,” Crevier said, “and a lot of times 
mechanics don’t make the changes you 
want until you get the bike up to speed. 
And when you ride for a factory team, 
unless you're up to speed, they're not 
going to make the changes. I’m coming 
up to speed now and a lot of the changes 
that I want are being made, and I'm just 
getting a lot more comfortable riding the 
GSXR600 now. It’s all coming around. 
We've got to work a little of my corner 
exit speed, my corner entry might be a 
little bit too much, and I'm not getting 
on the throttle hard enough" 

Crevier said during the race that he 
could see the top two pulling away, and 
was being pressed by a number of differ- 
ent riders. 

“T had enough to worry about,” he 
said. But he drew away from Bostrom in 
the end and was a comfortable second. 

Bostrom was in front of Pridmore and 
able to hold a slight gap, not enough to 
be comfortable, but enough to stave off 
an attack. He held it from the 12th lap all 
the way to the winner's circle. His 
chances, he said, were somewhat hurt by 
a lack of practice time, though the team 
made the necessary adjustments to make 
hím competitive. 

Parriott would cross the line in fifth 
after running the last half of the race 
mostly by himself. He was later disquali- 
fied. 


Behind him, Alexander and Mori 
went back and forth, swapping the spot 
until Rapp interrupted their party. He 
stormed through on the 12th lap and 
moved up to finish fifth in the end. For 










Rapp it was more work than he'd 
expected. 

"I wasn't even trying," Rapp said of 
his early race crash. "I was just cruising. 
I lost the front end going in to seven. I 
don't know what place I was in then, 
about 18th. I finished sixth, but I’m not 
happy about that." 

He was clear of Alexander Jr., who 
was in no danger from Mori, with Ben 
Bostrom having passed Carr on the 
penultimate lap. 

Next to cross was Erion Racing's Kur- 
tis Roberts, who just beat Yoshimura 
Suzuki's Larry Pegram to the stripe. су

Pridmore 
all the way

SONOMA, CA, MAY 2 

fter watching his young upstart 
A teammate Nicky Hayden win the 

last two races, HyperCycle Suzu- 
ki's Jason Pridmore went straight to the 
front of the pack and hung on for a flag- 
to-flag win in the Teamline 750cc Super- 
sport race early on a Saturday evening at 
Sears Point Raceway. 

Still slightly hobbled by a collection 
of leg and arm injuries, which put him at 
around 70-80 percent, Pridmore, after 
qualifying on the pole, went straight to 
the front and forced the race to come to 
him. Hayden made a few attacks, but 
minor mistakes always dropped him 
back, so that at the flag Pridmore had 
over two seconds in hand and his second 
win of the year. 

"Nicky and I, the last few weeks, I 
think we've been making some state- 
ments," Pridmore began, "and even 
though we're not a full factory team like 
a lot of people think we are, when it 
comes down to being on the track I think | 
we make a good team. And it's just good 
to win again. It's nice to win again." 

After getting beaten by a teammate 
who is 12 years his junior, the defending 








Teamline 750сс Supersport champion 
couldn’t help but make a joke about the 
disparity in age. 

“The sun got really bad. That was the 
toughest thing. And I thought to myself, 
‘Well, if he’s going to catch me here, then 
he’s a bigger man than I am,’ because I 
couldn’t see where I was going. And 
being so much older than him, my 
cataracts were blocking, and so it got 
kind of tough to see where I was going. 


"| always feel threatened by Nicky,” - 


he continued. “He’s so mature for his 
age. That's the thing that just amazes me, 
even the way he speaks and things. I 
don't want his head to get too big. The 
thing is, he's probably the best teammate 
I've ever had. So watching him carrying 
the flag for us over the last couple of 
weeks, believe it or not, it's been good. 
I'm not jealous of him, and I know I'm 
still capable of winning races. I think I 
was pretty determined today, more 
determined than I’ve been the last few 
weeks to go out there and win; and I was 
just happy to do that." 

In addition to his physical limitations, 
Pridmore and the rest of the HyperCycle 
team were racing without team owner 
Carry Andrew. Just prior to the Sears 
Point race, Andrew was suspended by 
the AMA for the remainder of the season 
for various rules violations. (See Briefly.) 
Team manager Lance Holst said that 
Andrew was in the area and was being 
consulted by telephone during the week- 
end. 

Pridmore completed the 15-lap, 37.8- 
mile race in a new race record of 26 min- 
utes, 13.050 seconds, at an average speed 
of 86.507 mph. Yoshimura Suzuki's 
Aaron Yates held the previous record of 
83.859 mph. 

With the win, Pridmore stays in 
fourth place in the championship after 
five of 13 races, with 133 points. Leading 
the tables with 147 is Barnett Tool & 
Engineering's Richard Alexander Jr., the 
New Yorker finishing sixth after hurting 
his chances early by overshooting turn 
11. Ricci Motorsports' James Randolph, 
who finished one spot ahead of Alexan- 
der Jr., is tied for second in points with 
San Gabriel Mountain Spring Water's 
Steve Rapp, fourth today, both at 139. 

Pridmore said that his strategy today 
was to get out front and get away. 

“If I'd have been first or second or 
third, I wasn't going to wait around, I 
wanted to go and I wanted to get a little 
bit of distance," Pridmore said. ^I always 
watch my pit board pretty good. I saw it 
get up to three then I saw it go back to 
two. I knew I was running such a hot 
pace that if Nicky was going to catch me 
he was going to have to ride hard to do 
it. When I went to three I thought, ‘Well 
he may have made a mistake.' So I 
thought, "Let's get it to four,’ and I made 
a mistake and it went back to two. It was 
one of those things where I knew that 
the pace that I had set, one of us was 
going to make a mistake, and Га look 
back coming out of six the last lap and I 
saw Nicky was way back, so I thought, 
well, he may have made a little bit of an 
error somewhere and I was able to cruise 
it home.” 

Hayden was second from the start 
and always in pursuit. The gap was con- 
stant for the first several laps, a little 
over a second, then it grew gradually to 
2.43 at the halfway point. 

A lap later Pridmore bobbled coming 
out of turn 11, and Hayden closed right 
up, He kept the heat on for the final 
‘third of the race, nearly on Pridmore on 
the final lap before a mistake in right- 
hand turn 3A cost him a shot at the win. 

“For sure it was kind of tough,” Hay- 
den admitted. “He got a good start and 





the first couple of laps he put a little dis- 
tance on me, and then we stayed the 
same for a long time. And then lappers 
kind of worked each way.” 

Watching Hayden slide the Suzuki 
GSXR750, it was clear that he was on the 
gas. 

“Mainly just because I was pushing 
so hard,” Hayden said. “I was really 
pushing, and I was getting in some big 
slides and everything, (turns) three, four, 
five, І think everywhere. I mean, Jason 
set a pretty good pace, and I thought I 
was going to catch him with about three 
laps to go, and then on the last lap, I got 
pretty close, and then I about threw it 
away. So I settled for second. 

“You win two in a row, it’s kind of 
tough to lose. You get used to it, but 
hopefully I don’t have to get really used 
to it.” 

As definitive as first and second were, 
third was a free-for-all, with three local 
riders, two on 600s fighting a third on a 
750. 

The 600 riders were Parriott Motors’ 
Brian Parriott, of Calistoga on a very fast 
Honda F3, and Steve Rapp of Lafayette, 
forced to ride his Suzuki GSXR600 after 
his 750 Suzuki expired on the first lap of 
qualifying. The pair was up against 
Santa Rosa’s Randolph, who rode a 
Suzuki GSXR750. 

For the most part it was Rapp at the 
front of the trio when they crossed the 
finish line for the first six laps, then Ran- 
dolph for a few laps, with Parriott taking 
the spot for good on lap 10 after they 
came through heavy traffic. The pass 
was a. bold one, on the outside of turn 
one with very little margin for error. But 
it worked and he held on for third, his 
best-ever AMA finish and first podium. 

“It was incredible," an enthused Par- 
riott said after finishing about 19 seconds 
behind Hayden. "Jason and Nicky 
checked out and I was hanging in there 
with Steve and James, and it was a good 
battle we had, and I finally sized them 
up to where I thought I could go by and 
passed there on the front straight on 
Randolph. It was kind of a fluke; I didn't 
think I was going to go by there. I don't 
know. He left the door open so I went." 

The move on Rapp was also forceful 
and effective. 

But, after racing the same machine in 
Sunday's Pro Honda Oils 600cc Super- 
sport race, it was torn down and found 
to be illegal due to a number of engine 
modifications. Parriott knew it was com- 
ing, since he races the modified Honda 
in the AFM Formula Pacific Challenge at 
Sears Point. 

“I just come here to have fun,” Par- 
riott said after the disqualification. 

An exhausted Rapp, who qualified in 
three classes before this race, was fourth, 
then up to third after Parriott's removal, 
and said he was content that he was able 
to close up on Randolph in the champi- 
onship. 

"I'm just beat,” he said. “The first 
couple of laps I almost crashed, so I got 
hurt there. I backed off. Bryan (Parriott) 
is not in the points, so as long as I could 
catch Randolph I did all I could." 

Randolph finished fifth and was 
moved up to fourth, dropping around

six seconds back at the finish but 10 sec- 
onds in front of Alexander, who was in 
sixth on the second lap when he over- 
shot turn 11, crossing in front of Parriott 
before gathering it up and just avoiding 
the barriers. That caused Alexander to 
lose touch, and he was briefly forced into 
defending his position. He even lost it 
for a handful of laps to Ricci Motor- 
sports' Jimmy Moore, then Moore had a 
mechanical failure and dropped out on 
the 11th lap as Alexander Jr. was pulling 
away. Alexander Jr. said his problems 
had begun even before he overshot turn 
7: 

“The start of the race I thought was 
sour,” Alexander said. “Randolph 
pinched me off the track totally in he 
first turn. I lost the lead pack. Then I 
caught back up. I made my move on 
Parriott in turn 11. The bike got all hop- 
ping, and somehow I saved it. I played 
with Jimmy Moore, and I was happy to 
get away.” 

Sixth place went to class newcomer 
Chris Carr. The former Grand National 
Champion was making his racing debut 
aboard his Team Green Kawasaki ZX-6. 
Carr established himself in the top 10 
and steadily moved forward. By the 10th 
of 15 laps, he was by himself, leaving 
Racers Edge Performance’s Dale Kieffer 
and Zero Gravity's Jake Zemke to fight 
over eighth. 

Kieffer took the spot on the 11th lap 
and held it to the finish, Zemke dogging 
him all the way, the pair both moving up 
a spot. 

Hooters Restaurants' Paul Harrell 
pulled well clear of Motorcycle Unlimit- 
ed's Thomas Montano to take a secure 
10th - and ninth when the results were re- 
vised - with Montano ending up lOth. «w

Sorensen 
strikes

fter World Sports Imports’ Chuck 

Sorensen was edged in the line at 

the last round at Willow Springs - 
where he lost to Performance Machine's 
Roland Sands by just over half a second 
after a torrid late-race battle - Sorensen 
came to Sears Point and smoked the 
field. 

Though he did win by nearly eight 
seconds, it looked once again as though 
the Elf Fuels & Lubricants 250сс Grand 
Prix race would go down to the wire, 
this time with Sorensen battling Salaver- 
ria Racing’s Al Salaverria. 

But while Salaverria and Sorensen 
split from the rest of the pack early and 
traded the lead back and forth for the 
first half of the race, Salaverria suffered 
transmission trouble that hampered his 
ability to run at Sorensen’s pace and the 
Aprilia rider would slow to finish a safe 
second ahead of an intense, four-rider 
battle for third. 

Erion Racing’s Kurtis Roberts held 
third across the stripe for most of the 
laps - including the final one - but he 
was under intense pressure from Perfor- 
mance Machine’s Roland Sands, HRC 
Japan’s Takahito Mori and Terranova 
Painting’s Geep Terranova for nearly the 
whole race. Mori and Sands were 
Roberts’ biggest threats as Terranova 
hovered at the euge of the group, wait- 
ing for something to happen. Something 
finally did when Mori low-sided in turn 
four while ahead of Sands. The HRC 
Japan rider never let go of the bars as he 
slid off the track, jumped up - hands still 
on the grips - remounted and only lost 
two spots. 

Sands, meanwhile, was passed briefly 
by Terranova, got back by and was try- 
ing for Roberts on the final lap, coming 
up just half a wheel length short at the 
finish with Terranova not far behind. 
Erion Racing's Randy Renfrow was next 
after running a distant seventh for most 
of the race until crasher Mori gave him 
sixth. World Sports Imports' Rodney Fee 
finished seventh with Mori eighth. PJ1’s 
Michael Montoya and Barnett Racing’s 
Bobby Keith rounded out the top 10. 

Sands' consistency this year - two 
wins and two seconds - has given him a 
fairly comfortable championship lead as 
he has 165 points to Mori's 142. Sorensen 
is third with 135, just one point ahead of 
Roberts. Renfrow is fifth with 103. 

It was clear right from the start that 
the race for the lead would be a two- 
rider battle, as Salaverria and Sorensen 
quickly split from the rest of the pack. 
Salaverria got the jump off the line, but 
Sorensen went by to lead at the end of 
the first lap. It was the first of many 
times that the lead would be traded 
between the two riders. 

"It was quite a tough battle," pole- 
qualifier Sorensen said. "Going into the 
weekend we knew we had a good shot 
here as long as our bike was good. With 
the times yesterday in the heat race we 
felt pretty confident. Just Al (Salaverria) 
I knew was there, and I knew he'd be 
someone to contend with. I basically fig- 
ured I need traffic to get away from him 
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or a mechanical on his part. I just kept 
my head down after I hit that traffic and 
tried to slice my way through as best I 
could.” 

Sorensen figured right. After their 
intense battle for the first half of the race 
- one in which they almost collided - 
Salaverria was balked by traffic on the 
eighth lap, but the real culprit for his 
dropping off the pace was indeed 
mechanical. 

“I got a really good start," Salaverria 
said. ^I got the lead but Chuck passed 
me into seven on the brakes. I’m not 
really familiar with the new track yet. 
It's a little different. I just hung tight on 
him for a while and I just made the 
move and passed him back. Once I got in 
the lead the Aprilia started misshifting. 
We've had a lot of problems with the 
gearbox on that bike. The gears tend to 
be really soft and if you just hit one mis- 
shift it starts to round off the gears really 
quick. And it just started doing it every 
lap. Out of 11 going into the chicane here 
and then going out of turn one, going up 
the hill in the back, too. So I had to deal 
with that. Then Chuck passed me on the 
brakes into seven, and we almost hit 
each other - I went underneath him and 
them my bike misshifted again and then 
something happened to Chuck's bike I 
guess, and that was it. The thing just got 
worse and worse, and I just tried to fin- 
ish the race." 

“1 came under Al in seven and then 
ran wide a little bit," Sorensen said. 
^When you try to outbrake someone 
there, generally you are going to run a 
little bit wide, but you try to hold it in to 
protect the line. I think I must have 
tapped the electric shifter on my bike, 
and it cut out for a minute. And Al I 
think had the same problem, but still 
was right next to me and we almost 
bumped." 

They didn't hit, and Sorensen would 
start pulling a gap on Salaverria from the 
halfway point on. Sorensen knew the 
Aprilia rider was having some difficulty, 
but didn't know its severity until late in 
the race. 

41 was sitting behind him and I saw 
him misshift and almost came up on him 
from behind a couple times," Sorensen 
said. "But I didn't know that that prob- 
lem was just escalating. I didn't realize 
that until I saw the plusses gaining on 
my board." 

Their fight for the lead had carried 
them to a nine-second gap over the bat- 
tle for third by the halfway mark, and 
Salaverria would not be threatened for 
the runner-up spot, where he would fin- 
ish. 

The battle for third was wild from the 
get-go, with Roberts holding the spot 
from alternately Mori and Sands, with 
Terranova in the mix as well. 

After winning the last two races,

Sands had been hoping to add another 
to his list of accomplishments, but a hard 
crash during promoter's practice Thurs- 
day left Sands off the pace. 

"| was just riding to finish that race,” 
Sands said. "I came out here on Thurs- 
day and hit the ground just about as 
hard as I've ever hit the ground. Dislo- 
cated my shoulder a little bit, hyperex- 
tended my right knee, smashed left foot, 
smashed my wrist a little bit. I was pray- 
ing for rain to tell you the truth. Today I 
felt pretty decent, but I couldn't switch 
direction on the bike like I wanted to, 
which has a real big effect in the esses. In 
nine and 10, I couldn't brake like I usual- 
ly brake and I lost a couple seconds in 
there." 

In the end Sands' inability to brake 
hard turned out to be a factor, at least 
according to third-place finisher Roberts, 
who held third at the stripe for most of 
the race. 

"] wasn't sure I was going to hold 
them off (Mori, Sands and Terranova)," 
Roberts said. "I knew I was the best of 
the bunch in braking so I knew that if 
they got by me hopefully I could get 
them back. I always led it across because 
I always got them back in 11. There 
wasn't actually much because every time 
they'd pass me they'd just run wide. So I 
basically just held the position the whole 
time." 

The battle carried on for most of the 
race, but lost one player on the 13th lap, 
when Mori low-sided in front of Sands, 
though Sands was puzzled as to why the 
HRC rider crashed. 

“He just kooked out," Sands said. “I 
don't know what he does. He like tries to 
lean the bike over too far. It almost 
looked like he dragged the pipe. He just 
threw it in there, and I was going the 
same speed as he was. I just turned it in 
a little harder a little earlier. He turned it 
in and he just kept leaning the thing over 
until he fell. I just said, ‘Hey, there goes 
second place in the championship. He's 
down, so I better just chill.” 

While the guy who was second in the 
championship did indeed fall right in 
front of him, Sands didn't exactly chill. 
He was still running with Roberts and 
looking for a podium spot as the laps ran 
down, but a mistake suddenly let Terra- 
nova by. . 

“I kind of thought I might have third 
in the bag,” Sands said. “I just kind of 
followed Kurtis around on the last cou- 



















ple of laps. I came into after the chicane, 
this last corner here, pretty good on the 
last lap, just right behind him, probably 
only a couple bike lengths. And my 
shoulder gave out on me on the brakes, 
and I just ran wide and Kurtis got away 
and Geep Terranova got under me, and I 
just kind of got pissed off, a little 
bummed at myself and said to myself, 
'Hey, just try to get Geep back, and if 
you can catch Kurtis by the last corner, 
get him on the brakes, but, you know, 
don't push, you've got to finish this 
гасе.” 

Finish he did, and Sands even almost 
got past Roberts at the line but came up 
just short. 

“I got Geep back and I was about а 
corner too short to get Kurtis,” Sands 
said. “It was like half a wheel length at 
the line. I should be really happy with 
fourth place, and I should be really 
happy that I walked out of this place 
today and with a bigger lead in the 
championship.” 

Terranova had been lurking at the tail 
end of the battle for third for most of the 
race, waiting to see what would happen 
and his strategy almost paid off. 

“Just hanging in there trying to get a 
feel for the race,” Terranova said. “Just 
watching Mori and Roland making it 
tight and I just didn’t want to take any 
chances and I couldn't really get up to 
Kurtis. Mori fell, and on the last lap I 
tried really hard, got by Roland and then 
I was setting up for Kurtis. But I over- 
shot seven and Roland got under me 
and that was it, about all I could do. I 
was just trying to play smart and feel out 
everybody and what they were doing. I 
thought I had a really good shot at the 
podium on the final lap but I made a 
mistake and it cost me." 

Renfrow followed a great distance 
behind, alone in sixth after slowing his 
pace toward the end of the race. 

"I'm just beat up," Renfrow said. "My 
forearms pumped up, my right forearm 
in particular, so I didn't have any throt- 
tle control, I didn't have any brake con- 
trol and I couldn't continue to ride that 
quick. The lap times were way off at the 
end. I added two seconds a lap (at the 


end of the race)." €N

espite his best efforts to the con- 
D trary, Erion Racing’s Eric Bostrom 

managed to score yet another win - 
his third this season - Pirelli Formula 
Xtreme racing. Bostrom has shown that 
he’s clearly the class of the field - once he 
gets going, that is. Much like at the last 
round at Willow Springs, Bostrom 
botched his start, but also much like the 
last round, he^was soon into a lead he 
would never relinquish. 

“I got off to a pretty shaky start 
there," Bostrom said of his smoky start- 
line burnout and fishtail. “I anticipated 
that it was going to be slippery, but I had 
no idea... І mean, that 900 makes so 
much power, and the thing just went 
back and forth and back and forth, and 
then I finally took off and I got driving 
around these guys." 

Bostrom moved to the lead in turn 
seven on the second lap, and from there 
on out he would pull away from the rest 
of the field. Despite taking so little time 
to move to the lead, it wasn't without its 
difficulties. 

“I think the first lap was pretty hair- 
ball," Bostrom said. "Everybody was 
riding really well. I kept trying to put it 
in on the brakes, and then Id get in a lit- 
tle too hot myself and not be able to 
make the turn, and we were going back 
and forth." 

One of those he had to contend with 
was his Erion teammate Tripp Nobles. 
The Georgian started on pole by virtue 
of his points lead in the class - qualifying 
was rained out and riders were gridded 
by championship points - but in a virtual 
replay of last week's race, early leader 
Nobles once again dropped off the pace 
to finish fourth, with both Graves Motor- 
sports' Mark Miller and Canadian 
Kawasaki's Michael Taylor getting by 
him. 

Miller actually had taken over the 
lead briefly on the first lap, though 
Nobles quickly powered back by with 
Bostrom coming through as well. Miller 
said he was unable to stay on the throt- 
tle, a situation that left him short on 
straight-line speed. And one thing you 
don't want to be when racing with an 


Erion Honda 900 is short on straight-line 
speed. 

“I passed Tripp coming into the 
carousel on the first lap," Miller said. 
“I've got to really stress one thing: The 
only thing wrong with my motorcycle is 
that I can't go straight really fast. I have 
to get out of the throttle. I can't even get 
into sixth gear - I can't even get into fifth 
gear. So I'll ride pretty good in the cor- 
ners - we got the thing handling really 
good, I come off the corner and we go 
blazing down the straightaway and 
everybody passes me. So we're coming 
to grips. It got way better this weekend. 
We're going in the right direction. We 
just need to get some straight-line stabili- 
ty on the gas, full-throttle, fourth, fifth, 
sixth gears. That's where I lost all my 
ground." 

Taylor made it past Miller in the same 
spot and set out after the leaders. He 
held third for three laps, got by Nobles 
by the end of the fifth, but by that time 
was about 1.5 seconds behind Bostrom. 
As Nobles continued to drop back, 
Miller came upon him, and that's when 
the speed deficit came into play. 

"Tripp held me up actually quite a 
bit,” Miller said. “For several laps I was 
trying to get around him. He'd squirt 
away on the straightaways and I'd just 
reel him in the corners." 

Eventually, Miller made the pass stick 
and set out after second place Taylor. 
Californian Miller made it by the 
Kawasaki-mounted rider, but Bostrom 
appeared to have control of the race, and 
Miller would finish second. 

“I got by Tripp and eventually caught 
up to Mike and made a nice clean pass 
on Mike on the inside of the right-han- 
der - I think turn five - and I just put my 
head down and put in some clean laps 
and tried to close on Eric, but l'm sure he 
was watching his pit board as well, so he 
might have had something there if I 
could have caught up." 

Taylor, like Miller, was riding a bike 
that is new to the race track, and while 
the Graves Motorsports team has fig- 
ured out how to get the R1 to turn, Tay- 
lor's team is still working on the new 
chassis. 

"My biggest problem is I wasn't able 
to keep up the corner speeds," Taylor 
said. “I noticed, as Mark was saying, he 
was running really well in the corners. 
The Yamaha looked like it did have han- 
dling on us. Particularly in the bowl and 
stuff, I was just shaking. The bike was 
Shaking quite a bit. It was a handful to 
hold onto the thing and it pumped me 
up quite a bit. I just tried to keep it cool 
and tried not to overdo it in any corner 
to make any ground on anybody. I had 
the fight knocked out of me about 
halfway through, I guess. We've got to 
get that thing a little bit smoother so it's 
a little bit easier to stay at that pace." 

Things at the front of the field, mean- 
while, were pretty calm, with Bostrom 
turning in consistent laps and holding 
about a four-second gap over the run- 
ner-up spot - no matter who held it. 

“I was just trying to take it easy,” 
Bostrom said. “As far as safety, we all 
know that this track isn't the safest. And 
these guys were pushing hard and 
they're doing a great job, but I was com- 
fortable at that pace. Maybe if I'd had to 
step it up, I wouldn't have been so com- 
fortable." 

As it was, he didn't have to, and he 
rode to the win with a 2.630-second mar- 
gin of victory over Miller, with Taylor 
third - a season best for both riders. 
Nobles was fourth, well ahead of Offbeat 
Productions' Cory Call, who held fifth 
place for the better part of the 15-lap 
race. 





Curtis Adams (145) prevailed after a race- 
long battle with Shawn Higbee in the Pro 
Thunder race. 


Bostrom's win moves him to second 
in the championship standings with 111 
points, just 12 points behind leader 
Nobles. Taylor is now third with 106 
points, just ahead of Miller's 101. 
Notably absent from Sears Points was 
Team Valvoline Emgo Suzuki's Tray 
Batey, who was third prior to this week- 
end's race. Batey is now sixth with 88 
points, two behind Call. EN

Adams at 
home

O range County Triumph’s Curtis 
Adams wasn’t at his home track of 
Willow Springs as he had been the 
week before, but as the season wears on 
it is becoming quite clear that any track 
is Adams’ home track in the Progressive 
Insurance Pro Thunder Series. The only 
race he hasn’t won this season was the 
race he didn’t go to: the season opener in 
Phoenix. After that, it’s been all Adams. 

And while the Triumph Daytona 
rider stood atop the box at Sears Point, 
getting there wasn’t without its difficul- 
ties. Foremost of these was Tilley’s H-D 
Buell’s Shawn Higbee, who got the jump 
at the start. But Adams was right with 
him, immediately exerting pressure on 
the Buell rider. Higbee yielded to the 
pressure in the carousel on the first lap 
in what would be many passes for the 
lead - the pair never more than a few 
lengths apart - on the bumpy and tech- 
nical 2.52-mile racecourse. 

In the end, the differences in the bikes 
determined who could take the advan- 
tage where, and each time the other 
would lead he'd learn the relative 
strengths and weaknesses of his adver- 
sa 


"Through the esses my bike went 
pretty good through there and then on 
the brakes my bike seemed to work pret- 
ty good," Adams said. "Shawn's bike 
seemed to accelerate a little bit better 








right off the corners, and it seemed to 
plant the tire a little bit better. Headed 
up the hill, his bike seemed to drive a lit- 
tle better through that right-hander and 
then on up the hill. So it was just a little 
different in a couple different spots. And 
I think we each tried to change our lines 
a little bit to compensate for that - and 
we learned from each other - I could see 
where he was gaining from me and like 
say, ‘Okay, just let off the brakes, you 
know, and you'd just try to roll through 
just a fraction of a bit better." 

Though Higbee didn't come out on 
top in the heated race-long battle, ulti- 
mately having to settle for second after 
getting balked on the final go-around by 
a lapped rider, he said that after last year 
he was happy to finally be racing with 
someone. 

"Last year I ran in the Buell Lightning 
series (in NASB), so I kind of got used to 
a lot of runaway victories and got used 
to running by myself," Higbee said. 
“When we started in Phoenix, things 
went pretty much my way. It was kind 
of refreshing in a way to start battling 
again. It makes the race more interesting. 
I think I got a little rusty and might need 
to work on my techniques." 

Lapped riders played an important 
role in the race for the lead and led to 
one of the more exciting moments of 
what was an exciting race when Adams 
and Higbee passed a lapped rider on 
either side with mere inches to spare, 
Adams even wheelying his way past. 

“It’s basically just split-second timing 
when you're out there,” Adams said of 
trying to get by slower traffic. “If 
Shawn’s leading I know I’m going to 
work his way by him, and If I’m leading 
he knows I’m going to work my way by 
him. If one of us takes a chance, the 
other one almost has to. It’s almost that 
in a battle like that you have to take that 
risk. There really wasn’t a problem, but 
some of the spots were really close. 
Some of the speed differences between 
the lappers and us were pretty great. 
Even though it was really close, we went 
by pretty quick, and there wasn’t a lot of 
time spent side to side.” 

“We were always encountering traf- 
fic, and I just didn’t take the chances on 
the last lap around one back marker, and 
Curtis got away,” Higbee said. "We'll 
take second - we've still got a few races 
left to go." 

The intensity of the battle for first in 
this case carried the leaders away from 
third-placed Paul Harrell, also riding for 
Orange County Triumph. Harrell, the 
points leader coming into this round, 
had gotten off to a fourth-place start 
behind 10-K Racing's Ducati Super- 
mono-mounted Cal Rayborn III. It didn't 
take long for Harrell to motor past Ray- 
born, but by the third lap he was already 
some seven seconds behind the leaders, 
and trouble was in any case on its way 
for the Triumph rider. 

"In the beginning of the race I 
thought I had a pretty good shot at it,” 





Harrell said: "But then about the third or 
fourth lap I started having - my bike's 
fuel-injected, and it started drawing a lot 
of juice, and on about the fourth lap it 
started cutting out a little bit. Then 
gauges went dead. I would be in the 
middle of the corner and it (the engine) 
would shut off and come back on, so I 
just wanted to get it done and get it 
home. The bike ran great. It was just a 
stupid battery problem." 

Though third certainly wasn't disas- 
trous for Harrell, is was a poor enough 
finish that race winner Adams takes over 
the lead in the championship point 
standings by one point, 147-146. Higbee 
is just 10 points behind Adams and look- 
ing forward to the next round and a 
fresh motorcycle. 

41 came into this round really hoping 
the Buell would win here," Higbee said. 
"I'm pretty disappointed that we didn't, 
but the three weekends in a row really 
beat up our equipment, so I think that 
having the break before Road Atlanta 
Don (Tilley) will get the bike back into 
tune." 

Harrell, meanwhile, lost the points 
advantage his consistent finishes this 
season had gotten him and he is begin- 
ning to realize that he may have to take 
some more risks to get the points he 
needs to stay ahead. 

"]'m getting real nervous," Harrell 
said. “I know it's going to be tough here 
pretty quick for me. I haven't even got- 
ten to win yet so I'm going to really put 
my head down at the next one and see 
what happens." 

Rayborn was a lonely fourth at the 
line after narrowly avoiding a collision 
with Motorcycle Online's Mark Miller, 
whose Buell dropped a valve on the first 
lap. Motorcycle Unlimited's Craig 
McLean was fifth after coming out on 
top of an early-race tussle with Big Val- 
ley Honda's David White and Chandelle 
Motorsports’ Paul Orlandi, sixth and 
seventh, respectively. eN

JEREZ DE LA FRONTERA, SPAIN, MAY 3 
hree races with three different 
1 winners is proof enough of a major 
revival in 500cc Grand Prix racing. 
The fact that this time it was Alex Criv- 
ille in front, after a fierce battle with 
Repsol Honda teammate Mick Doohan, 
is proof that the faith of the home-nation 
fans can achieve plenty. 

Under the adoring gaze of 120,000 
fans, Criville produced a storming ride, 
the first time he has ridden aggressively 
since he was badly injured in practice 
for the Dutch GP last year - perhaps the 
first since he won the race here last year. 
The message was clear: Alex Criville is 
back. 

"I want to dedicate this win to my 
father, who died last February," he said. 
"I'm really pleased, because now the 
bike is working well after all the prob- 
lems we had in the first two races. There 
was a lot of pressure on me for the last 
lap, because I knew Mick was right 
behind me and could come past me at 
any moment." 

As for Doohan, second was the best 
he could achieve after battling suspen- 
sion problems throughout two days of 
practice. He eventually qualified fifth, 
the first time he has not been on the 
front row in 30 races. 

The four-time World Champion led 
for much of today's race and firmly 
resisted Criville's first attempt at over- 
taking. In the end, however, his suspen- 
sion and consequent tire problems 
meant he had to be satisfied with a close 
second. | 

“Т really enjoyed that race," he said $ 
afterward. "There were a couple of 
places in the closing laps where I could $i 
have tried to stuff it inside him, but my | 
front grip wasn't good, and I didn't 
want to risk bringing him down as-well 
in one of our famous double acts, as 
we've done before." (A kindly remark, 
since it was Alex who did it to Mick, in 
Australia in 1997.) 

The pair were pressed all the way by 
Japanese GP winner Max Biaggi and his 
Marlboro Honda, who finished less than | 
a half-second behind Doohan and held 
on to the World Championship lead. 
The first three crossed the line within 
less than a second, while fourth-placed 
Carlos Checa and his Movistar Honda 
were less than two more seconds adrift. 

Hondas still dominated, with Alex | 
Barros fifth, fending off Rainey Yama- 
ha's Norick Abe and Repsol Honda's 
Tadayuki Okada over the line. Slow 
starter Nobuatsu Aoki came through for 
a lonely eighth on the factory Suzuki. 

Another revival of the weekend came 
from Team Roberts, whose Modenas 
triples put their slow start to the season 
behind them with strong performances 
in qualifying. Threatened race-day rain 
stayed away, which scotched any hopes 
of a really good result, but ninth and 
10th from Kenny Roberts Jr. and Ralf 
Waldmann represented a revival of for- 
tunes - especially since they finished 
ahead of several V-fours, including 
11th-placed World Superbike Champion 
John Kocinski. 

Earlier, Aprilias had dominated the 
250cc GP, with Loris Capirossi starting 
from an all-Aprilia front row to take his 
first win since 1994. Nastro Azzurro 
Aprilia's Valentino Rossi was a close 
second, while the Hondas were left to 
dispute a distant third after early leader 
Tetsuya Harada pulled into the pits dra- 
matically on the second lap. 

Third went to Chesterfield Honda's 
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(Opposite page) Spaniard Alex 
Criville became the third different 
winner of the season when he won 
the Spanish 500cc Grand Prix at 
Jerez.

Olivier Jacque, the Frenchman passing 
Benetton Honda's Tohru Ukawa on the 
final lap. 

Harada, meanwhile, had an extra- 
ordinary afternoon, pulling out of the 
pits again to join the race one lap behind 
but with the two leaders. At first it 
appeared he might be planning to act as 
a blocker in case any Hondas came up - 
but instead he overtook Rossi, with the 
effect of allowing Capirossi to make a 
small and ultimately crucial break. Con- 
:ѕрігасу theorists were having a field 
day, but speculation was cut short when 
Harada was black-flagged and disquali- 
fied: The rules only allow a rider to 
rejoin the race if he has worked on his 
bike on the pit apron, while Harada had 
ridden into the garage. 

UGT Aprilia’s Kazuto Sakata took an 
assured start-to-finish win in the 125cc 
GP, the first of the day, leaving UGT 
Honda's Tomomi Manako to win the 
battle for second from young Italian 
Mirko Giansanti and his Matteoni 
Honda. 


500cc GRAND PRIX 


,It looked more like a 125cc race as the 
fielded bunched off the line, and contin- 
ued to do so as they remained close as 
anything as the race wore on. 

Barros led the first lap, but Doohan 
was packed up close and outbraked him 
the second time down the back straight 
to take a lead he held until the 16th lap. 
But there was never any question of him 
breaking away, as Barros drifted back- 
ward to be displaced first by Biaggi and 
then by Criville. 

This trio was narrowly in control, but 
Checa was also coming from behind, with 





Okada with him and sometimes ahead. It 
took the Spaniard until lap eight to finally 
get past both Barros and Okada for good 
and start to close the gap, which was now 
about 2.5 seconds. He did so slowly but 
with such intent that it seemed for a while 
as though there may have been four rid- 
ers battling for the win. . 

It never quite happened, however, 
though he did get to within a second of 
third-placed Biaggi in the closing laps. 

By then, the front-runners were heav- 
ily engaged with one another. 

Criville first attacked Doohan at the 
start of lap 16, slipping inside under 
braking at the uphill first corner. 
Doohan responded directly at the sec- 
ond one, forcefully pushing his team- 
mate back to second. But he was having 
trouble with front-end adhesion, and 
when on the next lap Criville attacked 
again at the end of the back straight, 
Doohan had no defense. 

With 10 laps left, Criville put his 
head down and rode like a demon, 
stretching the gap to almost a second. 
But it was not over, and Doohan is a 
redoubtable competitor even when his 
bike is not performing to his liking. 

“Т upped the pace in the last three 
laps, and I got back onto Alex," Doohan 
said. "But I always knew it would be 
tough to pass." 

Thus Criville claimed his second suc- 
cessive victory at his home GP, with 
Doohan right on his back wheel. 

"| chose a harder front tire, and it 
worked well for me," Criville said. “It’s 
something very special to win like this 
here for a second time." 

Doohan, on a softer front, was philo- 
sophical. 








“After all the suspension problems 
we've had here, today was probably the 
best the bike has been all weekend. 
We're still not on top of the suspension. 
HRC say it's the same as last year, but it 
feels different. Some parts may have 
been manufactured differently. Honda 
got the top five in the race, but they 
must stay on top of their game or they 
may find there'll be some defectors.” 

Biaggi showed Doohan his front 
wheel a couple of times, but a slide on 
the last lap meant he wasn't a factor in 
the final run to the line. 

"In the early part of the race there 
were several chances to go ahead," he 
said, “but I wasn't sure I could hold on 
to the lead. I decided to stay with Mick 
and Alex. There were some parts of the 
track where I was faster, but the slide on 
the last lap lost me a lot of time. Third is 
okay - it is only my third 500 race." 

Some ways back, Barros successfully 
repassed Abe, who had another good 
race, fighting back all the way to the 
line. 

“I was having some big slides from 
the rear - maybe because it was hotter 
today," Abe said. 

He still had enough to beat Okada by 
half-a-tenth. The Honda rider was 
depressed. 

"I solved my chatter problem from 
practice, but the handling in the race 
was never right," Okada explained. 

Aoki was not pleased to be eighth, 
but reported encouragement nonethe- 
less. 

"The bike has some little problems, 
but we get it better every race," the new 
Suzuki rider said. 

Roberts was three seconds behind at 
the finish. "When I was with the V- 
fours, they were slowing me down mid- 
corner, so I couldn't use my better cor- 
ner speed," he explained. “Then I lost 
the draft, and things got a bit more slip- 
pery for me." 

Waldmann was three seconds behind 
him at the finish, delighted to have put 
two seconds on Kocinski. The American 
was reluctant to explain his poor perfor- 
mance. 






















"Read the press release," he smiling- 
ly told journalists. Trouble is, there 
wasn't one, leading to speculation that 
his Spanish team had not made their 
best efforts on his behalf this weekend, 
favoring instead their other rider, 
Checa. 

Gibernau was a lonely 12th, with 
Simon Crafar 13th, professing himself 
pleased, if only to have finished. Red 
Bull Yamaha teammate Regis Laconi 
was another 13 seconds behind, after a 
long battle with V-twin rider Garry 
McCoy which had included several col- 
lisions. 

“We were just having fun,” McCoy 
said. 

Kyoji Nanba was 16th, somewhat at 
sea in his first European GP. The rest 
were spaced out, with Sebastien Gim- 
bert finishing top Honda V-twin in 17th, 
ahead of Yukio Kagayama. The Suzuki 
rider had been in the points, but slid off 
after losing the front wheel. With true 
gung-ho spirit, he climbed back to con- 
tinue. 

“I haven't retired for the past year 
and a half, so as long as I am still okay, I 
will finish," Kagayama grinned. 

Matt Wait had another disappointing 
day. 

“1 had suspension and carb prob- 
lems, so I just had to ride around," he 
said. 
Biaggi's title lead remained safe. The 
Italian has 57 points to Criville's 51, and 
Doohan also moved past Checa to take 
over third with 45. Checa has 41 points, 
and Okada is fifth with 29. 


250cc GRAND PRIX 


Considering the potential, this was 
not a particularly exciting race. Harada 
took off in the lead from Jacque, but at 
the end of the second lap the former 
slowed dramatically and pulled into the 
pits soon afterward while the latter 
faded to become embroiled in a three- 
way Honda battle with Ukawa and Ste- 
fano Perugini. 

It was Perugini in front at the end of 
lap two, then Jacque, Capirossi and 
Rossi. The most exciting move of the 
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race came on the third lap, when Rossi - 
looking a great deal like a young 
Schwantz, all elbows and aggression - 
muscled past the lot of them on the back 
straight to take the lead - swerving 
through the pack to dive onto the brakes 
ultra-late. 

By lap five, Capirossi had caught him 
again, and two laps later he passed the 
young Italian at the end of the back 
straight. At about this point, Harada 
rejoined the leading party for his extra- 
ordinary but short-lived role as appar- 
ent spoiler. Later he merely said that 
he’d been hoping to get a point or two, 
and they were running slowly so he 
thought he would get ahead. He passed 
Rossi and slowed him a little, but before 
he could also attack Capirossi, he got a 
"slow" signal from his pit, and soon: 
afterward the black flag. 

Capirossi said afterward that his race 
had been as untroubled as it looked. 
“My bike and my tires were perfect, and 
I surprised myself that I didn't make a 
single mistake," he said. 

Rossi was not so sanguine. 

“I don't know why Harada passed 
me, but it gave Loris a small lead. I 
caught up again, but it used up my 
tires." He also admitted a gearing mis- 
take. "I chose long gearing for a good 
lap time, but I forgot that a 250 is differ- 
ent from a 125. After 10 laps the tires 





start sliding, and that gearing doesn't 
work so well anymore." ә 

Не did have a stab at closing the gap 
at the finish, but to no avail. Thus his 
first-ever 250cc-class finish was second 
rather than first, by 3.4 seconds. 

Perugini held third for a while, but 
before half-distance Ukawa was push- 
ing away ahead, and Jacque went with 
him. The pair stuck together like glue, 
Ukawa doing all the work, with Jacque 
just nipping past on the final lap to 
claim an unexpected Honda rostrum by 
just over half a second. 

Meanwhile, Haruchika Aoki’s FCC 
Honda had come up to join Perugini, 
along with slow starter Marcellino Luc- 
chi. The Aprilia rider finally got the best 
of their three-way battle, claiming fifth 
almost 10 seconds ahead of Aoki, with 
Perugini three seconds back. 

Takeshi Tsujimura was next on the 
Semprucci Yamaha, with the other two 
Yamahas of Luis d’Antin and Osamu 
Miyazaki ninth and 10th, close together 
at the head of a subsidiary pack. 

There were only 18 finishers. Among 
those who failed to make the flag was 
Jurgen Fuchs. The Docshop Aprilia rider 
had qualified fifth, but his race bike 
blew up on the sighting lap. He grabbed 
his spare to start the warmup lap from 
pit lane, but retired after the bike over- 
heated.

Capirossi took the points lead on 45 
to Jacque’s 43.

Sakata claimed a start-to-finish victo- 
ry from a second-row start, moving 
inexorably ahead of the usual brawl 
from the first corner so that by the finish 
he had time to wave to the fans and still 
win by more than two seconds. 

The real battle was for second, with 
many vicissitudes as the group was 
whittled down from eight in the early 
stages to just four at the end. 

The position went to Manako after 
Noboru Ueda had made most of the 
running only to drop back in the closing 
laps, finishing fifth. Giansanti held third 
after a late challenge from Masao 
Azuma. 

At the start, Youichi Ui had led the 
group, but he was racing against the 
odds, having taken painkilling injections 
after breaking his foot in Malaysia. In a 
brave effort, he qualified on the front 
row, and hung on in the race to finish 
seventh. 

Pole starter Roberto Locatelli crashed 
out of the group on the fourth lap after 
disputing the same piece of track with 
fellow Honda rider Lucio Cecchinello. 








The latter also crashed out six laps later. 
Then Gianluigi Scalvini also left the 
party at a tangent, running into the 
gravel, and rejoining to finish eighth. 
Sakata also claimed the title lead, on 
60 points to Manako's 56. Three riders 
are equal third on 36 points - Ueda, 
Giansanti and Azuma. єх

Checa's pole, Doohan fifth! 
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Sensation in Spain! Mick Doohan off the front row of the 
grid! For the first time in 30 races, the defending champion 
failed to make the top four, after yet another hectic final qualify- 
ing session that saw the top 10 not only inside the circuit lap 
record, but also within the same second. Positions in the leading 
group also shuffled and reshuffled in the closing minutes, and 
Max Biaggi pushed Doohan out of the leading four at the end. 

Pole went to Carlos Checa, the first ever for the one-time GP 
winner. Always likably modest, he praised his team and his 
bike, adding: “Everything has been good for me. There is no 
reason why I should not win tomorrow." 

A sentiment not necessarily shared by his front-row com- 
panions. 

Second went to Tadayuki Okada, pole man last year, who 
complained about his Honda's suspension - a problem echoed 
by all his Repsol teammates. “It was only at the end of practice 
that I started to feel comfortable and could work on tire choice," 
he said. 

Alex Criville was alongside, less than four-tenths down on 
pole and also insisting that victory was possible. A winner here 
last year, he had solved his Honda suspension problems by 
changing the front fork springs and reverting to last year's set- 
tings. 

Biaggi was fourth, preserving his perfect three-out-of-three 
record, but adding his voice to the chorus of complaints. 

“I cannot get to feel comfortable, and I am not so confident 
about this race," he said. 

The most vivid illustration of Honda's problems came from 
Doohan, who ended up fifth, half a second away from pole, and 
proceeded to deliver damning comments on Honda and their 
lack of commitment. The suspension was his new target, along 
with his now familiar complaint about the engine and the new 
fuel. He disbelieved HRC's comments that the suspension was 


the same as last year, and complained that the suspension engi- 
neer had been fiddling with it all through practice. 

“I think we've got ourselves a bit muddled,” he said. But of 
course a second-row start is not so bad, and a rider of his caliber 
could hardly be ruled out. 

MoviStar Honda's John Kocinski was alongside, having also 
been in the top four earlier on. He continues with his softly-soft- 
ly approach. 

"I'm getting more comfortable on the bike, but we're not 
there yet," he said. 

The sensation of practice came from the Modenas triples, 
putting their problems of the first two races well behind them as 
they even claimed a provisional front-row start on the first day 
of practice. Kenny Roberts Jr. was the faster rider, finishing up 
seventh, well among the V-fours and fastest non-Honda. Even 
he praised the chassis development that newcomer Waldmann 
had brought into the team, adding plausibility to the German's 
comment: “They are listening to my ideas and I have been able 
to help them a lot." 

Alex Barros completed row two on his V-four Honda; Wald- 
mann led row three from Haruchika Aoki's Suzuki. He too had 
been in the top four at one point, and was confident enough. 

“We changed the back suspension and now I have a better 
feeling from the bike so I can ride ‘round the handling prob- 
lems," he said. 

Rainey Yamaha's Norick Abe was alongside, then Sete 
Gibernau on the top V-twin Honda. Then came the returning 
Regis Laconi, who crashed once again in practice. 

"This time I lifted my foot up so I didn't hurt my ankle," he 
said. 

Kyoji Nanba was next, then Yuko Kagayama on the second 
Suzuki - both of them Jerez first-timers who had trouble repro- 
ducing their strong form of the previous race. Kagayama 


crashed on day two, one of many to fall victim to the track's

At Suzuka, 
Doohan was. observed rubbing his arms, and he commented jok- 
ingly, “I'm getting too old for this." Two weeks later in Malaysia 
he won the race and said, "I guess that proves that anyone who 
said | was past it was wrong." He admitted later that his arm had 
pumped up in thé Malaysian race as well. Tendonitis or compart- 
ment syndrome is the curse of the longtime racer. It was this ail- 
ment that ended Freddie Spencer's career, and a number of other 
riders have suffered from a variety of complaints dubbed “Racer's 
Wrist." 


There were at least three fatal accidents as the annual Spanish 
madness took hold of the huge crowds at Jerez. The main street 
of the town and others nearby were closed off and bikers given 
almost free reign for wheelie displays and other impromptu 
excesses. 





HRC will be missing the IRTA tests at Jarama іп the week after 
the Jerez race - reputedly because of a shortage of spare parts. 
This follows a broadside from Mick Doohan in the Spanish press, 
criticizing their lack of commitment, and a continuing chorus of 
complaint from the works 250cc teams, beginning to despair of 
ever getting the parts they need to make their all-new twin-crank 
250s competitive. HRC's malaise seems to be compounded by a 
variety of problems, including reliability weaknesses exposed by 
the new no-lead fuel. After Doohan's catastrophic crankshaft fail- 
ure in Japan, service life of the V-four NSR crankshaft has been 
cut from 930 miles to 310 miles. This has been a major factor in 
the shortage of parts. The NSR crankshaft has always been diffi- 
cult and very labor-intensive to manufacture accurately, though 
HRC had been on top of the situation after the first few years of 
the V-four engine, which was introduced in 1984. 


The V-twin 500cc Honda has. also been stricken with: problems 
since the advent of the no-lead fuel. Privateers have found serious 
difficulties in getting the carburetion set right, while works rider 
Sete Gibernau has reportedly been reduced to using produc- 
tion parts because of problems with the works development 
motor. The hard-pressed 250 runners have been told that the new 
parts they have been demanding since the first race will not be 
forthcoming before the French GP, a month away. 


A fuel scandal is brewing after only two races regarding the new 
low-lead formula, after one of the works Repsol Hondas was 
allegedly found to be running an illegal brew іп the Malaysian GP. 
News leaked from Switzerland, where the fuel sample was tested. 
But so far there has been no public confirmation, giving rise to 
suspicions that the FIM are trying to sweep the matter under the 
carpet. Then, halfway through the weekend, the FIM made an offi- 
cial announcement. "In order to stop all the rumors, we officially 
communicate that the fuel tests carried out at... Johor Bahru are 
still under consideration. The results will be communicated very 
shortly: According to Switzerland-based journalist Gunther 
Wiesinger, the sample in question came from Tadayuki Okada's 
V-four Honda - and since the Japanese rider crashed out of the 
race, this means he can hardly be penalized. However, his team- 
mates Mick Doohan, Alex Criville and Sete Gibernau were pre- 
sumably running the same fuel, and Doohan won the race. 


The sample was tested at the state-owned EMPA institute, 
along with nine other samples. Ten samples were also tested 
from the Japanese GP. All were found to be within the regula- 
tions. It is not known in which aspect Okada's sample failed, but it 
is thought that the FIM are seeking. a second opinion from the 
Inchcape Institute in England. The potential scandal follows. con- 


troversy over fuel, with both Elf and Repsol runners suffering com- 
pared to most other teams, which use New-Tech fuel from an 
independent company. There were rumors that Repsol runners 
actually used Elf fuel in Japan, and Elf barrels were seen in the 
Repsol pits in Spain. 


Jean-Michel Bayle's return to racing was postponed indefi- 
nitely after the French former motocross superstar failed to make 
it back for the Spanish GP. Bayle suffered a severe concussion 
after a testing crash before the season, but he had hoped to 
return to his saddle on the factory Rainey Yamaha for the first 
race in Europe. But һе is still not recovered, and doctors say that 
they can make no definite prognostication of when he will be able 
to race again. Japanese Yamaha factory tester Kyoji Nanba took 
his place in Spain and for the subsequent races. Nanba took the 
opportunity of an unexpected European GP to apologize to Mick 
Doohan for suggesting he had knocked him off in the Malaysian 
GP. "At the time | felt as though | had been hit from behind, but 
studying the video footage clearly shows that was not the case," 
he said. He fell off on the straight soon after the start of the race. 


Former 500cc World Motocross Champion Hakan Carlqvist 
was a visitor to the Spanish GP. The Swedish rider, who won the 
500cc championship in 1982, spent most of his time with top 
Yamaha officials and in Wayne Rainey's pit. 


The race is on to build a brand-new circuit in time for a South 
African Grand Prix for next season, with track engineers and 
architects visiting Jerez as they prepare to bring the bulldozers in 
to the new site at the end of May. The race is proposed for April 
18 next year at a new track to be built on the site of an existing 
circuit at Welkom, but can only go ahead if the track is completed 
for final FIM homologation inspection by the end of December. 
"We should make the deadline," said Bobby Hartslief, chief exec- 
utive of the newly formed Phakisa Corporation, which is backed 
by the Orange Free State provincial government to promote inter- 
national sports events and development. "We must have the rac- 
ing surface and safety provisions in place by that deadline. Pit 
buildings and other facilities can come later." The site is very flat, 
which they hope to exploit in order to give spectators extensive 
views of the whole circuit, he added. The proposed bike GP and 
associated new circuit is the corporation's first project, and 
although they hope to: build a multipurpose motor-sports facility, 
there are no plans to seek a car GP. This frees the new track 
from having. to cater primarily to Formula One cars, which has 
been the reason for the current fashion in building twisty stop- 
and-go circuits favored by the Formula One establishment 
because they tend to make the cars bunch up. It has the opposite 
effect on motorcycles, which produce closer racing on fast cir- 
cuits with sweeping corners, such as Suzuka, Assen and Phillip 
Island. 


The time.has come to consider dropping the two-stroke 500s as 
the premier racing class, according to Mr. Toshimitso lio, 
head of Yamaha's racing division. "We should. be thinking about 
instituting a feasibility study for an alternative," lio told journalists 
in à series of small-scale press conferences. “But it will be diffi- 
cult to find an alternative. We should continue to have two- 
strokes racing in the 125 and 250cc classes, as.a low-cost series 
for privateers and smaller teams," he said. The idea of dropping 
the obsolescent two-stroke: 500s is not so radical. The news is 
that such a senior representative of the Japanese industry spoke 
about it publicly and on the record. In private conversations with 
this reporter, other senior industry figures have expressed the 
same idea, while there is a similar body of opinion expressed 
behind closed doors at top levels of racing management. Sports 
two-stroke motorcycles have become unfashionable over the past 
two decades, while the green lobby is also against smoky two- 
strokes. Honda has announced that they will cease production of 
all two-strokes in the near future. However, any replacement class 
would have to have sufficiently free regulations for the motorcy- 
cles to be significantly faster than the 250s. The current Super- 
bikes, fairly closely linked to production machines, are faster only

Sufficiently free regulations 
would open the door to escalating costs, and make it increasingly 
difficult for anyone other than major manufacturers to remain 
involved. 


With the retirement of veterans Jorge Martinez and Luca

starts. Barros, still only 27 (he lied about his age to start racing at

The Australian GP at Phillip Island may have been saved for an 
extended period of time by behind-the-scenes negotiations with 
GP rights-holders Dorna after officials from the Melbourne-based 
Grand Prix Corporation flew to Spain for crisis talks at the end of 
March. GP Corporation chairman Ron. Walker and then-chief 
executive Judith Griggs visited Dorna managing director Carmelo 
Espeleta in Madrid before the Japanese GP. and it is thought they 
were seeking a reduction in the annual fee for staging the GP. 
Espelata, interviewed exclusively at the Spanish GP, agreed that 
they had met, but said the renegotiations went beyond just the 
fee. "We are talking about increasing the duration of our contract 
with them. It currently runs to 2001, and we are talking about 
adding more time to it, along with renegotiating the fee. But there 
is no problem with this year's race," he said. The state-owned 
corporation got the race back from Sydney's Eastern Creek cir- 
cuit last year. It is thought that they paid S3 million for the privi- 
lege - a record fee, which is furthermore subject to an inflation- 
proof escalation clause. Тһе GP Corporation had recently broken 
all records in car racing. paying a very high price (thought to be 
about $15 million Australian) to capture the car GP from Adelaide. 
Now, after taking a loss on the first bike GP, they are thought to 
be trying to cut costs. As a state-owned corporation, it is taxpay- 
ers' money they are losing. Judith Griggs has since left the corpo- 
ration "for personal reasons" to return to London, where she 
works as a contracts lawyer, working closely with Formula One

It 
ended up sliding out from under me a 
couple times." 

Just as Lehman had moved his 250 
up in the overall standings, YZ125- 
mounted Esposito was doing the same. 
Esposito caught and passed class-lead- 
ing Van Stee midway through the sec- 
ond loop and held it open all the way to 
the finish for the class win. 

"Esposito went by me, and I stayed 
with him for a little bit,” said Van Stee, 
who admitted to being sick the entire 
week prior to the event. “I only got to 
ride the bomb once, so I didn’t get the 
start that I knew I needed to get to be 
out front. I just hit a wall right about 
when he passed me, and after that I just 
couldn’t hold on. I can’t complain, 
though. I still had a good ride.” 

Van Stee was not the only Kawasaki 
rider to lose a spot on the second loop. 
In fact, Brown lost many spots, ending 
his chances of a decent finish when his 





rear-axle nut came off. Chiapuzio inher- 
ited fourth place but nearly put himself 
out of the race trying to catch third- 
placed Book's dust. 

"| was getting ready to pass Brown, 
and then he just stopped," said 16-year- 
old Chiapuzio. "I moved into fourth and 
started seeing Book's dust, but then I 
crashed. I hit some whoops and 
swapped back and forth and got all out 
of control.

At about the same time Chiapuzio 
was picking himself off the ground, 
Davis was making his move on Krause 
for the lead.

"I came 
into a narrow wash and just panic- 
braked at a turn and killed the motor. It 
took me two kicks to get it started, and 
that is when he got around me.

Davis pushed just long enough to put 
Krause out of his sight and then cruised 
at a comfortable but fast pace all the 
way to the finish. The win puts Davis in 
a comfortable points lead in the best-of- 
seven series. 

“My Yamaha worked great,” said the 
Montclair Yamaha-backed racer about 
his smart ride to the lead. “The start was 
just a freak thing. When you're behind, 
though, you have to do whatever you 
need to do to get the lead. You have to 
take chances, but the last thing you 
want to do is end up out in the bushes." 

Krause turned in his best ride in a 
National this year, besting his third 
place in Utah. Book held on long 
enough to top the 250s in just his fourth 
race since switching to the Montclair 
Yamaha team with Davis. Chiapuzio 
turned in a stellar performance and will 
most likely prove to be a top National 
contender in the future. Lehman's 
incredible jaunt from a poor start to fifth 








overall earned him third in the highly 
competitive 250cc class. 

Hamel's stellar start kept him toward 
the top in sixth, third in the Open class, 
followed by fourth Open-classer Capt. 
The 250s of Hengeveld, Summers and 
Hallgath rounded out the top 10 and 
finished four-five-six in their respective 
classes. Team T Racing's Esposito 
chalked up his third 125cc-class win of 
the series in an impressive 11th.

CLARKSBURG, WV, APR. 26 
t was just a matter of time until 
Team Suzuki's Rodney Smith stood 
atop the podium during the 1998 
AMA Grand National Cross Country 
Series. After scoring in the top ілгее 
every race so far this season (a feat 
equaled only by Team Kawasaki's Fred 
Andrews), Smith finally topped the field 
with his controlled, methodical 
approach to racing. Neither flashy nor 
boisterous on the track or off, Smith, 








with his workmanlike manner and with 
his eye on the title, has moved into a tie 
with Andrews for the series points lead 
at 76 apiece with this win. One of the 
most decorated riders in the GNCC 
field, the Californian would like nothing 
more than to add the Cross Country 
crown to his list of championships, 
which include multiple National Hare 
Scrambles and National Reliability Tri- 
als series titles. 

Cause for celebration in the Suzuki 
pits didn't stop with Smith. Finishing a 
strong second for his first top-three ride

of the year was Smith's teammate, Steve 
Hatch. 

After battling injuries and a disap- 
pointing start to the year, Hatch found 
the strategy that propelled him into the 
lead for much of the race and, ultimate- 
ly, into a welcomed second overall. 

Starting out fast and breaking away 
from the pack early on was the former 
National Enduro Champion's strategy, 





and it paid off for Hatch with the runner- 
up ride. As much as a minute ahead of 
his nearest challenger at the race's mid- 
point, Hatch finally fell to the charge of 
his teammate Smith with one lap to go. 

Fred Andrews completed the top 
three after overcoming a horrible start 
and multiple pileups on lap one. Turn- 
ing in one of his hardest-fought finishes 
of the season, Andrews put his Team 
Kawasaki/ Andrews Racing KX250 into 
the top three for the fourth straight 
event, and he maintains the points lead 
(which he now shares with Smith). 

Team Yamaha/Sport Cycles Racing's 
Doug Blackwell turned in not only his 
first GNCC finish of the year but a fine 
ride that netted fourth overall. With his 
attention divided equally among the 
National Hare Scrambles and National 
Enduro Series (where he sits tied for 
first and third overall, respectively), in 
addition to the GNCC, Blackwell finally 
hit his stride close to his home in Park- 
ersburg, West Virginia. 

Also collecting his first checkered 
flag of the season was the final third of 
Suzuki's GNCC trio, Britain's Paul 
Edmondson, in fifth. It had been almost 
a year since "Eddy" finished a GNCC 
event after enduring knee and shoulder 
injuries and the necessary recovery time. 

Once again, near-perfect racing 
weather greeted the competitors and 
spectators who made the trek to central 
West Virginia for round four at the 
Wilderness campground. Nestled in a 
valley in the Appalachian mountains, 
the venue provides a picturesque setting 
for an off-road race, as the pits are 
arranged around a pond and a hillside 
water-slide. The 11-mile course was 
muddy in spots from rains two days 
previous and just a hint of dust was pre- 
sent by day's end - nearly ideal condi- 
tions for the National event. 

Twenty-two riders comprised the Pro 
field, with all of the top competitors 
healthy and in attendance with the 
notable exception of Team KTM's 
National Enduro Champion Michael 
Lafferty. After posting promising finish- 
es at the first three GNCC rounds, Laf- 
ferty will be concentrating his efforts on 
the National Enduro and Hare Scram- 
bles series. 

It was no surprise when a duo of 
Suzukis snared the holeshot, as 
Edmondson and Hatch immediately 
jumped to the forefront. Team Kawasa- 
ki's Brian Keegan, Blackwell, the Gas 
Gas of Duane Conner, and Team KTM's 
Scott Plessinger were on their heels as 
the pack snaked around the looping off- 
camber track that led into the woods. 
Smith was midpack, and further back 
were Andrews and Team Honda's 
defending GNCC Champion Scott Sum- 
mers. Andrews, Summers and Team 
Yamaha/HWK  Racing's Randy 
Hawkins would tangle with a downed 
rider before leaving the spectators" 
view, and they would be forced to play 
catch-up from the very start. 

After one lap, Edmondson still held 
the point, with teammate Hatch in his 
wake. Running in third and enjoying his 
best early ride of the season was Conner 
on his Spanish-made machine. The 
GNCC veteran’s time at the front would 
be short-lived, however; he crashed and 
was forced to retire on lap two. Behind 
Conner were Keegan, Smith, Plessinger 
and Mid-South Hare Scrambles Series 
Champion Mike Sampson, who was 
aboard a TM. Rounding out the top 10 
were Blackwell, Yamaha-mounted Scott 
McLaughlin and Summers, with 
Andrews and Hawkins not far behind. 

By lap two, Hatch had not only 
claimed the lead but put 54 seconds on 




























the pack. Keegan inherited the runner- 
up slot, and Smith was already in third 
after a steady ascent through the field. 
Also on the move was Plessinger, in the 
fourth position and just ahead of 
Edmondson, who chose to back off in 
order to learn from his U.S. competitors. 

"It's been a long time since I finished 
a GNCC, and I've still got a bit to learn," 
Edmondson explained. "My technique 
through the trees is okay when I'm fol- 
lowing the track, but I basically need to 
ride off-trail a little bit more, you know, 
so I was following the other guys and 
watching how they do it. I need to learn 
a bit more about finding creative lines, as 
I call it." 

Summers and Andrews hooked up in 
sixth and seventh, and Andrews antici- 
pated a charge to the front that never 
materialized. 

“I saw Summers ahead of me, and if 
anybody can come through the pack, he 
sure can," said Andrews, "so I thought, 
‘Man, I'm just going to stay with him 
and go.’ But then it just didn't seem like 
we were getting anywhere. The guys 
(up front) started getting away, so I 
yelled at him, and he was nice enough 
to let me by to maybe pull him along 
and get him to go a little bit faster." 

Already struggling with lappers, 
Summers' race would be further compli- 
cated by a miscommunication; he failed 
to see his pit board telling him to stop 
for gas. According to a new rule imple- 
mented this year, riders are only 
allowed to gas in their official pit area, 
which meant that the National champ 
had to leave the race track to return to 
the Team Honda truck for refueling. 
After losing a minute of time, Summers 
was once again faced with charging 
back from a deficit. 

At the midpoint of the race, Hatch 
was still alone and out front, and he was 
maintaining a one-minute lead, while 
Smith and Plessinger diced for second. 
Plessinger's best effort of the year would 
ultimately end in disappointment, as it 





has so many times in recent history for 
the former GNCC Champion. The KTM 
rider would retire near race's end with a 
leaking rear shock, and legs reduced to 
rubber from trying to maintain control 
of the ill-handling motorcycle. 

With Plessinger out of the picture, 
Smith and Hatch were left alone at the 
front to decide the winner. A minute 
back was the pack of Andrews, Black- 
well, Edmondson, Keegan and Sum- 
mers, all within 22 seconds of one 
another after nearly two hours of racing. 

With one lap to go, Smith took the 
lead for the first time of the day in spec- 
tacular fashion. In view of the pits, and 
with a short distance to go to the white 
flag, Smith charged past Hatch in what 
appeared to be a high-flying move 
through a mudhole more common to a 
last-lap, last-ditch effort. That's because 
Smith thought that was just what it was. 

"Somebody told me that was the last 
lap," Smith said. "Coming in, when I

passed him (Hatch), I thought maybe it 
was the last lap; I wasn't sure. I got 
some miscommunication out there, and 
I thought it was maybe the checkered 
flag, so I floored it." 

The appearance of Smith was a sur- 
prise to Hatch, who thought that he held 
a comfortable cushion over second 
place. 

“I just saw a sign that said ‘plus 50 
seconds' and not more than a minute 
down the trail, Rodney was behind me,” 
Hatch explained. "I thought, ‘Holy cow, 
I don't know what I got (on my board), 
but I saw number four, and I knew it 
was going to be a battle now." 

Once in front, Smith cruised on to the 
win with 17 seconds to spare over 
Hatch. Two minutes back was Andrews, 
followed by Blackwell and Edmondson. 
Summers trailed behind the top five by 
a margin of 50 seconds, and Randy 
Hawkins was an equal distance back in 
seventh after overcoming arm pump 
early in the race. Washington state 
native turned West Virginia resident 
Scott McLaughlin carded his best GNCC 
finish of the year in eighth, followed by 
the Kawasakis of Keegan and 250cc A 
rider Jimmy Jarrett. су

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new chapter іп desmodue 
мМ sportbiking for Ducati? One 
= look at the new 900 Supersport 
says it all - and two days spent riding it 
over all kinds of roads confirm that first 
impressions are correct. 

The Italian company hasn't just 
spruced up its aging 90055 sportbike, 
either. The model that for so long under- 
pinned desmo V-twin production, but 
languished beyond its sell-by date for 
several years - thanks to the lack of 
development funds under Cagiva own- 
ership - has been made over. Twenty- 
five years after the first-ever 750SS V- 
twin desmo scored its historic one-two 
victory at Imola first time out, Ducati 
has reinvented the best-selling sportbike 
that works racer gave birth to (see side- 
bar). 

Taking only 15 months from penning 
the initial drawing to rolling the first 
example of a new model off the assem- 
bly line is a nanosecond in street-bike 
production terms, even if you're work- 
ing from an existing engine package. Yet 
that's how little time the first main- 
stream Ducati to be produced by the 
company's new design director, Pierre 
Terblanche, has taken to bring to market. 














It arrives complete with distinctive "Red 
Arrow" motif for the face of the bike, 
with a black stripe that bisects the nose 
of the fairing, swooping down from the 
pointy screen to the arrow-shaped head- 
lamp shroud, to create a bike that 
Terblanche says "represents the essence 
of Ducati functionality and style." 

The fact that he started work on the 
bike within weeks of TPG's takeover of 
the Italian bike company - producing 
the first prototype offshore in a Birming- 
ham, England, design studio to get over 
the lack of any in-house facilities in the 
Bologna factory - indicates the impor- 
tance that Ducati management places on 
the 900 Supersport. This is the key new 
model in TPG's no-compromise rescue 
plan: It had better be done right - and 
fast. 

Well, riding the first new model 
entirely conceived and developed under 
TPG management underlines how much 
added value American ownership is 
bringing to Ducati's product range - not 
only in terms of quality of manufacture 
(feel the depth of that paint, admire the 
cleaned-up look of the V-twin motor, 
approve how well all components from 
fairing panels to mounting brackets are 
screwed together) and claimed improve- 
ments in reliability, but also of design, 
dynamics and allure. 











This is indeed a new page in Ducati's 
“classic sport" two-valve sportbike saga, 
a fact Ducati is underlining by putting 
an emphasis on the model's full name, 
even if most customers will still call it 
the 900SS. 

The new fuel-injected 900 Supersport 
represents a serious option by any stan- 
dards to its TRX850/VTR1000/TL1000S 
Japanese V-twin rivals that have left 
hundreds of examples of the old neo- 
classic 900SS with grass growing under 
their wheels in dealerships around the 
world. And you don’t need to be a tricol- 
ore-blooded ducatista to appreciate that. 
This is the first desmodue sportbike of the 
modern era that measures up on equal 
terms against the best of the rest, slot- 
ting perfectly into Ducati’s range for the 
next millenium, between the ST2 sport 
tourer and the 748/916 otto valvole street 
racers. 

There is practically no comparison 
between the old slab-sided, carbureted 
900SS dating from 1991 and the volup- 
tuous new fuel-injected Supersport, 
beyond the fact they share the same 
essential air/oil-cooled two-valve 
engine package. Simply throwing a leg 
over the new one tells you how much it 
has changed. 

South African-born designer 
Terblanche, 42, who used to work for 





Cagiva in Varese, where his portfolio 
included the Ducati Supermono and. 
Cagiva Canyon/Grand Canyon, has 
headed Ducati's new in-house design 
department for the last 15 months. 
Terblanche recognized the flawed riding, 
position of the old bike - it left you sit- 
ting down too low, with footpegs mis- 
positioned and a feeling of having to 
reach up to the clip-ons - and redressed 
it. To do so, he has borrowed heavily 
from his Supermono racer, which in the 
five seasons I’ve been racing one has 
achieved the unlikely feat of allowing a 
6-foot rider like me to feel comfortable 
aboard a slim single with a 53.4-inch 
wheelbase. 

Terblanche is simply a master of 
packaging, and he has transplanted sev- 
eral Supermono design cues to the new 
Supersport, with the result that the V- 
twin feels like a slightly taller version of 
the single to sit on. These similar styling 
cues include not just his signature shape 
to the fairing and seat, but especially the 
fuel tank, which allows you to tuck your 
knees in tight so you feel a part of what 
seems in consequence to be a very slim 
bike. And yet the tank still provides à 
4.2-gallon fuel load that is adequate for 
a fuel-injected 904cc twin, compared ‘to 
the thirstier old carbureted bike's 4.6 
liters. And the trademark Terblanche 





fairing flanks not only deliver a more 
aerodynamic aspect by covering up the 
rider’s knees, they also contain internal 
ducting feeding forced air to the rear 
cylinder, thus dropping oil temperature 
70 degrees lower than before, says 
development engineer Andrea Forni. 
There’s a good-sized oil radiator above 
the front cylinder, monitored by a tem- 
| perature gauge on the dash. 

However, the major design debt 
owed to the Supermono by the new 
Supersport is less apparent: The seat-to- 
footpeg-to-handlebar ratio. The result 
delivers a seat height 1.6 inches higher 
than on the old 900SS, with rear-set 
footrests .4-inch higher, resulting in a 
sporting stance that doesn't put undue 
weight on your wrists and forearms, yet 
is reasonably aerodynamic at speed. 
You'll not find another sportbike more 
comfortable to ride around city streets - 
well, apart from the traditional stiff- 
action Ducati clutch. Some things never 
change. But thanks to the 900 Super- 
sport's nimble build and rational riding 
stance, and despite the low-cut screen, 
it’s also relatively untiring at 120-plus 
mph. The almost imperceptible reverse- 
curve.upper lip to the screen diverts 
high-speed airflow onto your chest, 
where it helps take the weight off your 
arms, yet it also gives a surprising 
degree of protection, especially in the 
rain, if you squat flat on the tank. It's 
more effective than it appears, and 
Ducati claims a top speed for the bike of 
140 mph, which - judging by the 120 
mph at 7500 rpm I saw on this British- 
spec bike - seems right. 

The 900 Supersport is also a true two- 
seater, in a way a hypersport bike like 
the 916 or R1 will never be, complete 
with solid grab handle and footpegs that 
I'm assured are not so high as to be 
unduly cramped. Pity there are no clip- 
on points for luggage, though, and, 
while niggling, let's bemoan the anony- 
mous appearance of the bike, with just a 
single small Ducati tag on the fairing. 
Adding to the anonymity is the bland 
appearance of the black-faced instru- 
ments, which could have been lifted off 
almost any Japanese-model bike. Expect 
a strong aftermarket for white-faced 
Veglia tachometers, as well as carbon 
Termignoni or titanium Akropovic 
silencers to replace the massive, unlove- 
ly things that come stock on the end of 
the twin exhaust pipes. They do at least 
achieve their objective of waving the 
Supersport past the noise police. The 
900SS sounds pretty quiet by two-valve 
Ducati standards, though still complete- 
ly distinctive - Honda and Suzuki may 
have copied the 90-degree V-twin 
engine format, but they still ain't got 
The Sound.... 

The uprated SOHC 92 x 68mm 
engine in the 900 Supersport is less of a 
slugger and more of a revver than the 
old 900SS ever was. Partly this has come 
from internal modification, partly from 
the adoption of fuel injection, which 
(just as оп the ST2) delivers a degree of 
precision combined with a sharpness of 
response and a light throttle action, all 
of which the old carbie bike never had, 
even fitted with aftermarket Keihin flat- 
slides that gave you the crack but not 
the control. 

It'll pull cleanly on part-throttle as 
low. as 2000 rpm in the bottom three 
ratios, and from 2500 revs in the upper 
three, all without any of the sometimes 
horrific transmission snatch that would 
greet you if you tried the same thing on 
the old 900. Engine-management map- 
ping is largely responsible for this major 
improvement in low-down ridability 





that makes the Ducati now as easy to 
ride on city streets as a Japanese twin - 
excepting, again, for that heavy clutch. 
This, however, does take up more 
smoothly than before, even winding it 
up hard off the line at a Traffic Light GP. 
Once in second gear, though, a new 
selector drum means you can forget 
about having to use it to upshift, so 
improved is the change action of 
Ducati's six-speed gearbox. 

The best compliment I can pay this 
transmission is that it's now as good as 
anything гадел Japan, in the way it 
shifts sweetly between ratios. Unfortu- 
nately, these are the same as on the old 
90055, with quite a gap (about 900 rpm) 
between fourth and the top two gears, 
both of which are overdrives. This was 
barely acceptable on the old carbureted 
bike, which was essentially overgeared 
to take into account the fact it peaked at 
7000 revs and didn't much like to rev a 
lot higher in stock form. Simply put, the 
ratios should have been altered on the 
new Supersport - it's only a question of 
punching in a different program on the 
gear-cutting tool, after all. Running two 
overdrive gears in this day and age is 
positively archaic - it saps power and, as 
many customers will attest, tears up the 
gearbox hardening (especially on a 
torquey bike like a Ducati, whose punch 
encourages riders to accelerate hard 
from low down in higher gears). So why 
not fix it along with the rest of the bike? 

The 7-bhp power increase delivered 
500 rpm further up the rev range on the 
Supersport - provided by the combina- 
tion of EFI and revised valve timing, 
with new camshafts supplying more lift 
and duration, as well as the wider 
usable powerband down low - makes a 
more appropriate set of ratios, with a 1:1 
top gear, the must-have next thing on 
Ducati's checklist, and anyone who's 
ridden an old 900SS fitted with an after- 
market close-ratio gearbox will agree. 

‚Still, even with the improved low- 
down horsepower of the Supersport 
engine, owners won't have to think 
about gearing it down by fitting a bigger 
rear sprocket to make the bike more rid- 
able in town, as so many did on the 
900SS, because Ducati has already done 
it for them. The Supersport wears 
15/40T overall gearing, against the 
overgeared old 900SS's 15/37T, and the 
new bike's substantially improved accel- 
eration and low-speed traffic manners 
are the result. But while the new Super- 
sport is all about added response at 
almost any revs, running in a line of 
traffic at 4000 rpm in third gear and 
spotting an overtaking gap delivers the 
best illustration of its vastly improved 
pickup. Just gas it up wide open and 
feel the waves of V-twin torque come on 
stream (peak is 53.8 ft.-Ib. at 7000 rpm), 
as the engine surges cleanly and irre- 
sistibly toward the gray-face tacho's 
nonexistent redline. At 5200 rpm there's 
an extra kick of power as the engine 
accelerates still harder, tailing off above 
8000 rpm when the motor starts to tell 
you it might be a good idea to change 
up before hitting the soft rev limiter at 
just over the nine-grand mark. 

In practice, out on open roads it feels 
best to use that smooth-shifting gearbox 
to keep the Supersport revving in the 
upper midrange between 5000 and 7500 
rpm, where it seems most at home - but 
Ducati has sacrificed nothing at all in 
spreading the old 900SS motor's punchy 
midrange poke out in both directions on 
the tacho. The power delivery just got 
better - but, still, it could be superb, once 
Ducati gets around to redesigning the 
aging SOHC cylinder heads that are still 
the biggest barrier to a real performance 





increase on the desmodue motor. Eighty 
bhp from a fuel-injected V-twin may be 
10 percent more than the old 90055, but 
it's not any better than many tuned sin- 
gles, thanks to the head design dating 
from the Taglioni era 20 years ago when 
the Pantah first surfaced. 

Once Ducati delivers an uprated ver- 
sion of the Supersport engine with a 
flatter valve angle, as well as steeper 
ports that have been lifted to give more 
downdraft, the analogy with Porsche's 
air-cooled Boxer engine that Massimo 
Bordi is so fond of making in relation to 
Ducati's "classic sport" two-valve range 
may be more appropriate - because the 
Germans never lagged behind in cylin- 
der-head design the way Ducati has. 

Though visually similar to the old 
900SS's tubular-steel space-frame, the 
Supersport chassis is substantially 
revised and feels immediately different 
to ride on, at almost any speed. The 
more radical steering geometry (less 
trail, one-degree steeper 24-degree head 
angle and raised rear ride height) is 
mainly responsible for this, but together 
with the .6-inch-shorter wheelbase and 
increased front-end weight bias (partly 
obtained by parking the rider higher up, 
with relatively low handlebars), the 
result is a bike that steers and handles as 
well as any superbike on the road - hon- 
estly. 

You have much more confidence in 
what the front wheel is doing than on 
any air-cooled Ducati yet built, where 
the lack of a heavy four-valve cylinder 
head with eight rockers (as on the 916) 
or any water radiator meant that previ- 
ously there has been a distinct rearward 
weight bias on all two-valve desmos. 
That meant setting up the suspension 
was always a bit of a compromise, and 
getting the front tire to stick properly in 
fast turns was not always something 
you could rely on. The chassis package 
of the new Supersport goes a long way 
toward resolving that problem, and the 
result is a bike that, while noticeably 
easier-steering around tight turns and 
city corners (especially with the 
adjustable bump stops, which allow you 
to vary steering lock according to taste), 
is definitely more stable on really fast 
sweepers than the old 900SS ever was. 
This is mainly perhaps because of a 
much lower cee of gee on the Super- 
sport: Ground clearance is 4.1 inches vs. 
5.9 on the 900SS, and the bike does sit 
lower on the road, even though the 
taller seat height might make you think 
otherwise. You'll be happy to know 
there's no trace of the power understeer 
that sometimes afflicted the old 900SS, 
caused by its rearward weight bias. The

new bike sticks very precisely to the line 
you've chosen for it, even hard on the 
gas. The front end feels planted in turns, 
and the sense of confidence this gives 
you is almost addictive, especially when 
combined with the slim-seeming stature 
of the Supersport's stance. 

Though at 413.6 pounds dry it's 11 
pounds heavier than the old 90055 
(mainly because of the exhaust 
silencers), you'd swear the Supersport 
was 75 pounds lighter by the way it 
flicks from side to side so effortlessly. 


Even its 916 sister doesn't feel as easy- ` 


handling (almost certainly because of 
the higher center of gravity of the heav- 
ier eight-valve engine), the porky-feel- 
ing Suzuki TLR is no comparison, and 
only the VTR Honda comes close among 
rival V-twins to matching this nimble- 
ness, the suspension and brakes of 
which aren't even close to the Ducati's. 

The Supersport's new Showa upside- 
down forks (a stiffer 43mm in diameter 
instead of the old bike’s 41mm, allowing 
a steeper head angle without risk of 
fouling the front cylinder under brak- 
ing) and cantilever rear shock are both 
fully adjustable, but even on standard 
settings I found little to criticize on 
smooth road surfaces. The considerably 
increased travel compared to the old 
900SS delivered improved ride quality 
as well as greater control over fast 
bumps. The Supersport is less at home 
over low-speed bumps, which is the 
only time you'll have cause to criticize 
the cantilever rear end, though even 
here some fiddling with rebound damp- 
ing might have gotten it working better: 
The main problem is probably the stiffer 
spring chosen to accomodate a passen- 
ger's weight, so some extra work dialing 
in the setup - especially preload - might 
gain an improvement here. 

Like on the Supermono racer, which 
has a similar rear suspension, if you pay 
careful attention to internal shock 
design and get the critical choice of rear 
spring right, you don't need a linkage 
on a relatively underpowered bike to 
make it handle properly on smooth 
roads, especially on treaded tires, and 
Ducati has got all that right on the 900 
Supersport - though Forni does admit 
this is the first time they've set the

take full advantage of the latest genera- 
tion of road rubber. Metzeler MEZ1s 
were fitted to the test bike, and put 
down the 80 bhp delivered to the back 
wheel at 7500 rpm very well - but both 


these and the Michelins specified for , 


other countries are more than enough 
tire for this kind of power, especially 
when it's delivered as smoothly as the 
Supersport does. 

Equally impressive were the 320mm 
Brembo brakes, now cast-stainless full- 
floaters which don't have the initial bite 
of the discontinued cast-iron ones, but - 
together with the latest-spec four-pot 
calipers off the 916, braided hoses and 
the new 16mm master cylinder - give 
benchmark stopping power with a pro- 
gressive delivery and lots of feel: The 
harder you squeeze, the better you stop. 
And trail-braking into a turn doesn't 
make the 900 Supersport sit up and 
understeer like some V-twin sportbikes 
do.... 

Mirrors that don't shake, even under 
the inevitable vibes of a 90-degree V- 
twin (and the vibrations are only really 
noticeable through the footpegs until 
you get above 7000 rpm), and give a 
good view of more than just your shoul- 
ders; switchgear that's up to Japanese 
spec; the soft padded surround to the 
rear of the fuel tank that looks good, 
helps keep you in the optimum riding 
position, prevents the zipper on your 
leathers from scratching the paintwork 
and perhaps above all avoids the need 
for male Supersporters to wear protec- 
tive equipment to preserve full bodily 
functions under extreme circumstances 
(ask rock group Duran Duran's star 
ducatista Simon LeBon about the two 
days he spent in a hospital after saving a 
high-side the, er, hard way!); the space 
for a U-lock and a rain suit under the 
detachable seat, which also has a tool kit 
clipped underneath it; the flip-up fuel 
tank hinged at its rear, giving access to 
the battery mounted just behind the air- 
box, to help compact the mass for more 
predictable handling - all these are the 
signs of a master designer at work who

actually rides motorcycles, and Pierre 
Terblanche’s first mainstream Ducati 
model proves he is exactly that. The 
attention to detail, visual allure and 
dynamic improvements of ‘the 900 
Supersport will ensure it appeals to a 
wider market than the dedicated 
ducatisti at whom the old 900SS was tar- 
geted - yet they too will have cause to 
welcome its arrival. 

The role of the desmodue range as the 
chosen vehicle for the dedicated home 
desmo-tuner might at first sight have 
been ended with the advent of fuel 
injection, since thé Supersport's new 
Marelli ECU is not only much smaller 
than before, but is also nonreprogram- 
mable, since there is no detachable 
EPROM chip. That in theory should 
mean that aftermarket tuning parts can't 
be fitted, other than Ducati's own Gia- 
CoMoto stuff, since you can't reprogram 
the EFI/EMS electronics to suit. But 
almost inevitably there's an Australian- 
developed substitute about to hit the 
market to get over that problem, so the 
900 Supersport is set to continue the SS 
tradition of providing a ready vehicle 
for down-home tuning, aimed at

improving performance up to 100-bhp 
power levels. However, the standard 
bike's performance is so greatly 
improved that you may, just possibly, 
not feel the need - though, there again, 
the pursuit of desmodue horsepower is a 
ducatista disease. 

Pierre Terblanche has surely achieved 
his objective of blending previous Ducati 
styling themes into a voluptuous classic 
sportbike package that eschews the hard 
edges of contemporary design. This is a 
very curvaceous motorcycle that looks 
far better in daylight than in any photo. 
But in so radically improving the lead 
model in its "affordable" sportbike 
range, Ducati has laid the foundations 
for a whole new family of models 
derived from the new 900 Supersport, 
says Massimo Bordi, now general man- 
ager of the Italian marque. A half-faired 
version already exists in prototype form 
(and arguably looks even better than the 
fully faired bike, now that the desmodue 
motor has been cleaned up aesthetically) 
but won't be launched until at least next 
year. And 750cc, 600cc and (for Japan) 
400cc versions of both models are 
planned to follow later. Also, with the

class, Supersport was the name given to Ducati's range of V-twin 
SS street racers - in their day, the first true Superbikes of the mod- 
ern era. 

"Don't believe it? Then look back 25 years to the birth of the first of 
the line, the 75055 launched in 1974 on the back of Paul Smart's historic 
victory in the 1972 Imola 200, with teammate Bruno Spaggiari second in 
the competition debut of Ducati's first-ever big twin. 

Those of us lucky (far-sighted?!) enough to become one of the 400 or 
so customers for the spinoff 75055 desmo V-twin street bike.- each опе 
individually built in the factory race shop - were rewarded with a true 
racer-with-lights, a close replica of Smart's F750 works bike that proved 
a wickedly effective production racer, as well as the king of the cafe rac- 
ing class on racer road. 

In due course, “Dr. T" - Ducati's engineering guru Fabio Taglioni - 
bored the 75055'5 bevel-drive single-cam motor out to 864cc to produce 
the first 90055, which debuted in street guise in 1975 after similarly win- 
ning its debut race in prototype form, Spain's gruelling Montjuic 24 
Horas marathon run around the streets of Barcelona. 

` But the most historic race victory for the 90055 - indeed, arguably, 
for any Ducati model, ever - followed in 1978. The legendary Mike Hail- 
wood crowned a fairytale comeback to road racing by defeating the 
works Honda team to win the TT Formula One race on the Isle of Man 
and, by virtue of victory in this single event, Ducati's first-ever World 
Championship. And at least as importantly this was achieved, as were 
others to follow, with machinery closely derived from its production 
desmo street-bike range. The 7170 Mike Hailwood Replicas built from 
1980 to 1986 - later in 1000cc Mille form - supplied due recognition of 
this achievement to the street, though the bevel-drive 90055 model was 
discontinued after 1982. 

But by that time Taglioni had developed the bevel-drive V-twin's 
successor, in the form of the belt-driven SOHC Pantah engine which 
debuted in 1979 in 500cc guise, still however with only two valves per 
cylinder, thanks to Dr. T's established mistrust of multivalve engine 
designs. This coincided handily, though, with reduced manufacturing 


| ong before someone nicked the term for Superbike’s kid brother 


costs and ease of maintenance, as well as more accessible tuning poten- 
tial for Ducati owners, and the belt-drive desmodue power unit was pro- 
gressively increased in capacity during the 1980s - winning four TT For- 
mula Two world titles along the way in 600cc form - to 904сс guise, by 
which time Taglioni's successor, Massimo Bordi, had taken over the 
reins of desmo design, and the Castiglioni brothers the Ducati company. 

Though better known as the creator of the legendary otto valvole which 
went on to achieve World Superbike dominance, Bordi understood the 
importance of the 900SS in Ducati's product lineup, and reintroduced it in 
1989 as a mildly warmed-over version of the Paso roadster, complete with 
reversed rear cylinder head and a single twin-choke Weber carb. But two 
years later he did the job properly, producing a true "modern classic" 
Supersport desmo with twin carbs, an improved chassis, upside-down 
forks and more distinctive styling. 

But at last, after building a total of 78,089 carbureted Supersports 
over the last quarter-century, in various capacities from 350cc up to 
1000cc, Ducati has adapted its two-valve SS family of bikes to the mod- 
ern era, with the adoption of fuel injection for an all-new bike designed 
by Pierre Terblanche. The 90055 is dead - long live the 900 Supersport.

post of marketing director for the Ducati 
company at long last created under 
TPG's management - filled by youthful 
British ex-fighter pilot Andrew Whitney, 
who used to ride his 916 Ducati to work 
at management consultants Bain & Co.'s 
San Francisco office before new Ducati 
boss Federico Minoli persuaded him to 
swap careers and come and work in Italy 
- there's likely to be more awareness of 
what Ducati customers really want. That 
includes the ready market for limited- 
edition special versions of all Ducati's 
models, perhaps starting with a red-and- 
green Mike Hailwood Replica 900 Super- 
sport to mark the 20th anniversary of his 
TT victory in 1978. 

But one thing's for sure: The Super- 
sport range is set to resume its previous 
importance as the core product in 
Ducati's lineup, en route to TPG's 
35,000-plus annual production target. 
This new 900SS is the start - and a pretty 
good one, too. eN

t’s never been done before, and 
[] most people believe it won't ever 

happen, but no one has managed 
to convince Matt Hines that he can't go 
an entire season without losing a round 
in the 14-event NHRA Winston Pro 
Stock Motorcycle series. Through the 
season's first four events, including the 
special non-points Winston Invitational, 
Hines is a perfect 15-0 in elimination 
rounds, and his Vance & Hines/Eagle 
One Suzuki GSX-R continues to be the 
runaway performance leader, with a 
new track elapsed-time record at each of 
the four venues. 

"Realistically, I know I'm not going 
to have a perfect season," said Hines, 
who is now 13 for 19 in final rounds in 
his career. “It sounds pretty impressive, 
but too many things would have to go 
right each time, and over 14 races, odds 
are something will go wrong eventually. 
Although, if it does ever happen, I'd like 
to be the first guy to do it." 

In drag racing, no one puts together a 
win streak as long as Hines' without a 
break or two, and the reigning Winston 
champ got his in the final round of the 
Pennzoil Nationals in Richmond when 
number-two qualifier Angelle Seeling 
red-lighted. 

Seeling lost a chance to gain ground 
on Hines when she was beaten in the 
opening round of eliminations a week 
earlier in Atlanta, but she gave him all 
he could handle in Richmond, with a 
7.33 effort in qualifying that trailed only 
Hines' 7.29. Sporting the red-and-white 
Team Winston colors on her Star Perfor- 
mance Suzuki for the first time, the for- 
mer registered nurse from New Orleans 
took out Stephanie Reaves, Gary Ton- 
glet, and Rookie of the Year contender 
Antron Brown to reach her fifth career 
final.

Brown, who rides the Team 23 Suzu- 

ki owned by Philadelphia Eagle corner- 
back Troy Vincent, scored a major upset 
in round two when he stopped the 
field’s number-three qualifier, John 
Smith, in a close 7.42-to-7.44 battle, but 
he didn’t have enough to hold off Seel- 
ing. 
“This is a dream for me,” said 
Brown, a former world-class college 
sprinter who received his NHRA com- 
petition license early this year. “I’ve 
been riding dirt bikes since I was 5, and 
I've loved Pro Stock bikes since I was a 
kid. I’m just happy to be out here doing 
this.” 

Hines, meanwhile, had few problems 
taking care of business on his side of the 
ladder chart. He nudged the track 
record in round one with a 7.28-to-7.54 
win over Las Vegas police officer Clarke 
Paris and made the quickest run of 
round two, with a 7.36-to-7.44 win 
against recent Fram Nationals runner- 
up Paul Gast, who is currently ranked 
second in the points chase. 

In the semis, Hines again was well 
ahead of the rest of the field with a 7.32- 








to-7.47 win over John Myers’ Star Per- 
formance Suzuki. Myers, the 1990, 1992 
and 1995 series champion who has 
never finished lower than second in 10 
years on the tour, quietly moved into 
third place in the points standings with 
his third semifinal round showing of the 
year. Riding his Ken Johnson-tuned 
Suzuki GSX-R, Myers downed С.Т. 
Smith’s Kawasaki and Suzuki-rider 
Brian Ayers before being outgunned by 
Hines in the final four round. 

Dave Schultz, the other former Win- 
ston champion in the field, didn’t fare as 
well, as he suffered his second straight 
round-one loss against Brown’s Team 23 
entry. Schultz, who put together a near- 
ly flawless campaign in 1991 with a 40-2 
record in elimination rounds, has 
dropped to sixth in the points standings, 
despite his runner-up finish at the sea- 
son-opening Gatornationals in Florida. 

“I could see this coming,” said 
Schultz, who remains the sport’s most 
successful bike racer, with six champi- 
onships. “I was getting down there 
around number four or five in qualify- 
ing last year, and I sure didn’t think

everyone was going to be just sitting 
around on their thumbs all winter, so it 
doesn’t surprise me that I’ve struggled,

SCHWANENSTADT, AUSTRIA, APR. 26 
ermany’s Bernd Eckenbach 
finally added his name to the 
list of MX GP winners with a 
fantastic performance in an 
Austrian GP that led FIM MX boss 
Wolfgang Srb to exclaim: “500 GP racing 
is wonderful.” And indeed it was - with 
virtually every place in doubt until the 
checkered flag fell in both motos, and 
with five different marques in the top 
six at the end of the day. 

The dash to the first turn іп Schwa- 
nenstadt is fairly short, but it made no 
difference to the Huskys. Their horse- 
power supremacy is so great that they 
can outdrag the opposition everywhere 
at present, as is evidenced by Ecken- 
bach’s taking fhe holeshot over Darryll 
King. 

The Yamahas had headed both 
groups in qualification but were down 
in the pack. Peter Johansson was to 
eventually finish second, the misfortune 
of others helping him to recover from an 
early collision with fellow Swede Mats 
Nilsson. 

Teammate Andrea Bartolini had 
needed just three laps to advance from 
seventh to third, and was holding sec- 
ond two laps from the end despite ap ill- 
running motor that finally stopped. 
Officially there was a "carburretor prob- 
lem" - it is believed that the bike was 
flooding and that Bartolini eventually 
ran out of fuel. 

Early leader Eckenbach complained 
of shock problems, which meant he was 
passed by both Yamahas and teammate 
King, but the Kiwi was once again dom- 
inant. 

"No problem again," King said. "I 
was always in control and could have 
taken the win even if the others hadn't 
had problems." 

So, a four-stroke one-two-three, even 
without champion Joel Smets. The Bel- 
gian had crashed already on lap four. 

"The pace was very high, and if I 
wanted to be on the podium, I couldn't 
afford to let them get away," Smets said. 
“I tried a risky pass on Chris Burnham, 
we touched and I went down." 

Rob Herring was the best two-stroke, 
with a storming ride to fourth after an 


early fall cost him the contact with the 
leaders, but KTM leader Shayne King 
was a frustrated 10th. 

“I’m giving 110 percent but it just 
won't happen for me," Shayne King said. 

A comment from Heinz Kinigadner 
the previous day was possibly relevant. 

"There is no stopping the four- 
strokes now," Kinigadner said. "They 
have reached such a high technical stan- 
dard." 

On Sunday morning a KTM director 
announced at a press conference that the 
four-stroke KTM will race GPs this year! 

It was again Eckenbach and Darryll 
King at the start of race two, and this 
time the German offered stern resis- 
tance. 

“A perfect start, and then a good 
ride," Eckenbach said. "I made one 
small mistake after 25 minutes to let 
Darryll past, but I was then able to see 
his lines and closed right back up on 
him even before he hit trouble." 

The Kiwi later explained those diffi- 
culties after crossing the line in seventh. 

"The radiator suddenly dropped all 
its water," Darryll King said. “I felt it go 
over my legs. I spent the rest of the race 
riding as gently as I could, knowing that 
it could seize at any moment." 

Second place was inherited by his 
brother Shayne.

“At last a good start and then I can 
mix it with them," Shayne King said. 

And Smets was a storming third. 

“1 made so many mistakes this week- 
end," Smets said. “In that race I had 
convinced myself that I had to do it all 
in the first 15 minutes, and I was riding 
so tensely. I was all over the track, and 
in the end I bounced off Johan Boonen 
and went down. Then in the final 15 
minutes I suddenly found my lines." 

The Belgian advanced from a distant 
sixth to cross the line in the wheel tracks 
of the first two. 

Bartolini could not believe his luck as 
he gave up fourth place after half an 
hour with the same problem as before, 
while Johansson was to finish in that 
position after getting dirt in his goggles. 

Damien King made it three brothers 
in the points of the same race when he 
achieved his maiden score with a 
deserved second-race 12th, but the 
youngest of the Kiwi brothers was lucky 
not to see his ride go unrewarded after 
losing his silencer on the final lap. Luck- 
ily, he didn't get noise-tested. N

Shayne King caused a sensation at Friday's technical control in Aus- 
tria when he presented his factory KTM with revolutionary exhaust and 
handlebars for-inspection. More than 6 feet long, the exhaust was wound 
in a knot! “I've been looking for more bottom-end power, and this has 
certainly achieved that," King said. "In fact, the power is so strong now 
that I've had to fit the shock to the handlebars because ! was getting arm 
pump from the vibration, and we were afraid the bolts might not hold." 
King was referring to the WP shock that had been fitted in place of a nor- 
mal crossbrace. The bike passed technical control. "The technical stew- 
ard was a little concerned about the shock, however, ànd wanted to 
know if | would be fitting a foam protector," King said. At the opening GP 
in Mantova, King crashed when, under full compression of the forks, the 
front wheel had touched the exhaust. "This is an alternative thought 
process," King.said. "We thought if we made it even worse, the problem 
might just go away." The more observant will remember that the KTM 
joker suffered broken triple-clamp bolts in Italy and lost points in Switzer- 
land when he had to stop to straighten bars badly bent in à crash avoid- 
ing the fallen Boonen. Half an hour later, the KTM was back in normal 
trim. The pipe was made at Mattighofen by Hans Damberger in his spare 
time. 
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Тһе RWJ team has built a further hybrid Honda with a CR500 motor in 
a CR250 frame for their Swedish star Jocke Karlsson to use in future 
rounds of the British championship. No one is admitting anything yet, but 
a full-scale switch of the team from the 250cc to 500cc GPs next year is 
a distinct possibility. 


Darryll King has reverted to a Showa shock on his factory Husky. As 
with Andrea Bartolini on the Yamaha, this is a matter of personal pref- 
erence. 


Danny Theybers will switch from а 600cc Husaberg to а 501 for the 
upcoming Scandinavian GPs. The Belgian has been having difficulty 
adapting to the aggressive. power of the big bike and. тау eventually 
switch to the 430. 


Mikkel Caprani has signed to replace the retired Dietmar Lacher in 
the German Kurz Yamaha team. The Dane had previously ridden the GPs 
as a privateer, his support from his national importer being solely for the 
championship races in his home country. 


The mechanical problems which beset Andrea Bartolini on Sunday 
were a severe embarrassment to the team, as Schwanenstadt was the 
scene of the annual visit to the class by lo San, the motor-sport manager 
of the Yamaha Motor Corporation.

VILLARS-SOUS-ECOT, FRANCE, APR. 26 
he 1998 World 250сс Champi- 
7 onship is beginning to look like a 
one-horse race, as, once again, 
defending champ Stefan Everts of Bel- 
gium, aboard his factory Honda CR250, 
took complete control of the French 
250cc GP in southern France with anoth- 
er dominant performance. He led home 
his rivals with 1-1 results. And he was 
not about to let his rivals think it was 
going to be any easier come round five 

on his home turf at the Belgian GP. 

“I thought my best results would 
come around the sixth or seventh 
rounds, so this is earlier than I expect- 
ed," Everts said after his French win. 


During last season's championship, ` 


Everts also figured his best would come 
around the middle of the tough 16- 
round series. He figured right, then 
went out and won 10 of 14 motos and 
blitzed to a near-record championship 
win. (He won nine overalls; the record is 
10 overalls). No one is really expecting 
‘anyone to seriously challenge Everts 
Soon for this year's championship. As 
far as the complete season goes, it may 
as well be round 16 next week, as the 
championship is certainly the Belgian's, 
unless injury downs the four-time 
champ. 

At Villars-sous-Ecot, the site of the 
1988 Motocross des Nations, local riders 
Sebastien Tortelli, Frederic Bolley, Yves 
Demaria and Mickael Maschio would all 
shine for the patriotic supporters, but 
beat Stefan Everts they could not. 

Saturday's qualification was very 
much a story of old, as Tortelli pushed 
his Jan de Groot Kawasaki to the quick- 
est time with a 2:17.978, followed by 
Bolley, who finally came tó terms with 
his new Honda, with a time of 2:18.419; 
then came German gun Pit Beirer with a 
2:18.883, Yves Demaria with a 2:19.183, 
and Everts with a 2:19.667. 

But Saturday was not what Everts 
was thinking about. 

"I don't mind the track; Sebastien is 
always fast on Saturday," Everts said. 
^We will wait and see what happens 
tomorrow." 

American Tallon Vohland was 10th 
fastest with an average time of 2:20.468, 
but like Everts, he was not overly wor- 
ried where he started. 

"I'm in the top 10 starting positions," 
Vohland said. "It's all very similar, so 
first or 10th is okay for me." 

As has been the case for three of the 
last four rounds, the conditions of the 
track turned nasty after a heavy down- 
pour turned the hilly Villars track into a 
complete quagmire. By early Sunday 
morning the track was nearly unridable, 
and practice would turn out to be just a 
waste of time. 

"Going out for practice is really a 
joke," Vohland said. "You cannot get up 
any speed. I just hope the rain stops and 
we can get some serious racing done." 

Meanwhile, Tortelli smiled about the 
conditions. 

“For me, it's not too difficult,” said 
the young Frenchman. “You have to be 
a little careful, but I don’t see any prob- 
lems.” 

As for, Everts, his chances looked 
even better when you consider that 
Vohland, Beirer and Tortelli are known 
for hanging it out on the corners. 

“It should suit Stefan,” said Everts’ 
team manager, Dave Grant. “He rides so 
smooth, and he uses his brain like no 
other rider on this planet.” 

/ Luckily for the 15,000 spectators, and 
for the competitors, the rain finally

stopped in time for the track to dry out 
for the pre-GP races. 

When the GP riders exited the first 
turn of their first moto, it was а sorry 
Vohland who was in last place. 

“Pit Beirer made a turn to the left for 

no reason, and I hit him,” Vohland said. 
“1 finally got up in last position and 
tried to get by some of the slower rid- 
ers." 
Everts gated well and pulled past 
Tortelli and into the lead. Then Tortelli 
began to turn up the wick but still 
couldn't catch the leader. 

“I knew if I could get some type of 
lead, it would be hard on Tortelli and 
the others to get it back," Everts said. He 
forged slowly away from second-placed 
Tortelli. 

Frederic Bolley had also gotten a 
great start and held third place ahead of 
two other French riders - Maschio and 
Thierry Bethys - and Sweden's Joakim 
Karlsson. 

Beirer suffered from his coming 
together with Vohland. 

"I was about 15th, or something like 
that," the upbeat German said. "I got a 
great start, but when we collided, I lost 
some rhythm, and I think 10 riders 
passed me." 

By lap five, Beirer was holding down 
a much better fifth place, but his turn- 
one battling partner, Vohland, was sit- 
ting in his trailer in the pit enclosure. 

“Man, I tried my best, but after a few 
laps, I crashed again after hitting a tree 
stump," Vohland said. "I fell down a 
rather long hill and had to drag myself 
up. It was hopeless - the front brake was 
locked on, and my head was spinning 
around, as I had also hit it when I fell. 
I'll try and get it together in the next 
moto, but I'm a little pissed off." 

Everts had well and truly taken com- 
plete control of the moto and was now 
some 20 seconds ahead of his teammate 
Bolley, who had passed the slowing 
Tortelli in fourth. In fifth came Maschio, 
followed by Beirer. 

The laps rolled on and, while Everts 
continued to show his class, the remain- 
ing riders fought for the scraps. Two 
Suzuki factory riders, Marnicq Bervoets 
and Werner Dewit, must have been 
wondering what was going on, as Dewit 
trailed in 14th place and Bervoets in 
10th. 

Everts eventually crossed the finish 
line approximately 17 seconds ahead of 
Bolley, who in turn was eight seconds 
ahead of Tortelli. 

Moto two promised to provide some 
action, as Vohland bolted out of the start 
behind Everts. The crowd began with 
the air horns, and just as everyone antic- 
ipated a battle royal, Everts pulled clear. 

"I wanted to get him early," Everts 
explained. "It's not that normal for me 
to charge like that, but I wanted to sur- 
prise him." 

"I was surprised, for sure," Vohland 
admitted. ^He rode away from me with- 
out any problem at all. I tried to keep 
with him, but it was not possible." 

Again Everts set his pace, as Vohland 
held second, Beirer third, Bolley fourth 
and Tortelli fifth. 

By lap three, however, Tortelli was 
into second place and making a great 
attempt to get to Everts. 

“I could hear the crowd and wanted 
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to make some type of challenge," Tortel- 
li said. "I could see I was catching him." 

In fact, the Kawasaki rider had 
pulled back about five seconds and was 
now only five seconds behind the 
leader. Everts, though, was playing with 
his rival. 

"I knew where he was," Everts 
explained. ^He was not going to catch 
me." 

Everts was right, and Tortelli, as he 
had done so many times before, had 
charged too hard. On a slight left-han- 
der, Tortelli dropped his bike, and 
Everts was gone for sure. 

“I just slipped, and it cost me any 
chance to catch him," Tortelli said. 

Vohland, in the meantime, had been 
in some battles of his own: first a bar- 
banging duel with Karlsson, then finally 
losing out to Dewit. The Yamaha factory 
rider, Vohland, would end up in 10th 
place - only a shadow of his usual 
results. 

“І just didn't have it," Vohland 
claimed. "My rhythm was gone; my 
whole plan was empty." 

With*Tortelli 20 seconds down, 
Everts put it on cruise control and fin- 
ished with his Honda motor only on 
half-speed; again, he had dominated. 

^My speed is easy," Everts said with 
confidence. "I work hard and the results 
come. You can't ask for much more than 
maximum points." 

In second place came Tortelli, fol- 
lowed by Beirer, Bolley and Demaria.

Yamaha YZ400F rider Doug Dubach 
relied on his first-moto win to lock up 
the overall victory at the White Brothers 
Four-Stroke MX World Championships 
at Glen Helen Raceway.

None of the three were 
able to make up the lost ground. 

Up front, Dubach held a three-second 





es 


cushion over Smail, while Naughton 
held tough in third a few seconds back 
but would eventually lose his spot to 
Walters on the third lap. 

By the halfway point, Dubach and 
Smail were way out in front, some 10 sec- 
onds ahead of the third-placed rider, Hol- 
land. Earlier, Holland had inherited third 
when Walters washed out and crashed. 
And he wasn’t the only one to go down. 

Nelson, too, lost his front end in a 
sandy corner on lap five and fell back to 
15th. Naughton wasn’t close enough to 
pass Walters and held fifth, with room 
to spare over Amaradio. Myers, Tim 
Sharp and Gordon Ward were all within 
shouting distance of Amaradio. 

Meanwhile, up front, Walters made 
an aggressive inside move on Holland, 
passing him through a turn just before 
taking the white flag. 

Dubach maintained his advantage 
over Smail and they crossed the finish 
line one-two. Walters looked to have 
third place in the bag after passing Hol- 
land but went down again on the last 
lap, handing the third-place position 
back over to Holland. 

Elsewhere on the track, Amaradio 
put his stamina to good use by reeling 
in Naughton late in the race. The duo 
waged a great last-lap battle, with Ama- 
radio prevailing for fifth. Naughton 
took sixth, just ahead of Ward. 

In the second moto the holeshot 
again belonged to Dubach, with Hol- 
land a close second, folldwed by 
Naughton, Smail, Walters, Drew, Myers, 
Amaradio, Graves and Ward. 

On the second lap, Smail sped past 
Naughton and closed in on Holland. 

But things suddenly went from good 
to bad for Smail. And Naughton saw the 
whole thing. 

“Smail had it twisted up, and all of a 
sudden his rear end began to swap vio- 





lently up past the river wash-out,” 
Naughton said. “Then his body was like 
a projectile as he slammed into the 
fence.” 

The crash was only the beginning of 
Smail's problems. 

^We stiffened up the suspension and 
the rear just broke loose. I really got my 
bell rang and cut my chest and arm up,” 
Smail recalled. "I just couldn't get the 
bike refired and, after Doug came 
around again, I still tried for quite a 
while before pushing it back in." 








By lap three, Dubach still owned the 
front of the pack, holding a five-second 
lead over Holland, followed by Walters. 
Amaradio passed Naughton for fourth, 
and Myers, Drew, Woods, Ward, Anaya 
and Kady filled out the top 10.

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At the halfway point, Dubach’s lead 
increased to nine seconds; then Walters 
passed Holland for second. Amaradio 
held fourth. 

As the laps wore down, Dubach was 
up to a 15-second lead on Walters, who 
had also stretched a five-second cushion 
on Holland. Amaradio was pushing 
harder. Naughton caught a second wind 
and moved back up to fifth. 

With only three laps remaining, Wal- 
ters suddenly dropped out of the race, 
and Holland and Amaradio circled the 


track in the second- and third-place 


positions, respectively. 

“The bike just quit running,” Walters 
said. “The ignition cap had vibrated off 
and caused the problem.” 

Meanwhile, Amaradio began picking 
up the pace. He passed Holland with 
two laps left and was now only seven 
seconds behind Dubach, who had the 
white flag in sight. Right when Amara- 
dio took the white flag, he dropped his 
bike and barely got back up and going 
again before Holland could pass him. 

Amaradio gave it his all to catch 
Dubach and was suddenly right on his 
back fender. Surprisingly, Amaradio 
made a bid for the lead and got by 
Dubach down the final straightaway. 

“1 can't believe he (Amaradio) didn't 
blow through the left-hand berm, as he 
must have been clocked at 60 mph," a 
stunned Dubach said. “I had no idea he 
was even coming and all of a sudden he 
flew past me." 

The two riders pulled off the track 
and patted each other on the back as 
they rode to the podium. 

Holland crossed the finish line in 
third, while Naughton, who had been 
running fourth, was nowhere to be seen. 

"] thought I could milk it around 
another lap," Naughton said. "The 
motor was making some noise, and on 
the last straight it quit." 

Myers was handed fourth and fourth 
overall. 

In Amateur-class action, Beau Baron, 
Ty Kady and Bryan Nelson won in the 
450cc Intermediate, 450cc Expert, and 
Over 30 Intermediate classes, respective- 
ly. Baron also took second in the Open 
Intermediates, while Nelson grabbed 
third in the Open Intermediates and sec- 
ond in 450cc Intermediates. 

The 450cc Intermediates and Experts 
were started together for the first moto, 
and Alex Zapata, running as an Inter- 
mediate, pulled the holeshot. Chasing 
Zapata were Kady, Dan Berg, off-road 
legend Larry Roeseler, and Nelson. 
Baron started poorly and was almost 





caught in the pileup on top of "Animal 
Leap" that claimed Rick Hansen and 
John Kovalcik. Hansen would work his 
way up to sixth in the Intermediates, but 
Kovalcik would pull off after three laps. 

Zapata held the point by the end of 
the first lap, but Kady took over the lead 
by forcing Zapata to go wide in a corner. 
Berg moved by Zapata, trying to keep 
pace with Kady. Nelson moved by Roe- 
seler on the back section on lap two. 
Baron got by Tim Olson, Tony Bienert 
and D.J. Umphres by the second lap to 
move into sixth overall. Zapata went 
down on lap three in the sand-pit sec- 
tion and dropped out of contention. 

Bienert outdrove Umphres down the 
hill to take over sixth on lap five. Roesel- 
er and Nelson were battling each other 
and lapped traffic on the white-flag lap. 
Nelson had to go wide in a corner to try 
to pass three lappers. Roeseler went to 
the inside on the right-hander and, at 
one point, both Roeseler and Nelson 
were even, with a lapper being sand- 
wiched between them. But Nelson con- 
trolled the inside on the next two cor- 
ners and was able to hold on for third. 
Kady took the moto win, followed by 
Berg, Nelson, Roeseler, Baron, Bienert, 
Umphres and Kurt Pfeiffer. 

The start of the second moto had four 
riders coming into the first corner: 
Kady, Zapata, Willy Musgrave and 
Berg. Kady tangled bars with Zapata, 
who was on his right, before the first 
corner, and Zapata hit his rear brake to 
gain control. But when Zapata went to 
grab the clutch to keep the motor from 
stalling, Kady accidentally ripped the 
clutch lever off. So as the pack roared off 
with Berg leading, with Kady and Mus- 
grave in tow, Zapata had to start his 
bike and try to get going before the next 
line of riders came up on him. As the 
riders came back into view from "Bud's 
Creek," Kady went past Berg for the 
lead. 

Rick Hansen was leading the Inter- 
mediates, with Nelson, Bienert and 
Baron right behind. Musgrave was 
applying pressure to Berg and looked 
to make the pass in the sand pit, but 
Berg held the line going over the log 
jump. Baron went by Bienert coming 
down from Animal Leap and was now 
pushing on Nelson. Musgrave got 
beside Berg on the north part of the 
course and was able to make the pass 
coming out of Bud's Creek. Baron 
moved by Nelson, who was racing his 
sixth moto of the day, as they came out 
of the large bowl turn. On lap four, 
Baron moved to the top spot of the

Intermediates by going around Hansen 
before the tabletop jump. 

Kady got the white flag, but he 
looked to be slowing, and Berg was 
now in second, followed by Roeseler. 
Musgrave crashed off the course by 
Bud's Creek and did not finish the race. 
Kady and was now just trying to hold 
on, as his bike was sputtering on the 
last lap. Berg got right behind Kady on 
the last couple of corners but was 
unable to get around. Kady took the Pro 
win, followed by Berg and Roeseler. 
Baron was fourth overall and first Inter- 
mediate, with Hansen, Nelson, Bienert 
and Jeff Blackmore rounding out the 
top five. 

In the first Over 30 Intermediate 
moto, Bienert took the early lead, fol- 
lowed by Nelson, Scott Hoffman, Mark 
Decker, Leon Capps and Jeff Seifert. 
Nelson went by Bienert, and Seifert 
passed Capps. Roger Hurd, moving up 
from a poor start, was now pressuring 
Capps. Hurd passed Capps by the end 
of lap three and then went by Seifert to 
take over fifth. Capps would go down 
on lap four and fall out of the top 10. 
Nelson took the first-moto win, fol- 
lowed by Bienert, Hoffman, Hurd, 
Decker and Seifert. 

Decker took the lead after Animal 
Leap at the start of the second moto. 
Nelson was second, with Donald Leib, 
Hoffman, Hurd, Dennis Cole, Tim Nash 
and Seifert in close formation. Hoffman 
quickly passed Leib for third. Nelson 
then made the move for the top spot - 
where he would remain - by getting a 
better drive on Decker out of a corner. 
Cole, on the step-up jump after the fin- 
ish line, got sideways and almost went 
into the fence. Cole stopped in time but 
grabbed his knee in pain and would not 
finish. Hoffman tried to go on the inside 
of Decker before the log jump, but went 
too far inside and got hung up by a hay 
bale. 

Decker got going just as Hurd was 
passing Leib for fourth in the same sec- 
tion. Leib and Nash were battling com- 
ing off the tabletop and got entangled at 
the left-hand U-turn, with both riders 
going down. Coming out of Bud's 
Creek, Hoffman tried to pass Decker 
before the big tree but laid the bike 
down, giving up third to Hurd. Hoff- 
man kept the engine running and only 
lost the one position. 

On lap three, Hoffman tried to pass 
Hurd on the uphill right-hander but 
could not control the inside on the next 
corner before the finish line. Decker, 
however, was slowing down, letting the 
Hoffman/Hurd duel catch up to him. 
Hoffman got a better drive off the cor- 
ner going up the north section and went 
by Hurd. Then Hoffman went by Deck- 
er on the descending tabletop on the 





white-flag lap. Hoffman, thinking he 
had second sewn up, bobbled on the 
left-hand U-turn, letting both Decker 
and Hurd catch up. Going toward the 
big tabletop that leads into the canyon, 
Hoffman tried to get back up to speed 
but got in the way of Decker, who 
stumbled for a second, and Hurd went 
to the outside and had enough speed tó 
clear the jump. Hoffman controlled the 
line on the bowl turn and retained sec- 
ond. The checkered flag waved for win- 
ner Nelson, followed by Hoffman, 
Hurd, Decker, Seifert, Blackmore and 
Leib. eN

HAWKSTONE PARK, ENGLAND, APR. 18-19 
fter winning both days of the 
А round of the 1998 World 
Championship Trials series in 
Spain, reigning World Champion Doug 
- Lampkin was looking forward to the 
second round, to be run in front of his 
home fans in Britain. As well he should 
have been: The young Brit was alone at 
the top of the charts, mastering the 
course and positively blitzing the field. 
Thus far this season it appears that there 
is no one to challenge the Beta-mounted 
star. 

Hawkstone is, of course, one of the 
most famous motocross venues of all 
time, having hosted GPs since they 
begain in the 1950s. Its sandy confines - 
and that once-awesome hill - is still an 
incredibly challenging track. And the 
steep hillsides make for a challenging 
trials course, especially when they are 
planned by former world number two 
and 10-time British champion Steve 
Saunders. 

Saunders always reckoned that the 
sections would not need too many alter- 
ations to make them. suitable for the 
non-stop rule implemented this year, 
and he was right. Frankly, many felt 
that several were on the tight side, but 
at least Lampkin got what he was hop- 
ing for. 

“I don't want the trials too easy,” 
Lampkin said before the event. "The 
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harder they are, the better it suits me. 


Make them easy and too many riders - 


can get involved." 

In the end, of course, Lampkin was 
basically the only rider to get involved - 
his domination was complete. 

All the hazards at Hawkstone are 
pretty much knocked out of the same 
mold: steep, sandy climbs twisting over 
and up and down large sandstone rocks 
- very difficult to do while maintaining 
forward motion, as the turns were acute 
and the rocks slippery. 

Saturday was a standard Lampkin 
riding lesson - he went straight into top 
gear and was in control all the way. And 
while this was very impressive, Sun- 
day's ride was no Sunday ride, and 
showed what makes Lampkin champi- 
on. But we'll get to that later. 

Held in gorgeous weather, the open- 
ing day's action was everything the 
organizers wanted. Saunders had count- 
ed on good weather and used the hard- 
est routes in his sections. Had there been 
rain on Friday, easier routes were an 
option. 

Lampkin's opening lap of 15 con- 
tained only one bad errror, when the 
uphill left-hand turn on the climbing 
second sections cost him a maximum. It 
also stopped Marc Colomer and Kenichi 
Kuroyama, while cleans were achieved 
by Italian veteran Diego Bosis and Span- 
ish youngster Jose Alcaraz. Podium 
challéngers Graham Jarvis and David 
Cobos eased through for safe ones. 

Lampkin really got a grip by taking 
the only clean on the very tricky eighth 
sub, which started with a massive step 
and then twisted and turned its way 
through awkward, slippery rocks. He 
mastered it the second time through as 
well, the only person to clean it all day. 

Section 12 was the toughest of the 
day and no one did better than a three, 
although it was comparatively easy to 
make it through with those dabs. 

The penultimate section took plenty 
of marks as well, running alongside the 
famous Hawkstone hill. Lampkin made 
it through for a safe pair of dabs 
while cleans were 
clocked by Colomer, 
Jarvis, Kuroyama and 
Frenchman Bruno 
Camozzi. 

Lampkin complet- 
ed the lap for 18, then 
cruised around for 
three less after con- 
quering the second 
hazard to finish the 
day on top of the 
podium by a comfort- 
able 13 marks. Colom- 
er was a comfortable 
second, while a very 
much on-form Jarvis 
was third.

Sunday dawned overcast and a 
heavy overnight dew had the sections in 
a much more slippery mood. The Lamp- 
kin jinx on the second section struck 
again, and he left it with a five. 
Lampkin was right back in the 
groove like nothing had happened as he 
knocked off three cleans and a dab, but 


* then on the seventh sub he fouled а sec- 


tion-marker tape and the five-mark 
penalty rattled the favorite. He rallied to 
clean the eighth sub for the third time - 
joined by his Beta teammate Kuroyama 
on this occasion - but yet another maxi- 
mum on the 13th section and a scrappy 
three on the 14th saw Lampkin end the 
lap on 23. Colomer looked supersmooth 
on 19, Kuroyama was threatening on the 
same score and Jarvis was pressuring 
brilliantly on 21. 

As the aces started their second cir- 
cuit, it started raining heavily and the 
sections instantly became treacherous. 
And a minor miracle got under way. 

From the bundle of nerves that was 
Lampkin on the opening lap emerged a 
supremely confident World Champion. 
The 4000-plus fans who had turned out 
to watch Lampkin destroy his rivals 
could barely believe what they were see- 
Ing. 

Without going through the whole 
routine section by section, the easiest 
way to understand what Lampkin was 
doing is to compare the lap scores. 
Colomer went from a first-lap 19 to a 
second-lap 48, Kuroyama from 19 to 33, 
and Jarvis from 21 to 30. Jarvis eventual- 
ly had the second-best score from the 
loop, and it was completely representa- 
tive of the change in conditions. 

Lampkin went around with a four! 

Just four marks dropped on 15 sec- 
tions, sections that were for all intents 
and purposes virtually unridable. To 
watch him cleaning sections such as the 
eighth - cleaned only five times all 
weekend, four of those Lampkin's own - 
was to see something very special. He 
never looked as though he was losing 
traction at any time. And he was really 
angry with himself that one of his marks 
was a “real slack one!” 

“I knew it was going to be a good lap 
as soon as I left the start. I just felt like I 
was really on it," said a delighted Lamp- 
kin, "I wouldn't like to bet I could do 
that again, though!" 

Jarvis and the lone Scorpa claimed a 
brilliant second place, ahead of Kuroya- 
ma, and Steve Colley made it three Brits 
in the top four. Fujinami came back 
from a surprise nonscoring ride on Sat- 
urday to take 13 points for fifth on Sun- 
day, while a totally devastated and psy- 
ched-out Colomer limped home in sixth, 
a full 40 points behind his archrival, 
Lampkin. су

onda of Gilroy's Brian Butler rode 
Jp: Faultline Suspension / Асет- 

bis/FMF-backed CR500 to the 
overall victory with a score of 12 at the 
35th annual running of the North Bay 
Motorcycle Club’s Sawmill Enduro, 
which was the second round of the 1998 
Northern California Championship 
Enduro Series. 

This event marked the first time that 
the Bureau of Land Management's pop- 
ular Cow Mountain riding area was 
used for an enduro. With a lot of help 
from the BLM’s Jim Cooper, the club 
was able to put together two nice loops 
that tested the top riders and surprised 
even the locals with a few event-only 
miles of extremely challenging trails. 
Staged out of the Lake County side of 
Cow Mountain, the morning dawned 
cool and dry, with the promise of tem- 
peratures climbing into the high 60s. 
After months of El Nifio’s storms, the 
club was glad to have four days of dry 
weather before the event. Conditions 
were close to perfect, with just a few 
deep mudholes to ruin a napping rider's 
day. 

The course started out with a few 
miles of dirt road, followed by a couple 
of miles of narrow jeep trails, and then 
back to dirt road. At 7.6 miles out, the 
course.made a hard right at the 
Whitethorn trail head and the riders 
were checked into the first test section of 
the day, and 3.2 miles later they were 
checked out at the first tie breaker. But- 
ler went 2:28, with the district's number- 
one rider, Dave Wood, going 2:30 along 
with Tim Stowe. Greg Peterson came in 
at 2:54, while Eric Von Urf squeaked in

at 2:59 (whew!). Everyone else 
dropped three or more. This sec- 
tion was run at 24 mph and was 
one of the favorites at Cow Moun- 
tain for people who like their trails 
tight but not so nasty you can't 
take C riders through it. A reset 
followed and most riders got back 
on time. 

The next section was typical 
Cow Mountain: roads and trails 
with everything from graded 
roads to second-gear rock crawls. The C 
riders were routed around the really 
rough stuff, while the rest alternated 
between being on time and then falling 
back and then doing it all over again. 
Anyway, this is where the computers 
got a workout, and where riders who 
keep time the real way (manually) expe- 
rienced brain fade. While not a true test 
section, only four riders made it to 
check three on their minute. After this 
check came more timekeeping mixed 
with fast riding for the top riders. All 
the other As and Bs were just plain late. 

At check four, Butler, Wood and 
Stowe all dropped one, but they were on 
time at various points between checks. 
Right after check five there was an 
event-only trail that had been worked 
over by the club to make it close to rid- 
able for As and Bs (the Cs bypassed the 
section). This trail was ultratight and 
had everything from downhill off-cam- 
ber switchbacks and jersey-ripping 








thorn brush to rocky trails where every 
softball-sized rock you hit moved and 
threatened to throw you into the thorns. 
Some of the more sadistic club members 
had been against doing any clearing, but 
calmer minds had prevailed. It was a 
truly nasty trail and felt much longer 
than the actual 6 miles. Run at 24 and 18 
mph, this section produced big scores. 
Butler went 6:11, Wood 6:22, Rob Zim- 
merman 8:12 and Stowe went 9:22. Greg 
Peterson wrapped his brake pedal 
around his footpeg and carded a 10:40. 
A reset followed, and free time at the 
gas stop a couple of miles further on 
allowed A and top B riders to catch back 


up. 

T osse into the second loop, Butler 
led with 9, followed by Wood with 10 
and Stowe with 12. After gas, there were 
a couple of miles of graded road and 
then à turnoff onto trail number 14, 
where the trail boss had placed a visible 
check-in tie-breaker check to mess with 








riders' minds. The following test section 
was on a purpose-built trail about 4 feet 
wide cut into the side of a hill. It wasn't 
terribly difficult (except for a few ruts, 
roots and walk-your-bike-around 
switchbacks), but if you made even the 
smallest mistake, it took three people to 
get your bike back on the trail. 

After 5.1 miles at 24 mph, Butler had 
dropped 3:16, Stowe 4:08, Peterson 4:24, 
Von Urf 4:30, Craig Hoffman 4:34, Rob 
Zimmerman 5:24, and Wood scored a 
horrendous 7:22 after his carburetor fell 
off. This was the last test section, and 
the last two checks were zeroed by all 
the top riders. However, many B riders 
who did not enjoy the same bypasses as 
the Cs spent the afternoon hauling butt 
trying to catch up. This last section had 
some of the favorite, more-open trails in 
the area, with just a few tricky water 
crossings to keep things interesting. 

When all was said and done, Butler 
took the win with a 12 (first AA), Stowe 
earned second with a 16 (first A 250), 
Wood got third with a 17 (second AA), 
Peterson hung tough to nab fourth with 
a 19 (first A 200) and Zimmerman 
rounded out the top five with a 20 (sec- 
ond A 200). 

With the exception of the fast aver- 
ages for some of the Bs, riders’ com- 
ments at the finish were all positive. 
Many riders had ridden at Cow Moun- 
tain before but were surprised that the 
club and the BLM were able to come up 
with as many tight test sections as they 
did. Even local riders were pleasantly 
surprised; Senior A winner and Factory 
Pipe proprietor Ross Liberty said the 
event-only trails made him see a new 
side to an area he has ridden dozens of 
times. 

The race for District 36 championship 
seems to be wide open at this point. 
Quicksilver winner Craig Wesner and 
top riders Dave Froman (who was also 
the trail boss) and Damien Galford are 
NBMC members, and they worked the 
event instead of riding it. The rest of the 
year should be very interesting as the 
veterans try to hold off the up-and-com- 
ers. су

MONTEREY, CA, APR. 18-19 
иеа USA vindicated itself for its 
Қ loss to the English in Daytona earli- 
er this year by taking the win in 
round one of the Trans Atlantic Match 
Races, 207-200. 

After the successful revival of the 
Trans Atlantic Match Races last October 
at Daytona Speedway, Team Obsolete 
has established a three-event series for 
1998, with two races per event. Round 
two will be held at Cadwell Park in Eng- 
land, July 25-26, utilizing six-time World 
Champion Jim Redman as Grand Mar- 
shall on his Honda Six. Round three will 
be at Daytona on October 18, featuring 
15-time World Champion Giacomo 
| Agostini on his MV Agusta 500/3. 

After a month of El Nino-spawned 
rains, the Sun God smiled on America's 
only FIM-approved Grand Prix circuit. 
The Vanson Trans Atlantic Match Races 
featured possibly the highest-quality 
grid ever seen at a USA Historic event. 
The USA Team featured Dave Roper 
riding an ex-Agostini MV Agusta, Yvon 
DuHamel riding an ex-Dick Mann BSA 
Triple, Don Vesco riding an ex-Hail- 
wood Manx Norton, Cal Rayborn III rid- 
ing an XR750 Harley, Todd Henning 
riding a Drixton Honda, John Long rid- 
ing a Rob North Triumph Triple, Craig 
McLean riding a Team Obsolete G-50, 
and Mike Green riding a Seeley Tri- 
umph. Long and DuHamel, as well as 
Rayborn's late father, all were entrants 
in the original 1970s series. 

Early entrant John Ulrich had to 
withdraw when the heavy demands of 
ancient drum brakes aggravated his 
carpal-tunnel syndrome. He was 
replaced by Motorcycles Unlimited's 
Craig McLean. Cal Rayborn III was a 
nonstarter, experiencing teething prob- 
lems on his newly rebuilt XR750. 

The U.K. team featured evergreen 
Dave Pither, Colin Breeze, Richard Haas 
and Malcolm Tunstall on a trio of Rob 
North Triples and a Ducati Special, 
while Chris "Wingnut" McGahan, Ver- 
non Glashier, Larry Swann and Manx 
Grand Prix-winner Paul Barrett were all 
on Seeley G-50s. 

In race one, McLean pulled a 
holeshot on the Rob Iannucci-tuned G- 
50 and pulled away. Ten seconds after 
the 500s got under way, the 750s got the 
green flag. Long got the holeshot, with 
Breeze, Roper and Pither in close pur- 
suit. The big drama was whether or not 
the 750s - which started in the second 
wave - could overtake the 500s. 

At the start of lap two, Roper pow- 
ered by Long into turn one, passing the 
United Kingdom's Colin Breeze and 
Dave Pither as well. Roper showed the 
way for two laps, but Breeze was right 
on his tail and eventually got by him on 
the brakes on lap four. Paul Barrett low- 
sided his Seeley G-50 in turn six on the 
same lap, ending his ride for the week- 
end, though fortunately without injury. 

Meanwhile, Pither thought better of a 
last-lap dive under Breeze, deciding in 
favor of the safety of his immaculate 
Commonwealth Triple, for the Brit 
Team and Mother England. DuHamel 
had dogged Henning for the entire race, 
but a last-lap charge failed. 

While the 750s were closing on the 
500s of Henning, McGahan and 
Glashier, McLean had run away with 
first place by lap three and remained 
unchallenged for the remainder of the 
race, ending up the overall winner, 
including all 750 machines. At the end, 
McLean was so far ahead that Roper, 
Pither and Breeze could no longer see 





him. The score for the first race was 
USA 101, U.K. 98. 

In Sunday's race, Henning, who had 
recovered from a stomach ailment, ran 
away and hid from the field, eventually 
taking first overall. This time, McLean 
had no answer and settled for third 500 
after a race-long battle with Glashier. 

As the 750 riders got off the line, 
Breeze got the holeshot and was first 
into turn one. The racing was much 
closer than on the previous day, with 
the 750s of Breeze, Pither and Roper in 
formation quickly overtaking several 
500s. In the corkscrew on the fourth lap, 
Breeze caught up with three smaller 
machines and was making the pass 
when his throttle stuck. He kept the bike 
upright but had to "go empty his 
leathers" at the end of the race. 

From that point forward, Pither was 
gone, and Breeze had no hope of catch- 
ing him with his sticking throttle. Roper 
passed McLean and made a good 
attempt at catching Pither, as did 
DuHamel, while Tunstall, Long and 
Haas swapped positions. Then, on the 
last lap, Pither went into the Corkscrew 
too hard and almost lost it. Luckily, he 
kept it up and kept the lead for the win. 

^On the penultimate lap, I made a 
mistake in the corkscrew," Pither con- 
firmed. "I misjudged braking and was 
also having more front-end chatter. 
Maybe I was trying harder than Satur- 
day - I'm still trying to learn it; it's so 
technical and I don't want to let the 
team down by crashing. Apart from 
that, the bike ran ]ike a clock." 


The score for Sunday's race was U.K>~ 


102, USA 106. This gave the USA the 
overall victory, 207-200. The High Points 
scorer for this round was once again 
Pither, repeating his Daytona honor 
from last October. At that race, the U.K. 
team beat the USA team, 333-319. 

Pither will take the prestigious Hail- 
wood Trophy back home to the U.K. 
The trophy was awarded to Mike Hail- 
wood for his victory in the 1965 USGP. 


A FAMILY AFFAIR 


Fresh from his start-to-finish victory 
over Doug Chandler in the Honda Chal- 
lenge AMA Superbike National, 
Honda's Miguel DuHamel stepped back 
34 years in history to ride the legendary 
18,000-rpm Honda 250cc “Six” that was 
first raced by Jim Redman in 1964. 
Miguel was accompanied by his brother, 
Hooter's Suzuki pilot Mario, on an ex- 
Agostini MV Agusta 500 Four, and their 
father, Yvon, riding the ex-Dick Mann 
BSA Triple that he rode to victory last 
month at Daytona. As the fabulous trio 
did two fast laps, the howl of 13 unmuf- 
fled cylinders echoed off the hillsides. 

"This is a fabulous machine," Miguel 
said afterward. "Its power starts at 
13,000 rpm. It's light and handles great!" 

Brother Mario was surprised at the 
speed of the 22-year-old MV. When told 
that it could do 180 mph, Mario asked if 
it was legal for the 750cc Supersport 
class. Yvon just smiled proudly at his 
sons. This was truly a special moment in 
racing history. єх

т ust 14 weeks after braking a femur 

J for the second time, Mike Metzger 

returned to top the 250cc Pro class 
during the Mazda Truck/Goat Eye- 
wear/Circle K/76/GFI Racing-spon- 
sored North-South Showdown at Perris 
Raceway. Doug Parsons came back to 
win the 125cc Pro class, but the big win- 
ner on the day had to be 125/250cc 
Intermediate rider Josh Cavanaugh, 
who won a beautiful, brand-new Mazda 
truck. The showdown brought GFI 
North and South riders together to 
determine who ruled the roost in their 
respective classes. 

On the track, it was Yamaha-mount- 
ed Parsons who grabbed the holeshot as 
the 20-minute, one-shot 125cc Pro moto 
got under way. Steve Andrich was on 
Parsons' back fender and had the lead 
by turn three. To make things more 
interesting, GFI invited a few of the top 
125cc Intermediates to run with the Pros 
for a few laps to see how they would 
fare. Two of the three asked - Oscar 
Valdez and Sean Hamblin - were doing 
great, running second and third, respec- 
tively, after also passing Parsons on the 
opening lap. The third Intermediate, 
Bryan McGavran, got a bad start but 
was working his way toward the front. 

Hamblin was hounding Andrich for 
the lead as Espen Blikstad zeroed in on 
Valdez in third. McGavran was up to 
sixth by lap four and was starting to 
push Parsons. At the halfway point, 
Hamblin doubled past Andrich to run 
out front in his first-ever attempt in the 
Pro class. McGavran got around Parsons 
for fourth and was closing in on Blikstad 
when he decided he'd had enough. 

"I was coming up through the pack," 
McGavran explained. "People were 
yelling at me. I think they were jealous 
and I didn't want to make anybody 
mad, so I just pulled off." 

Hamblin was on fire, pulling away 
from Andrich slightly and holding the 
lead until lap 10, when he too pulled off. 

“I had fun,” Hamblin said. “At least I 
could show those guys what they'll 
have to come up against when I turn 
Pro.” 

Andrich inherited the lead, ahead of 
Blikstad and Parsons. Parsons pushed 
Blikstad back to third and, with a couple 
of laps left, reeled in Andrich. Parsons 
set up Andrich in a couple of tight turns 
to take the lead and then stretch it out a 
little by time the checkers waved. 

“1 got the holeshot and then a couple 
of guys passed me in the first turn, and 
by the end of the first lap I found myself 
in last place,” said the AXO/Pro Cir- 
cuit/Thousand Oaks Yamaha-backed 
Parsons after the win. “I worked at it 
апа kept picking guys off. I knew my 
training would pay off, because I'm in 
better shape than those guys: Sure 
enough, by the end of the race I passed 
them all for the win." 

After leading for much of the race, 
Andrich ended up holding off Blikstad 
at the checkers for second. Metzger 
brought his KX125 across for fourth, and 
Danny Carlson came back from a fall 
early in the moto for fifth, ahead of 
Brandon Morgan. С 








Andrich returned to abscond with 


the holeshot in the single 250cc Pro 
moto ahead of Carlson, Tim Beatty and 
Blikstad. Blikstad and Carlson tangled a 
couple of laps into the race and went 
down, which moved Beatty into second 
and Metzger to third. Metzger was 
pushing Beatty and they soon caught 
Andrich. Andrich, Beatty and Metzger 
argued over the lead until the halfway 
point, when Metzger used a question- 
able line through a turn to gain control. 
“We were all over each other until 
Metzger cut the track and took me out,” 
said the slightly upset Beatty. “Me and 
Andrich were going around a tire and 
stick on the inside of a corner, and Met- 
zger went inside both of them. He hit 
the tire and the tire went in my rut and 
my front tire hit it and I washed out.”

Andrich stuck with Metzger for a 
couple of laps before Metzger inched 
away for the victory. 

"| decided I didn't want to wait any 
longer, so I went over the tire and took 
'em wide, but Andrich got me back the 
next lap in the same corner; then they 
decided to put banners up," explained 
the Moto XXX/Del Amo/Warped 
Clothing-backed video star. “I was a lit- 
tle beat. This is 14 weeks after having a 
broken femur. First race back; couldn't 
be happier." 

Andrich finished a comfortable dis- 
tance ahead of Beatty for second, with 
Carlson and Tommy Johansson round- 
ing out the top five. 

After the races, awards were handed 
out to those fortunate enough to finish 
in the top positions during the recent 
five-race Winter Series. A short time 





later, a raffle among the qualifying rac- 
ers saw 50cc (7-8) Stock-class rider 
Matthew Richardson win a new KTM 50 
Pro-Junior; Supermini and 80cc Expert 
Billy Laninovich won a 1998 YZ80; 125cc 
Novice Eric Anderson had his name 
pulled out of the box to take home an 
RM125; and Over 25 competitor Stephan 
Watson won a Kawasaki Mojave four- 
wheeler.

25-26 

irestorm Racing outdueled the 

competition with late-race heroics 

to take the overall victory in round 
two of the WERA National Endurance 
Series. Running the complete fifth hour 
without a pit stop, Firestorm forged past 
the front-runners and won by a scant 
four seconds. The GSXR600 Suzuki- 
mounted trio of Chris Normand, Scott 
Brown and Chris “Opie” Caylor main- 
tained a consistent pace and a minimum 
number of pit stops to wear down the 
bigger, faster machines of the early lead- 
ers. 

The site for the six-hour endurance 
race was Memphis Motorsports Park, a 
drag-strip-anchored, 1.77-mile, 10-turn 
road course. Expectations were high for 
the debut of several Yamaha YZF-R1s, 
as the high-speed layout favored the top 
speeds of the larger machines. 

Arclight Suzuki held the pole on a 
GSXR750 after winning round one at 
Talladega Gran Prix Raceway in early 
April. Evans Motosport оп a Ү2Е-К1 
and Tapeworks Racing’s GSXR750 
rounded out the front row. The action 
started early when Arclight’s Chris 
Hughes coasted to a stop while exiting 
turn two on the warmup lap. Frantically 
pushing the bike to the pits, Hughes 
watched in frustration as the flag fell 
and J.A.R. Racing’s Greg Leffler took the 
holeshot from the third row on an R1, 
followed by Evans Motosport’s Lee 
Acree and Tapeworks Racing’s Scott 
Harwell. 

Arclight quickly joined the race as 
Mark McDaniel leaped aboard the back- 
up bike and trailed the pack to the first 
corner. Leffler, meanwhile, quickly 
returned to pit lane to serve a stop-and- 
go penalty for jumping the start, thus 
handing the lead to Acree. Arclight's tri- 
als continued when McDaniel pointed 
and waved in desperation to signal his 
crew that all was not well with the back- 
up machine as it misfired continually 
down the long front straight. Arclight's 
crew worked feverishly to find the prob- 
lem with the primary bike, fearing the 
backup would not complete the race. 
McDaniel was signaled in and Hughes 
returned to the fray on their number- 
one machine, forfeiting the 18 laps that 
McDaniel had completed. 

^We're not sure what happened (on 
the first bike)," a dejected Hughes said 
with a sigh. "Something with the fuel 
delivery, I think." 

Moments later a kinked fuel hose 
was rerouted and Hughes was able to 
continue. 

Tapeworks Racing blew a head gas- 
ket in turn seven, bringing out the red 
flag just 40 minutes into the race. A 30- 
minute cleanup session by course work- 
ers ensued. 

The first-hour standings had three 
Yamaha Ris on top as J.A.R. retook the 
lead from Evans Motosport, and 1-800- 
CROTCH ROCKET's Ty Howard. Evans 
Motorsport's Acree was suffering from 
severe arm pump after his first stint but 
was treated and returned to the race. 

The restart at 10 minutes into the sec- 
ond hour renewed the battle between 
J.A.R. and Evans Motorsport, until 
J.A.R. ran out of fuel on the far side of 
the track and fell four laps down. Sec- 
ond-hour leader Evans Motosport held 
off SBR/Semoff Brothers Racing's R1 
and third-place Firestorm Racing was a 
lap down when Team Twister brought 
out another red flag by dropping fluids 
in turn 10 midway into the third hour.

The halfway point had Roswell Rac- 
ing’s GSXR750 grabbing third, but even- 
tually finishing sixth overall while tak- 
ing the Heavyweight Superbike-class 
win. 

“Тһе К1'ѕ early dominance waned іп 
the fourth hour when Evans Moto- 
sport's Terry Evans threw the lead away 
with a low-side in turn eight. 

"It was completely my fault." con- 
fessed Evans, who was unhurt. "I just 
tucked the front end in the bus-stop 
turn. I went in too hot and trail-braked 
but the front skipped. I let go, but it was 
too late." 

Dropping seven laps to the new lead- 
ers, Acree returned to the race without 
the clutch. The actuator arm in the lower 
right case had hit the ground in the acci- 
dent and jammed. SBR/Semoff Brothers 
Racing's Evan Semoff, Paul Youngman, 
and Glenn Szarek held the lead after 
four hours. 

Firestorm Racing's Caylor began his 
assault on the leaders early in hour five. 
Consistent 1:11 lap times allowed Cay- 
lor to steadily climb the ladder toward 
the lead. Making only one rear-tire 
change at the halfway point and no pit 
stops during the fifth hour, Firestorm 
swept into the lead at the end of the fifth 
hour - a lead they would never relin- 
quish. SBR/Semoff Bros. Racing 
dropped to second, with TKO Racing's 
GSXR750-mounted Luke Yarbrough, 
Jamie Lane and Brian Gibbs in third 
with one hour remaining. 

TKO Racing fought to regain a lost 
lap in the final hour with a lightning- 
fast pit stop and lap times in the 1:10 
range. The 360 Communications-backed 
trio put their heads down and chased 
Firestorm to the wire, finishing just four 
seconds back. 1-800-CROTCH ROCK- 
ET's Ty Howard, Kelly Moody and Rod- 
ney Smith led two more К15 across the 
line by six seconds to take third overall. 
Firestorm's victory also puts the team 
on top of the WERA National 
Endurance Series overall standings after 
two rounds. 

"Everybody on the team was fast," 
said Firestorm team members Caylor, 
Normand and Brown after the victory. 
"Good pit stops and consistent lap times 
won the race. One Dunlop on front last- 
ed the whole race. Our GSXR600 flew 
through the switchbacks and corners; 
they (the R1s) just had us on the 
straights." 





National Challenge sprint racing at 
Memphis Motorsports Park featured 
close finishes, paint-swapping passes 
and plenty of action, but when the dust 


settled, Arclight Suzuki's Mark 
McDaniel stood atop the heap after the 
day's battles were complete. In a true 
reversal of fortune, McDaniel pushed 
through Saturday's disappointment of 
finishing 12th in the WERA National 
Endurance Series event to score two vic- 
tories and a runner-up finish in Sun- 
day's sprint races. 

McDaniels, on a GSXR750 Suzuki, 
quickly took the point in the 1100 Super- 
stock race, closely followed by Mark 
Junge, also on a GSXR750. Smoking the 
rear tire at the start, Josh Hayes, the cur- 
rent points leader, dropped from the 
pole to third on his GSXR1100 Suzuki, 
with Team Valvoline EMGO Suzuki 
teammate Grant Lopez rushing from 
row six to take fourth on a GSXR750. 

Hayes challenged Junge for second 
and passed the Vesrah Brake-backed 
rider on the brakes, diving underneath 


* in turn six. Junge quickly regained the 


position in turn one with an outside 
move but just as quickly lost it when 
Hayes drafted by on the long front 
straight on the next lap. 

Lap five had Lopez join the duel by 
passing Junge in turn eight to take over 
third position. Junge and Lopez diced 
back and forth through the next several 
laps, allowing McDaniel and Hayes 
to pull away. Whittling away at 
McDaniel’s lead, Hayes turned in the 
fastest times of the race with 1:07 laps 
and caught the Arclight Racing rider on 
lap eight. 

Mississippi's Hayes darted under 
McDaniel in an attempt to pass the Cali- 
fornian racer in every corner but was 
repelled time and again. Finally, in a 
misjudged late-braking attack, Hayes 
was forced to run straight in the switch- 
backs, narrowly missing Lopez and 
Junge, and he had to watch as the lead- 
ers pulled away. Ensuing mechanical 
problems dropped Hayes back to sev- 
enth by race's end. McDaniel continued 
to victory, with Lopez second, followed 
closely by Junge. 

Hayes looked to change his fortunes 
in the Metzeler 600cc Superstock race 
and renewed his battles with Junge. The 
GSXR600 Suzuki-mounted pair battled 
in round one at Talladega Gran Prix 
Raceway, with Junge taking the win. 













Hayes looked to displace the Barrington, 
Illinois, rider in round two. 

Junge took the holeshot of the restart- 
ed event, closely followed by Hayes and 
Kawasaki ZX-6R-mounted Brian Lantz. 
Lantz pushed through to second on lap 
three and finally passed Junge for the 
lead on lap four, with Hayes following 
for second place. Junge retook the lead 
with a draft pass on the front straight 
but lost it to Hayes as he dived under- 
neath both riders in turn one. Lapped 
riders came into play when Hayes and 
Junge passed cleanly in turns eight and 
nine, but Lantz was forced to hold back. 
On the final lap Junge dived under 
Hayes in fast turn three, making contact 
with Hayes. Hayes and Junge both lost 
control of their machines but recovered, 
with Junge running off the track and 
missing turns four and five. Waiting so 
that he didn't take advantage of Hayes, 
Junge fell in behind to resume their bat- 
tle, but finished second to Hayes. 

"Boy, that was some race!" exclaimed 
Hayes in jubilation. 

The Michelin 750cc Superstock series 
resumed with a four-way battle for the 
lead. Valvoline EMGO. Suzuki teamm- 
mates Hayes and Lopez joined 
Arclight's McDaniel and Vesrah's Junge, 
all on GSXR750s. Hayes took the early 
lead but Mobile, Alabama, resident 
Lopez stuffed his teammate in turn 
eight for the spot. Junge, meanwhile, 
slipped past McDaniel for third. Lap 
four saw Lopez with the lead and posi- 
tion swapping behind. More than a 
dozen lead changes between the front 
four in the next several laps allowed no 
clear advantage for any one rider. Hayes 
looked to be the one to beat as the laps 
wound down, but he ran straight 
through the switchbacks for the second 
time that day and was forced to retire 
with a stuck throttle as the white flag 
flew. Lopez grabbed the lead from 
Hayes but lost it to Junge in the draft on 
the front straight. Junge succumbed to 
Lopez's pressure and overcooked the 
entry to turn eight on the final lap. 
Lopez got the drive out of the tunnel but 
was surprised when a hard-charging 
McDaniel flew by to take the win by а 
wheel. 

"This was a luck win!" remarked 
McDaniels, elated. "These guys are so 
fast, but my crew worked hard, some- 
times 18-hour days, to give me a bike 
that is this good. I didn't have to worry 
about it (the machine)." €N

COMMERCE, GA, APR. 16-19 
hree races into the 1998 season 
| and reigning NHRA Pro Stock 
Bike champion Matt Hines still 
hasn’t lost a round, and the way the 
Vance & Hines/Eagle One Suzuki GSX- 
R is running, it doesn’t appear that he’s 
going to lose one anytime soon. 

Hines, who grabbed the early-season 
points lead with a win in the season- 
opening Gatornationals and then picked 
up $10,000 after taking the title at the spe- 
cial non-points Winston Invitational 
event, extended his win streak to 11 
rounds with a victory at the Fram Nation- 
als in Atlanta, his 12th career victory in 
just 28 starts as a professional racer. 

Hines not only dominated the event, 
but he got a huge boost after three of his 
closest competitors - Dave Schultz, 
Angelle Seeling and John Smith - did the 
unthinkable and took themselves out of 
competition by red-lighting in the open- 
ing round of eliminations, which were 
postponed until Monday due to heavy 
rains. 

“When we saw what developed in 
the first round, we knew we had to dig 
in and take advantage of it,” said Hines, 
who stopped AMA ProStar champ Paul 
Gast in the final. “This win is big 
because our goal was to try and get the 
points lead early in the year. Even 
though we won the championship last 
year, we got off to a slow start, and that 
put a lot of pressure on us. I didn’t want 
to go through that again.” 

Early in qualifying, Hines suffered a 
potential setback when he broke a cam 
chain on his best engine, a 1500cc two- 
valve combination that has carried him 
to his last four National-event victories 
and a 7.24 record in Gainesville. Hines 
and his father, Byron, installed an 
untested backup in time for Saturday’s 
last qualifying and ran a 7.31 to steal the 
pole from new Team Winston member 
Seeling, who had earlier run 7.32 on her 
Star Performance Suzuki. 

“We felt that our backup engine was 
as good as the one we broke, but we 
weren't sure because me never got a 
chance to test it," Hines said. "Fortu- 
nately, we were able to make some real- 
ly good runs with it." 

For many, just making the 16-bike 
field in Atlanta was an accomplishment. 
The bump spot of 7.57 was the third 





quickest in the history of the class, and 
established veterans Hector Arana and 
Steve Johnson, who finished sixth and 
ninth, respectively, in the 1997 points 
battle, failed to make the program for 
the first time in more than a year. 

In round one, Hines didn't break a 
sweat with a 7.37-to-7.74 win over Las 
Vegas police officer Clarke Paris, but the 
same couldn't be said for the rest of the 
top qualifiers, as five of the top eight 
seeds failed to advance. In addition to 
Hines, only rookie Tony Mullen and 
defending Fram Nationals champ John 
Myers managed to advance in one of the 
most upset-laden rounds in recent years. 

Hines stopped Mullen's Bell Addi- 
tives Suzuki in round two with a 7.36, 
but upped the ante in the semifinals 
with a blistering 7.28 against Myers, 
who made his best run of the weekend 
with a 7.40 but finished well behind the 
Vance & Hines entry. 

"That 7.28 was an awesome run," 
said Hines, who became the first rider to 





run in the 7.2-second zone last April in 
Richmond, Virginia, and is the current 
elapsed-time record holder with a 7.24. 
"In the pre-race interview, I predicted 
that we'd run low 7.30s, but I didn't 
expect to see a 7.28 today. I didn't think 
the air and track conditions were there 
for a run like that. Last year, John Myers 
beat me in the semifinals at this race, so 
beating him was a nice little payback." 
With most of the class's top guns on 
the sidelines early in eliminations, the 
door was opened for several new players 
to emerge. C.J. Smith, the older brother of 
three-time National-event winner John 
Smith, made it to the semifinals for the 
first time in his career aboard Pete 
Briggs’ Lake Mortgage entry, the field's 
lone Kawasaki. Smith qualified with a 
personal-best 7.48, and went to round 
two when eight-time Fram Nationals 
champ Schultz red-lighted. In round two, 
Smith squeezed by Larry Cook's Suzuki 
in a race decided by less than a thou- 
sandth of a second at the finish line,

before his day came to an end in the 
semis against Gast's Fast by Gast Suzuki, 
7.43 to 7.53. 

^We didn't make any major changes 
to the bike before the final because, 
frankly, I knew there was no way we 
could pick up enough to run with Matt," 
said Gast, who red-lighted against Hines 
but moved into second place in the 
points standings with his runner-up fin- 
ish. "I tried to cut a light on him, but I 
didn't expect to red-light. The way Matt 
is running right now, all you can do is 
hope that he makes a mistake. Unfortu- 
nately, this time he didn't." єх

Out of gate three in 
the second semi, Schwartz outgated the 
field to take the lead from the get-go 
and move on to the main. Ackroyd held 
off Castro in the quick four-lapper and 
he, too, transferred directly. It was one 
more chance for Castro and Cooley. 

The last-chance looked more like a 
war than a race. On the first start, Pap- 
palardo and Colston got tangled up in 
turn one, with Pappalardo doing a bad 
imitation of a stunt rider. He flew 
through the air and did a layout without 
the tuck position. He got an “11” from 
the crowd, but the landing was just a lit- 
tle rough. Pappalardo was, amazingly 
enough, not hurt badly, but his bells got 
rung pretty good and he was unable to 
restart. On the second try it was Castro 
getting up close and personal with Col- 
ston in turn three. Again the red came 
out, and Castro was deemed the cause. 
The field then stood at two, and Colston, 
a little bruised and battered, went wire 
to wire as he picked up the final spot in 
the Scratch main. 

Oxley took the pole for the Scratch 
final, with Colston and Ackroyd in gates 
two and three. On the outside, Hicks 
was in four and Schwartz in five. Before 
the race, each rider had a youngster that 
represented them in a foot race around 
the bullring, and it was Oxley’s racer 
who took the win - and maybe forecast 
the outcome of the actual race. Oxley 
came off the line and went right to his 
favorite place: low and on the PVC pipe 
that lines the infield. Hicks dropped to 
second, with Schwartz third while

attempting to pass around the outside. 
The three riders were running close 
enough to shake hands, but no one gave 
an inch and they finished in that order. 

After three Handicap heats had been 
completed to start thinning the field for 
the eight-rider, eight-lap main event, the 
first Handicap semi saw Charlie Cooley 
take the lead from the low yardage, and 
he looked to have a lock on the win. But 
it was none other than “Fast” Eddie 
Castro who came from the 40-yard line 
and rained on Cooley’s parade, as Cas- 
tro made the pass for the lead and at the 
checkered flag to win the race by ever so 
little.

Brian Pappalardo led the way from 
start to finish in the second semi, and he 
was followed home by Gary Ackroyd, 
Gary Hicks and DiFrancesco. The main- 
event field was set. 





The lineup for the Handicap main 
had Cooley on the 10 by himself. On 
the 20 were Baur and Pappalardo. 
DiFrancesco and Ackroyd shared the 30, 
with Hicks and Castro on the 40. All 
alone on the 50 was McConnell. 

On the first attempt at a start, Ack- 
royd got out of shape and lost it in turn 
one, causing the red to come out. The 
referee deemed Ackroyd the cause, and 
he was sent to the pits. On the second 
try, it was Castro who clipped 
McConnell's rear wheel, causing both to 
go down.

Brandes -

fter taking both wins in the 125 
A=: 250сс Pro races at the fourth 

round of the series, Suzuki-mount- 
ed Michael Brandes - once again - 
returned to the Hollister GP track and - 
once again - took two class wins with 
ease. In fact, the Moto XXX/Simi Valley 
Cycles/Pro Grip-backed Brandes 
enjoyed as much as a 10-second lead in 
both races despite the fact that he was in 
the company of several other AMA 
Supercross regulars such as ex-team- 
mate Jeff Willoh and Rusty Holland. 

With nearly 400 riders turning out 
for the final round of the series, promot- 
er Jack Azevedo was relieved to finally 
get the series completed. 

"Here we are in the spring already 
and we're still running a winter series 
race," Azevedo said. "But I think our 
race announcer, Tim Quinn, summed it 
up best when he said that our mission is 
to give the riders the best value for their 
dollar. All those weekends we. didn't 


run because of rain was all in the best 
interest of the riders, spectators and con- 
tingency sponsors. I think any rider 
would rather enjoy a day of racing 
under clear skies than ride shortened 
motos in the mud.” 

Based on the high number of riders 
that turned out for each series race, 
Azevedo’s decisions were obviously 
well-received. 

As the gate dropped for the 125cc Pro 
race, it was Yamaha-mounted Danny 
Paladino snagging the holeshot. How- 
ever, Paladino had Willoh, Rick Ryan 
and Brandes hot on his tail. By the end 
of lap one, Willoh and Brandes had 
made their way around Paladino, and 
the duo began to stretch out a comfort- 
able lead. Brandes was on a tear, howev- 
er, and soon left Willoh behind. 

In fact, Brandes was gaining nearly a 
second per lap over Willoh as the race 
progressed. Willoh never gave up, but 
he just couldn't mount a charge on 
Brandes during the entire 20-minute- 
plus-one-lap moto. Meanwhile, Jeff Pes- 
tana was working his way up through 
the pack after a mediocre start. The 
Yamaha pilot soon found himself in 
third place after four laps, but Willoh 
and the leader, Brandes, were already 
long gone. Also charging through the 
pack was Rusty Holland. Holland had 
also had a less-than-stellar start, but the 
Suzuki pilot never let up and slowly 
began reeling in Pestana. However, Hol- 
land had to get by the pack of riders 
fighting for fourth, made up of Aaron 
Cheselske, Ryan and Kawasaki-mount- 
ed Jeff Northrop. 

As the white flag came out, Brandes 
was cruising up front, with Willoh a 
ways back, followed by Pestana in third. 
Holland was still gaining ground on 
Pestana but ran out of time when the 
Checkers came out and he had to settle 
for fourth. Northrop rounded out the 
field, taking a hard-fought fifth. 

"The track was pretty flat and not as 
rutted as I expected," Brandes said. 
"This track is a pleasant change from the 
tracks down south. I sprained my wrist 
about two weeks ago during practice 
and this is my first hard ride since." 

When asked about his recent switch 
from Team Stiffie to Team Moto XXX, 
Brandes said, "They (Team Stiffie) were 
kind of hard to deal with and things just 
didn't go real well. I feel much more 
comfortable with Team Moto XXX." 

The second-place finisher, Team 
Stiffie/ Westwood /Tom Morgan racing- 
backed Willoh, was pleased with his 
ride 

"I still have supercross suspension on 
the bike, but I felt okay out there," 
Willoh said. "I want to thank my 
mechanic, Dustin Shanklin, for keeping 
the bike running good this season." 

The 250cc Pro race got under way 
with the same 20-minute-plus-one-lap 
format in place. Things got really inter- 
esting as the holeshot honors went to 
Holland, followed by Brandes and 
Willoh. With three of the top guns out 
front, the crowd was anticipating a good 
face. As a matter of fact, Holland began 
to pull away from Brandes ever so 
slightly on the first lap. But before the 
first lap was in the books, Brandes had 
managed to make a clean inside pass on 
Holland on the back section of the track. 
Although Holland was showing excel- 
lent speed, the Fresno resident had trou- 
ble keeping pace with the speedy Bran- 
des. 

Meanwhile, behind Holland, Willoh 
maintained a secure third as the laps 
wore on. Throughout the entire moto, 
the three top guns managed to keep 
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quite a bit of distance between them. 
The race for fourth became the race to 
watch as Suzuki-mounted Ben Shank 
got a good start but carried along some 
baggage - in the form of Pestana and 
Ryan. Pestana was the first to make his 
way by Shank over the tabletop section. 
Shank, however, was not about to give 
up any more positions as he held off 
Ryan. Unfortunately, the pressure from 
behind must have gotten to Shank, as he 
got a little out of shape and went down 
over a newly planted corner jump. Ryan 
seized the opportunity, along with 
Northrop. Northrop soon began pres- 
suring Ryan for the number-five posi- 
tion but ran out of time when the check- 
ers waved. Brandes took the win, 
followed by Holland, Willoh in a distant

homas Buxrud from Norway and 
Тез Blikstad from Sweden соп- 

quered the warm weather and 90 
other teams to take the overall win in 
the Chaparral 6-Hour Endurance race at 
Glen Helen Raceway. Buxrud and Blik- 
stad just beat out the team of Tod Sciac- 
qua and Jimmy Lewis to win the event 
in the final hour. 

Buxrud and Blikstad have been in 
California for the past six months, stay- 
ing with Stefan Elvin, who has an inter- 
national motocross camp in Corona, 
California. 

“We have had up to 19 riders from 
Norway and Sweden staying with Ste- 
fan during the winter to compete in the 
GFI Winter Series, CMC Golden State 
Nationals and other events like this 
one,” Buxrud said. 

They are set to return to their respec- 
tive countries by the beginning of May 
to get ready for their national motocross 
series. 

“It is starting to get hot here (in Cali- 
fornia), so now it is time to go back 
home,” joked Blikstad during the trophy 
presentation. 

Steve Anderson took the overall over 
Joe Bagnasco and Nick Uribe in the IMS 
Ironman class, a class for riders brave 
enough to try to solo the event. 

The race started at 8:30 a.m. as riders 
straddled the front wheel with the 
engine dead. When the flag dropped, it 
was the team of Scott Brown, Paul Her- 
man and Joel Beyer (with Brown at the 
controls) out in front. Blikstad, riding 
the first half-hour of the race, was in last 
place. 

“Espen fell on top of the hill (Animal 
Leap) and hurt his arm," Buxrud said, 
“so he was dead last in our group." 

Lewis had taken over the lead on the 
first lap, and he proceeded to put dis- 
tance on the field. Brown was in second, 
followed by E.J. Wright and Alex Zapa- 
ta. The course took the top riders about 
five minutes to complete each lap and 
set the tone for when rider exchanges 
would take place. The defending Vet- 
class team of Chad Blough, Bob 
Maxwell and Doug Yarnell got off to a 
poor start, as well. It took Maxwell sev- 
eral kicks to fire his bike and he took off 
last, but the 41-year-old competitor 
quickly moved to the front of the Vet 
class and was within the top 15 overall 
by the end of the first lap. 

Two-time IMS Ironman winner 
Yarnell decided not to defend his title. 

“I enjoyed winning the last two 
years, but each time I raced this event, 
by the fourth hour I started to ask 
myself, ‘Why am I out here?’” Yarnell 
said. "So this year, I wanted to have a 
chance to win the Vet class, and Chad 
(Blough) and Bob (Maxwell) wanted 
some young blood on the team - since 
I'm the baby of the bunch." 





By the completion of lap one, Lewis 
had established his team in the top spot, 
followed by Brown, Wright, Zapata and 
Quint Betts. By lap three, Blikstad 
moved into fourth overall, behind 
Wright. 

"Blikstad started because he was on 
his 250, and I would ride my 125," said 
the Spy/SMP/Valvoline-sponsored 
Buxrud. 

Lapped traffic was starting to affect 
riders early in the event, and the leaders 
were starting to spread out a little. 
Buxrud took over on lap 10 and lost 
some ground to Lewis, but regained 
some time when Sciacqua took his first 
stint on the track. 

By lap 14, Buxrud took the top spot 
from Sciacqua, followed by the 
Heit/Wright team. Blough took over the 
controls for the Vet-class leaders and 
put more distance on the class, holding 
down fourth overall. The FMF/Sinisa- 
lo/Mission Yamaha-supported Blikstad 
had taken over before the first sched- 
uled water break-and went back into 
second, but was able to catch up with 
the Lewis/Sciacqua team before the end 
of the first two hours. 

^We did not know where we were at 
the first water break," Buxrud said, "just 
that we were in front of the line during 
the break." 

The Buxrud/Blikstad duo went back 
out front, with the other teams in pur- 
suit. Yarnell went out for his first stint 
on the course but had to make an 
unscheduled change of riders within 20 
minutes. Yarnell's bike had lost the axle 
nut and the adjustment plate, so 
Maxwell went back out to keep his team 
in contention. By the halfway mark, 
Lewis/Sciacqua were battling against 
Buxrud/Blikstad for the top spot, while 
the team of Wright/Heit was being 
chased by Maxwell/Blough/Yarnell for 
third. 

“By the second water break, we real- 
ized that we were in the lead, when they 
(the scorers) said we were,” Buxrud 
said. 

Most of the passing happened while 
one team was in the pits exchanging rid- 
ers, but the first two teams were within 
seconds of each other. Between laps 30 
and 50, the lead had changed eight 
times. Yarnell was getting ready for his 
second stint on the track, but first they 
had to make repairs. To keep things fair 
for everyone, each team had one of their 
bikes in impound. While one bike was 
out on the course, the other bike 
couldn’t be worked on in impound. 
Now, these old men love their 
NASCAR, but maybe they were taking 
it too seriously. They had an air-impact 
driver to fix the axle, and in less then 30 
seconds, Yarnell and company had the 
nut and plate on and a full tank of fuel 
(whew!). 

With about one hour remaining, the 
teams of Lewis/Sciacqua and 
Buxrud/Blikstad had lapped everyone 
else at least once. Lewis had done most 
of the riding for his team, as his partner 
went down midway through the contest 
and could only go for short runs. Blik- 
stad was leading when he turned it over 
to Buxrud for the final half-hour. 

^| rode the last 30 minutes, and as I 
pulled out of the pits I saw number four 
ahead and I went after him," Buxrud 
explained. "Two laps later, I caught him 
and went by for the lead, but he passed 
me back.

A strong second-moto performance earned 
Dustin Evans the combined Pro-class overall 
win, as Los Angeles County Raceway played 
host to the third and final round of California 
Racing Club's annual Tri-Race Series. 

When the gate dropped in round one, it was 
the YZ400F of Tony Sulek leading the pack 
down the long start straight and through the 
first turn.

XXX/Hectic Clothing-backed KX125 running 
out front. Deegan showed the locals why he 
wears the national number 38 as he slowly 
pulled away for the first-moto win. Sulek made 
his way back around Evans for second, with 
Welty holding off John Sereika at the checkers 
for fourth. 

Evans timed the gate perfectly to lead Sulek 
and Deegan off the second-moto start. The three 
front-runners separated from the pack and, for 
most of the moto, engaged in an awesome battle 
for the lead. With time running out, Dgan 
tried to go under Sulek while coming down off 
the over-and-under section. 

“Deegan got underneath me,” explained 
Sulek. “He started to slide, then I bumped him. 
He fell down and I almost fell. I kind of ran over 
him but managed to keep my bike up.” 

The confrontation gave Evans the little 
breathing room he needed to take the second- 
moto and overall win. 

“It was great out there,” said the MSR/Stat- 
en Graphics/B&B Cycles-backed Evans after the 
race. ^I was just on it. I pulled a good start and 
just zoned and went for it. I was happy to beat 
Deegan and take the 200-percent payback for the 
day." 

Sulek's 2-2 edged out Deegan's 1-3 for the 
second-place money, with Welty running a con- 
sistent fourth over Sereika.

Stephenson gritty at 
White Sands Motocross

ASHLAND, NE, APR. 19 

In his first outdoor action since completing the 
РЈІ/АМА Агепасгоѕѕ series, Team 
Tuff/Thor/Honda's Denny Stephenson showed 
his Omaha-area neighbors the fast way around 
the White Sands Raceway track en route to wins 
in the 125 and 250сс Expert and Open Outlaw 
classes aboard his Pro Circuit-powered Hondas. 

In the 250сс Expert class, Stephenson took 
the moto-one holeshot, ahead of Paul’s Yama- 
ha/Pro Circuit-backed Todd Ramsey. Locked in 
an early battle for third was Stephenson’s 
Tuff/Thor/Honda teammate/mechanic Chris 
Hunter and Stevens Motorsports’ Nick Delozier. 
By the end of lap two, Stephenson was long 
gone, unaware of the thrills and spills back in 
the pack. With Stephenson on cruise control, 
Hunter and Delozier made their way around 
Ramsey and continued to dice with each other. 
During lap three, Delozier hammered the out- 
side of a sweeper turn to momentarily take sec- 
ond place from Hunter. Two turns later, Hunter 
showed his veteran experience by parking 
Delozier and retaking the number-two position. 
Delozier put himself in passing position again 
on the next lap but overjumped a double and 
elected to hit the brakes instead of T-boning 
Hunter, who watched Delozier fall over and out 
of the money. Ramsey took advantage of Delozi- 
ег misfortune to take over third, while Ramer 
Motors/DNS Off-Road Products’ Erik Kohl 
pulled into fourth. The moto ended with 
Stephenson ahead of Hunter by a wide margin, 
followed by Ramsey, Kohl and Delozier. 

“I think I suck,” Hunter remarked about his 
battle with the younger, less experienced Delozi- 
er. “I’m probably better off turning wrenches for 
(Jeromy) Buehl than turning a motorcycle.” 

After the victory, Stephenson jokingly 
agreed, “Yes, I think he sucks, too.” 

Moto two was nearly a carbon copy of moto 
one, except that after trying to pass Hunter and 
falling again, Delozier hung on for third this 
time around. Stephenson absconded with 
holeshot again and added to his lead each lap by 
negotiating the whoop/rhythm section by 
tripling all the way through the obstacle. 
Stephenson is believed to be the first rider to 
successfully attempt such a combination at 
White Sands. 

















“I tried something different in practice and 
came up short and thought I was dead," said the 
former 125cc Supercross champion. "I decided 
to tone it down to stay more consistent." 
Consistent he was, as he posted a perfect 1-1 
to earn the first-place money, ahead of Hunter's 
2-2. Delozier bounced back from a forgettable 
first moto to take third overall with a 5-3, just 
ahead of Kohl's 4-4. Ramsey's 3-5 landed him in 
fifth for the day.

Adams unstoppable at 
Spring Fling Motocross

MILLINGTON, MI, APR. 12 

After a one-year layoff due to a nagging injury 
that sidelined him for most of the 1997 season, 
Team Green/ Answer/FMF-backed Nick Adams 
has definitely returned. During the first four 
rounds of the eight-race District 14 Spring Fling 
Series, Adams has totally dominated the 80cc (7- 
11) class by winning every moto he has entered 
to date. 

The annual Easter Sunday event put on by 
the Bulldog MC saw very mild temperatures 
and bright skies complementing the perfectly 
prepared sand track, as more than 400 riders 
turned out to enjoy the holiday by doing what 
they love most: racing motorcycles. A few of the 
other 80cc (7-11) riders had ideas of their own 
and were determined to break Adams' winning 
streak. 

When the gate dropped for the first moto, it 
was Suzuki-mounted Grant Moreland, resident 
holeshot expert and a former 50cc National 
Champion, rounding turn one first, with Yama- 
ha-mounted Jake Marsack pushing him every 
inch of the way. While Adams was working his 
way through the pack, a determined Marsack 
was pulling out all the stops to get by the ever- 
improving Moreland. By the end of the first lap, 
Marsack had made his pass for the lead stick, 
and he immediately tried to put some distance 
on the pint-sized Suzuki pilot and a quickly 
closing Adams. 

After breaking free from the pack, Adams 
quickly closed the gap on second-placed More- 
land and easily made the pass in the long 
whooped-out section near the road. With the 
final laps approaching, Adams wasted little time 
reeling in the leader, Marsack, and then set him 
up for the pass as the pair exited the switchback 
section. 

"I've been having trouble with my starts," 
Adams said. "I think my dad needs to put on a 
better tire. But once I got going, everything went 
good. Hopefully, I can start up front next moto." 

The sandy start straight seemed to suit 
Moreland just fine as he once again ripped the 
holeshot, leading the field of 20 riders through 
the first half-lap. Adams was already up on 
Moreland as the pair came out of the woods and 
into the spectator viewing area, and he wasted 
little time getting around him and setting a pace 
on the deeply whooped-out sand track, which 
challenged the fastest 12- to 15-year-old 80cc rid- 
ers. As Adams continued to show the way, only 
Marsack was able to keep him in sight as he 
finally made his way around Moreland after 
having removed his goggles. 


























“It took me a long time to get around More- 
land,” Marsack commented. “My dad was help- 
ing me at the line with my Roll-Offs and broke 
them. Once they got covered, I had to slow 
down until I could find a good place to pass.” 

Collecting the checkered flag first was a very 
excited Adams, who secured his fourth win in as 
many races and the majority of the Green Bucks. 

“It's great to be back racing after having to 
take off all of last year,” Adams said. “I want to 
thank all my sponsors that didn’t give up on me, 
and especially my mom and dad and my 
mechanic, Bob.” 

Following Adams across the finish was Mar- 
sack, and rounding out the top three was the 
youngest of trio, Moreland.

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hether a number of people are will- 
үү: to admit it or not, supercross is 

the great white hope of the motor- 
cycle industry. Young, dynamic and wild- 
ly popular, the sport is the shot in the arm 
of which the quickly-graying American 
motorcycle industry is badly in need. 

On Sunday, April 26, 1998, the flash- 
and-glam-saturated sport of supercross 
entered the next phase of its evolutionary 
process when ABC Sports, on their world- 
renowned “Wide World of Sports” pro- 
gram, aired next-day coverage of the Dal- 
las Supercross. Slotted in directly after the 
Talladega Die-Hard 500 NASCAR Win- 
ston Cup race, ABC, Seals Communica- 
tions and the supercross promoter group 
PACE Motor Sports pooled their collective 
resources in an effort to garner a big chunk 
of the massive lead-in audience that the 
NASCAR race would deliver. Aware that 
the psychological mindset of a NASCAR 
fan is relatively similar to that of the super- 
cross aficionado, the aforementioned con- 

- sortium was looking for the “rub off" fac- 
tor and, with it, the chance to impress a 
number of potential new fans. 

From the very first shot, which looked 
down upon the gleaming Dallas Stadium, 
I knew the broadcast was going to do the 
sport justice. In line with the old and tired 

; adage that you "only get one chance to 
make a first impression,” Seals Communi- 
cations and producer Scott McLemore 
decided to go outside the box and craft a 
show to not only entertain the hard-core 
following the sport has already gathered, 
but to speak to and educate the millions of 
Winston Cup fans that would be dropping 
in on the telecast. 

And to illustrate the magnitude of the 
importance of the occasion, Seals teamed 
with ABC to dig deep into a big bag of TV 
production tricks and tactics. The afore- 
mentioned roof-cam was installed, and 
helmet-cams were brought out and 
attached to a few helmets. And the most 
exotic item of them all, the jib camera, was 
incorporated into the production as it ran 
off a dolly placed on the stadium floor to 
give viewers the impression that they were 

; following the bikes with their own eyes. 

And from there, the one-hour produc- 

‚боп rolled on toward its destiny. Paul 
Page, the voice of the Indianapolis 500 and 
a world-renowned auto-racing commenta-

bing his fourth Amateur win in a row at the Ascot 





tor, led the broadcast team as the contin- 
gent spoke out into the living rooms of 
America. With only one hour to work 


with, the network utilized a highlight 
sequence of the heats and semis to build 


intrigue and excitement and, ultimately, 
set up the main event. And all things con- 
sidered, the highlights were intriguing, 
and accomplished their ultimate objective 
of getting the viewing audience wound 
up, as well as up to speed on just what the 
hell was going on. Furthermore, a smatter- 
ing of preproduced rider biographies 
helped bring the sport's athletes to life. 

An interesting aspect of the telecast was 
the plight of supertalent Kevin Windham. 
Cast as one of the sport's premier riders, 
Windham, through a series of uncharacter- 
istic shunts, truly personified the "Wide 
World of Sports" catch-phrase of "the 
agony of defeat." However, the battered 
and bruised Windham retained his digni- 
ty, and like a big-time car racer - or punch- 
drunk quarterback - explained his frustra- 
tion to on-floor commentator Art Eckman, 
who had pulled him aside shortly after he 
had gotten to his feet and cleared his head. 
Windham's woeful outing, and the subse- 
quent devastating disappointment he 
experienced, showed America what these 
guys go through every Saturday night. 

Of the few elements that were botched 
during the proceedings, the primary cul- 
prits were the graphics announcing and 
illustrating the main-event starting grid. 
The pictures of the riders were far too 
small, and a number of them featured 
either the wrong rider or the wrong bike. 
Perhaps we should take a clue from car 
racing on this one and make them bigger, 
and maybe even have them include the 
motorcycles within; I’m sure the manufac- 
turers would dig that. One other gripe 
heard throughout the industry - and the 
muckraking Internet pages of America - 
was the fact that the 125cc class wasn't 
shown. In the broadcast's defense, the pro- 
ducers only had an hour to work with, 
and NASCAR certainly doesn't show the 
Busch Grand National division highlights 
prior to the airing of every Winston Cup 
race, do they? Okay, enough dwelling on 
the negative.

evening was to him, the gate clanked into 


the hard-packed Dallas dirt and the race 
was on. As a sign that the stars were 
aligned on the historic telecast, the race 
was chock-full of action. The young gun 
(Ezra Lusk), at the helm of the Big Red 
Machine, held off the golden goose (Jere- 
my McGrath), while the iron man (Doug 
Henry) kept them all honest on his 
ground-pounding, hot-rod, Yamaha four- 
banger. Big jumps, big passes, and for 
God's sake, big action! 

“Awesome!” declared Gary Becker, 
CEO of PACE Motor Sports, in regard to 
the broadcast. "The ratings were great, 
and we had people watching that were not 
supercross fans - which was our target. 
With the broadcast, we really wanted to 
attract new fans. It was a great race, with 
all kinds of excitement - in fact, I think it 
was our best race of the year. Our objective 
was to educate people on supercross - on 
just how it works. While I would have 
liked to have seen two hours of racing, 1 
thought the broadcast came off extremely 
well." 

And if the A.C. Nielsen overnight rat- 
ings are any indication, the broadcast of 
the Dallas Supercross went off the Richter 
scale. Generating a 3.5 rating, the all- 
important Nielsen figure pulverized 
everyone's modest expectations - includ- 
ing those of ABC. In the event that you are 
wondering what a 3.5 rating constitutes, 
we're going to give you a quick education. 
That 3.5 Nielsen number represents a per- 
centage - 3.5, to be exact - of the 96,915,000 
households with TV sets that were dialed 
into the race. When you boil it all down, 
the Dallas Supercross was watched by 
almost 3.5 million viewers. 

Perhaps an even better gauge of the 
broadcast's resounding success was its 
lead-in audience. According to prelimi- 
nary Nielsen figures, the Dallas Supercross 
enticed, and held on to, roughly 65 to 70 
percent of the NASCAR Talladega view- 
ing audience. Said my friend Shini Reddy, 
who works as a strategic media planner in 
L.A.'s rough-and-tumble advertising com- 
munity: “65 percent, as far as a lead-in 
audience is concerned, is phenomenal. 
Normally, 40 percent to 45 percent is con- 
sidered good." 

When all was said and done, and as I 
got up off my ass in order to walk around

and think about what I had just watched, I 


felt stoked. Being a major auto-racing 
enthusiast (and taping up to three car 
races every weekend), I truly felt that 
Seals, ABC and PACE had done a wonder- 
ful job of portraying our sport. While 
watching, I tried to be objective and pre- 
tend I was Harold T. Six-pack, the typical 
auto-racing enthusiast. In doing so, І came 
away with the opinion that supercross is a 
big-time motor sport that held my atten- 
tion to the bitter end. With the exception of 
a few minor miscues, the broadcast was 
first-rate and compelling, and certainly 
worth another gander. 

And now that a few days have passed, 
and the buzz of the Dallas broadcast has 
simmered down a bit, the inevitable ques- 
tion of "Where do we go from here?" 
needs to be posed. 

“Our job now is to go out and get more 
TV,” explained PACE Motor Sports super- 
cross overlord Becker. “We want to have 
at least one to two shows on in 1999, and 
four to six on in the year 2000 and above. 
We're going to explore our options and 
make a decision on what's best for the 
sport and our company. We may talk to 
ABC and NBC, but we have to keep our 
obligations to ESPN and ABC, who have 
been so loyal to us. We'll see what hap- 


ns. 

Deservedly so, Jeremy McGrath was 
the star of the Dallas show. Caught on 
camera several times - including a 
poignant moment in which he met his 
family following the clinching of title num- 
ber five - McGrath, too, had his take on the 
hyped-out matter. 

“I thought it was pretty sharp,” 
McGrath said the Monday after the race. “I 
really liked the bios they did on all the 
guys. Hopefully someone saw it and will 
realize that we should be on network TV 
all the time." 

If Sunday's broadcast taught us any- 
thing, it made it painfully clear that we've 
certainly come a long way from the poly- 
ester-clad twosome of Sam Posey and 
Bruce Jenner yelling into their ABC micro- 
phones during 1970s-era "Wide World of 
Sports" broadcasts of the Carlsbad USGP. 

We've entered a new frontier, and 
thanks to deft production work and our 
friend Mr. A.C. Nielsen, the sky is now the 
limit. Let the pigeons loose, and for God's 
sake, don't touch that remote! e
